2. The telephone company has agreed to install a Common Battery 
System at its Port St, Joe Exchange, and in order to do so and to make 
a fair return upon its investment it will be necessary to increase its rates 
at such exchange. These increases in monthly rates have been agreed 
to by at least ninety-five percent of its subscribers who have signed the 
petition signifying their desire for these improvements and their willing- 
ness to pay the increased rates. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that St. Joseph Telephone 
<fe Telegraph Company be and it is hereby authorized to make the im- 
provements contemplated at its Port St. Joe Exchange by installing 
Common Battery Equipment and upon completion of the installation of 
such equipment it is authorized to charge the following increased rates: 

Residence 1 -Party line $2.60 

Business 1-Party line 3.60 

It is further ORDERED that its tariff set out in Order No. 1331, 
dated September 9, 1940, be amended so as to show the above changes 
in its rates, effective upon the installation of the Common Battery 
equipment.

BEFORE THE RAILROAD COMMISSION OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA 

1. Many conferences have been held between this Commission and 
the Southern Bell Telephone & Telegraph Company and Winter Park 
Telephone Company in reference to extended service between Orlando 
and Winter Park. At present a subscriber in either exchange is required 
to pay a 10c toll charge to call a subscriber in the other exchange. The 
telephone companies have now agreed upon a rate which will permit 
unlimited service between the two exchanges and this rate has been 
agreed to and accepted by the Chamber of Commerce and City Council 
of both Orlando and Winter Park. The rates agreed upon will be a 
differential of $1.00 for Residence Individual Line service at both ex- 
changes and $1.50 for Business Individual Line service at Orlando and 
$2.75 at Winter Park. 

2. The Commission has carefully gone into this matter and is of 
opinion that this additional service would satisfactorily serve the needs 
of a majority of subscribers in both exchanges who have occasion to 
make frequent calls to the other exchange, and that the rates for such 
service should be approved as this change involves additional investment 
both in central office and outside plant. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by 

the Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the extended 
service proposed to be put into effect by Winter Park Telephone Com- 
pany be APPROVED and that the General Exchange Tariff of Winter 
Park Telephone Company providing a flat rate of $7.60 for Business

BEFORE THE RAILROAD COMMISSION OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA 

1. This application came on for formal hearing before the Rail- 
road Commission of the State of Florida at the Lee County Court House 
in Fort Myers, Florida pursuant to Notice No. 781. on October 7, 1940. 

The following appeared: 

Earl D. Parr. Esq. of Punta Gorda for the applicant. 

LeRoy Collins. Esq. of Tallahassee for the Boca Grande 
Corporation in support of the application. 

G. L. Reeves. Esq. of Tampa for the protestant. Boca 
Grande Inn. Inc. 

2. This application is filed under the provisions of Chapter 13884, 
Acts of 1929 as amended by Chapter 14834. Acts of 1931, the same being 
sections 2749 (1) through 2749 (7 J Perm, Supp. to compiled General 
Laws of Florida. The application relates to navigatable waters and the 
applicant exhibited with its application a letter from the District En- 
gineer of the War Department of the United States Government stating 
that the approval of that Department was unnecessary for the operation 
of the service proposed. The intention to make the application was 
advertised in the newspapers as provided in the statute and written 
notice has been given by the Railroad Commission to the Board of 
County Commissioners of each of the counties involved as provided by 
law. 

3. The applicant seeks a franchise to operate a ferry between 
PI acid a in Charlotte County and Boca Grande in Lee County, a distance 
of about six (6) miles, over a body of water known as Gasparilia Sound 
which separates the mainland from Qasparilla Island, bordering on the 
Gulf of Mexico. The Community known as Boca Grande is located on 
this Island and is a fashionable winter resort. The applicant has been 
operating a ferry over this route for about twelve <I2) years but until 
shortly before the filing of this application was unaware that its oper- 
ation should be under the jurisdiction of this Commission. The only 
other transportation service connecting Boca Grande with the mainland 
is that of the Seaboard Air Line Railroad, applicant's service being 
the only public conveyance for motor vehicles. 
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4. The evidence presented by the applicant clearly showed that 
the applicant has been giving efficient and satisfactory service and that 
public convenience and necessity require a ferry service between the 
points involved. The only protestant was Boca Grande Inn, Inc.. owner 
and developer of the southern end of Gasparilla Island. This party 
both at the hearing and by brief filed thereafter raised certain legal 
objections to the granting of the application. The Commission has 
carefully considered these objections and is of opinion that the same are 
not well founded. 

5. Several residents of Fort Myers and Lee County appeared as 
interested parties, fearing that if the franchise was granted the pro- 
visions of the law would preclude an operation being authorized at a 
later date between Boca Grande and a point in Lee County known as 
Bokeelia, located on the north end of Pine Island. The Commission 
is of opinion that the granting of this application will not affect the 
future establishment of a ferry between these two points in Lee County 
and it is not the intention of the Commission by this order to prejudice 
in any way such an operation. 

6. Some question also arose as to the affect of the granting of this 
application on the services of small private boats operated for hire. 
It is not the intention of this Commission to assume any jurisdiction, 
over or to prejudice the rights in any way, of private boats, guide boats 
or boats for charter and taxi service that are not engaged in regular 
ferry service and that may be operated in the area served by the applicant. 

7. The applicant presented at the hearing evidence of the value 
of its properties and of its receipts and expenses for the past several 
years. This evidence is insufficient to enable the Commission to 
definitely determine what should be the proper fares and charges for 
the applicant to make for its service. Pending the receipt by the Com- 
mission of the complete accounting and statistical data which the ap- 
plicant will be required to furnish annually hereafter, the Commission 
will approve the rates in effect at present, to -wit:

AND APARTMENTS. 

BEFORE THE RAILROAD COMMISSION OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA 

1. Inter County Telephone & Telegraph Company has filed its 
application with this Commission to revise Section 7-A and 7-B of its 
General Exchange Tariff relating to hotels and apartments, both com- 
pany owned and subscriber owned. It appears that a number of years 
ago the telephone company, by reason of the fact that a number of 
hotels in its territory had already installed switchboards and telephones 
for furnishing service within the hotels, made connection with these 
hotels upon a trunk line charge that was very low. This agreement 
with the hotels was intended to be a temporary one, and a contract was 
entered into with the hotels under the terms of which the telephone 
company agreed to furnish this service for a period of one year and 
from year to year with the provision that the contract might be can- 
celled and abrogated by either party upon thirty days notice prior to 
any annual period. 

2. Under these existing contracts the telephone company claims 
that there is no way by which it can require the hotels to keep and 
maintain their equipment in a satisfactory manner for rendering reliable 
telephone service. It now has canceled the contracts and proposes a 
tariff that in many instances is lower than the present tariff as to 
charges for switchboards and battei-y power for hotels and apartments 
where the company owns the equipment. In order to insure proper 
maintenance where the hotels and apartments own the equipment the 
telephone company proposes to add a labor charge to several items 
involved in the furnishing of telephone service to hotels. Under this 
tariff the hotel company will pay for any and all material that may be 
found necessary in such maintenance and the telephone company will 
perform the labor without other compensation than the labor charge 
for keeping said telephone equipment in good repair. 

3. The station charge where the hotel company owns the wiring 
will be 40c per month, and where the telephone company owns the 
wiring it will be 50c per month. The station charge where the hotels 
own all of the equipment will be 25c per month. 

4. The Commission has carefully considered this tariff and has 
had considerable correspondence with both the hotels and the telephone 
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company in reference to this matter and is now of opinion that the 
tariff proposed by the Inter County Telephone & Telegraph Company 
should be approved. 

Wherefore, it is CONSIDERED. ORDERED and ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the application of 
Inter County Telephone & Telegraph Company to revise Section 7-A 
and Section 7-B of this General Exchange Tariff, copies of such revised 
sections 7-A and 7-B being attached hereto and made a part of this 
order be and the same is hereby APPROVED.

1. St. Joseph Telephone & Telegraph Company is operating its 
exchange which furnishes telephone service to citizens of River Junction, 
Florida, in connection with the Florida State Hospital Exchange, and 
now proposes to install a complete new Common Battery System sep- 
arate and apart from the exchange of the Florida State Hospital. 
The telephone company has perfected arrangements with the Florida 
State Hospital under which the hospital will rent three trunk circuits 
and the telephone company will furnish free three trunks between the 
two exchanges, and if other trunks are ever needed the telephone com- 
pany has agreed to furnish one-half of the trunks and the Florida State 
Hospital the other half, 

2. The telephone company has ninety-eight subscribers in this 
community and a petition has been filed with this Commission signed by 
seventy-one of these subscribers asking the telephone company to install 
this new service, and also petitioning this Commission to grant the tele- 
phone company an increase in rates of 50c per month for Individual 
Line Stations for Business Telephones and 25c per month for Individual 
Line Stations for Residence Telephones, if and when the installation of 
this new service and necessary trunk lines have been made.

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3. The Commission has considered the facts in this proceeding, 
together with the petition tiled by the subscribers, and is of opinion 
that the application of St. Joseph Telephone & Telegraph Company 
should be granted. 

Wherefore, it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED and ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that St. Joseph Telephone 
& Telegraph Company be, and it is authorized to establish a Local Ex- 
change by which to render telephone service to people of the community 
of River Junction and Chattahoochee.

IN THE MATTER OF THE APPLICATION OP RAIL CARRIERS FOR 
AUTHORITY TO INCREASE INTRASTATE FREIGHT RATES 
AND CHARGES ON CEMENT, C. L. BETWEEN POINTS IN 
FLORIDA. 

BEFORE THE RAILROAD COMMISSION OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA 

1. By Order No. 1248, dated May 25. 1938, this Commission, after 
hearing, refused to permit the carriers to increase existing intrastate 
freight rates and charges in Florida on cement C. L. to the same extent 
and the same amounts that interstate freight rates and charges were 
auhorized to be increased by the Interstate Commerce Commission in 
Ex Parte No. 123. 

2. By Order No. 1291 (Supplementing Order No. 1248) dated April 
26, 1939, this Commission authorized increases in intrastate rates on 
cement C. L. between points in Florida provided the standard rates 
without the addition of the arbitraries were established from Tampa 
to destinations in Northern Florida. 

3. The rail lines in Florida concluded that they could not avail 
themselves of this authority without violating the prior findings and 
orders of the Interstate Commerce Commission in the cement case. 

4. By Orders dated October 2, 1939, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission reopened the cement case for further hearing as to the 
interstate rates to, from, and between points in Florida, and as to the 
relation between these rates and the intrastate rates in Florida, and 
also instituted the investigation requested by the Florida railroads. 

5. Extensive hearings were held under Docket No. 15806, Southern 
Cement Rates, and in Docket No. 28355. Intrastate Cement Rates in 
Florida, and the Interstate Commerce Commission found that the intra- 
state rates on cement in Florida to which no increases have been added 
result, and will result, in undue and unreasonable preference and ad- 
vantage of persons and localities in intrastate commerce and in undue 
and unreasonable prejudice and advantage to persons and localities in 
interstate commerce. 
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It was further found that this undue preference and undue pre- 
judice can be removed by requiring the rail carriers to cease and desist 
from publishing and maintaining throughout the State of Florida the 
present intrastate rates and to publish and maintain in lieu thereof 
rates which shall not be lower than the rates now in force and applicable 
to the transportaiton of cement within the State of Florida plus the 
increases sought to be established by the rail carriers on cement in 
C. L. in Florida. 

6. The Florida Railroad Commission has carefully considered the 
record in these proceedings, and the orders and findings of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, and is of opinion that its orders heretofore 
entered in these proceedings should be modified and amended so that 
the rail carriers may proceed to make effective these increases. 

Wherefore, it is CONSIDERED. ORDERED and ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that Order No. 1248, dated 
May 25. 1938. and Order No. 1291, dated April 26. 1939, be and the 
same are hereby AMENDED so as to permit the rail carriers within the 
State of Florida to increase all existing intrastate freight rates and 
charges in Florida on cement C. L. to the same extent and in the same 
amounts that interstate freight rates and charges in this territory are 
authorized to be increased by the Interstate Commerce Commission in 
its various orders in this proceeding,

defendant Florida Railroads. 

All who desired to be heard were fully heard under oath. 

Testimony introduced by complainants shows that phosphatic sand 
or clay, a waste of phosphate rock mines, is used as a fertilizer filler 
and as a soil conditioner. It is purchased by farmers and growers in 
Florida. Phosphatic sand or clay competes with ground limestone as an 
acid corrective, for direct application to the soil, and as a filler for 
mixed fertilizers. 

Following the findings and order of this Commission in Docket No. 
1193, Order No. 1157, the rates on phosphatic sand or clay, and the 
rates on ground limestone, were published and maintained on the same 
level for intrastate application in Florida until September 13, 1939. On 
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that date the Florida railroads, in Agent F. D. Miller's Florida Intrastate 
Commodity Tariff 427-C. I. C. C. No. 464, revised their intrastate rates 
on ground limestone in Florida with this Commission's authority In order 
to bring the Intrastate rates into uniformity with the interstate rates 
on ground limestone. 

Similarly the rail carriers had revised the rates on phosphatic sand 
clay from producing points in Florida to interstate destinations and to 
stations in Florida west of the Apalachicola River in order to bring those 
rates to the same level as the interstate rates on ground limestone. 

Only the intrastate rates on phosphatic sand or clay between points 
in Florida remained unchanged. Thus the present Florida intrastate 
rates on phosphatic sand or clay are higher than the contemporaneous 
rates on like traffic from the same producing points in Florida to west 
Florida and to interstate destinations, and higher than the intrastate 
and interstate rates on ground limestone. 

Upon consideraion of the issues and the evidence we FIND: 

THAT the existing rates and carload minimum weight provisions on 
phosphatic sand or clay in carloads, between points within the State 
of Florida over intrastate routes are and for the future will be unjust 
and unreasonable, unjustly discriminatory and prejudicial to the extent 
that they exceed or may exceed the existing and contemporaneous pub- 
lished rates and carload minimum weight provisions for like distances 
on ground limestone. 

Where, it is CONSIDERED. ORDERED and ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that: 

Defendant railroads shall cease and desist publishing and charging 
their existing Florida intrastate rates and carload minimum provisions 
on phosphatic sand or clay between all stations on their lines within 
the State of Florida and defendants are hereby ORDERED to establish 
and put in force, on or before July 20. 1941, for the transportation 
of phosphatic sand or clay rates and carload minimum weight provisions 
between all stations on their lines within the State of Florida which 
shall be on the same basis, distance considered, and no higher for like 
distances, than their existing and contemporaneous rates and carload 
minimum weight provisions on ground limestone.

It also appears 
that on April 4, 1941 written acceptance in behalf of the City of Coral 
Gables of the terms and provisions of said Ordinance No. 2481 was filed 
with the City Clerk of the City of Miami. 

4. From the proceedings had it now appears that the operation 
of motor busses in lieu of electric street car service has been made 
reasonably permanent by the City of Miami and the City of Coral Gables, 
and that the present motor bus transportation service now being oper- 
ated by the applicant is adequate to meet the demands of the residents 
of the City of Coral Gables and includes both the main line into Miami 
and the route lying within the boundaries of the City of Coral Gables. 
and that the City of Coral Gables should be authorized to permanently 
substitute motor bus transportation in lieu of electric street car service. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the

During the calendar year 1941, the Commission had an average of 
eleven inspectors whose duties included the enforcement of provisions 
of the Florida Motor Transportation Act. During that period the in- 
spectors made 226 arrests of which there were 201 convictions: 13 cases 
were dismissed and 15 are now pending. The inspectors during the same 
period traveled 327,960 miles in the performance of their duties.

AS GLADES "K" MOTOR LINES, WEST PALM BEACH, FLORIDA. 
FOR EXTENSION OF ITS CERTIFICATE OF PUBLIC CONVEN- 
IENCE AND NECESSITY NO. 108 TO OPERATE OVER ROAD 26 
BETWEEN FORT LAUDERDALE. FLORIDA, AND MIAMI AND 
SOUTH BAY, IN THE TRANSPORTATION OF PASSENGERS 
AND LIGHT EXPRESS. 

1. These applications came on for formal hearing before the Rail- 
road Commission of the State of Florida pursuant to Notice No. 654 
in Miami, Florida, on September 30, 1940. By motion made at the 
hearing, and agreed to by the carriers involved, these two applications 
were heard jointly and a consolidated record made since they each 
covered substantially the same routes. 

The following appeared: 

A. Y. Milam, Greenleaf Building, Jacksonville, Florida, for 
applicant, Florida Motor Lines Corporation. 

Senator John R. Beacham, West Palm Beach for applicant, 
Florida Motor Lines Corporation. 

Dewey Knight. Ingraham Building, Miami. Florida, for ap- 
plicant Mary M. Kettner, doing business as Glades "K" Motor 
Lines. 

Thos. E. Grady, Miami, Florida. 
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2. The main purpose of these applications is to secure operating 
rights over a new highway being constructed through the Everglades 
designated as State Road 26, connecting South Bay at the Southern 
end of Lake Okeechobee with Miami and Fort Lauderdale. This highway 
is expected to be open for traffic between Fort Lauderdale and South 
Bay early in 1941, but it will be sometime before the portion going 
directly into Miami is finished. 

3. Glades '*K" Motor Lines operates between West Palm Beach and 
Fort Myers sreving Canal Point. Pahokee, Belle Glade, South Bay, 
Clewiston and Moore Haven. These towns on Lake Okeechobee will be 
hereinafter referred to as the Lake Region. Glades "K" seeks to extend 
its operation from South Bay over Road 26 to 20-Mile Bend west of 
Fort Lauderdale, thence over Road 26 -A to Fort Lauderdale, thence 
south over State Road 4 into Miami but with closed doors between 
Miami and Fort Lauderdale which are served by Florida Motor lines. 

4. Florida Motor Lines operates between Miami and West Palm 
Beach and points north along the East Coast and operates a cross -state 
service from West Palm Beach to Canal Point and Okeechobee City 
via Roads 25 and 194, thence west over Road 8 to Childs Crossing, thence 
north through what is known as the Ridge Section serving Sebring, 
Avon Park. Lake Wales, Haines City, thence west through Lakeland to 
Tampa and St. Petersburg. The main object of Florida Motor Lines is 
to improve this cross-state service by operating around the south side 
of Lake Okeechobee using Roads 26 and 26-A from Miami and Fort 
Lauderdale to South Bay, thence west through Clewiston over Road 25, 
thence north through Moore Haven over Road 67 to Childs Crossing 
from where the existing route would be followed northward. This pro- 
posed route will be approximately thirty (30) miles shorter and save 
about one hour in time on this cross -state service as between Miami and 
the Ridge Section. 

5. Both applicant", produced many witnesses to show the need 
for bus service over the new Road 26, and in addition Florida Motor 
Lines presented evidence to show the advantages of improving its cross - 
state service. The evidence is convincing that public convenience and 
necessity will require bus service over Road 26 into Miami or Fort 
Lauderdale upon the completion of that highway, and the Commission 
so finds. The evidence is not so convincing that there is any great need 
for the improved cross-state service offered by Florida Motor Lines. 
The relatively small saving in distance and time will result in im- 
proved service to that extent but this will be true only of the one schedule 
daily that Florida Motor Lines proposes to operate over the new route; 
one schedule daily would still be operated through Palm Beach and around 
the north side of the lake. Also little need was shown for additional 
service between the Lake Region and the Ridge Section as there is little 
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trade between these areas. Direct rail service exists between Clewiston and 
the Ridge Section, and there is bus service via interchange at Canal 
Point between Florida Motor Lines and Glades "K", this being the short- 
est route to the Ridge Section from the most populous part of the Lake 
Region, the area around Canal Point, Pahokee and Belle Glade. The 
bulk of the traffic moving into and out of the Lake Region section will 
be that between the Region and the Miami -Fort Lauderdale areas and 
consideration of that traffic must govern the determination of these 
applications, 

6. The law requires this Commission in granting Certificates of 
Public Convenience and Necessity to consider the effect upon other car- 
riers serving the territory involved. The Commission does not believe 
that both applicants should compete over Road 26; public convenience 
and necessity requires only one carrier in this area. Since the law pro- 
vides for the protection of existing franchises as far as the same may 
be done without depriving the public of services reasonably necessary, 
the rather difficult problem of determining which of these two able and 
willing carriers should be granted the certificate resolves itself into 
deciding first into whose territory the new service more properly falls, 
and second, probable damage and loss of business that would result 
frcm the granting of either and the denying of the other application. A 
study of the routes and operating rights discloses that Glades "K" Motor 
Lines has been the only bus carrier serving the Lake Region for many 
years. Florida Motor Lines operates through Canal Point but this 
service has always been to accommodate the cross-state traffic and not 
to serve the Lake Region. The record shows that both by limitation 
placed thereon by the Commission and by agreement between the two 
carriers Florida Motor Lines handles no traffic between Canal Point 
and West Palm Beach without giving Glades "K" the revenue therefrom. 
Glades "K" depends for its existence entirely upon traffic into and out 
of the Glades section and the Commission finds that any additional 
service into and out of the area should be furnished by it. It would 
serve no useful purpose to attempt to analyze all the evidence going to 
the relative damage to each carrier should its application be granted 
and the other's denied. The evidence is not very complete in this 
respect and it will be sufficient to say that the Commission finds that 
the preservation of proper transportation facilities in the area involved 
requires that the services of the small carrier serving the Lake Region 
be preserved without any impairment. That Glades "K" will be injured 
by permitting Florida Motor Lines to operate directly through its only 
exclusive territory is clearly shown by the record. The application of 
Glades "K" to operate into Fort Lauderdale and Miami over Road 26 
will be granted and that of Florida Motor Lines denied. 

7. Since there is need for some service connecting the Lake Region 
and the Ridge Section via Road 67 and this is also more properly within 
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the territory of Glades "K" Motor Lines, that carrier, in accordance 
with its proffer to furnish such service if the Commission found need 
therefor, will be required to extend its service from Moore Haven to 
Childs Crossing, there to make such connection with Florida Motor 
Lines as the two carriers may agree is proper. If the carriers cannot 
agree on this interchange, that problem together with any other that 
might arise in connection with the institution of this new service win 
be subject to the further order of the Commission. Glades "K" Motor 
Lines will be expected to file immediately such new schedules and rates 
as it proposes to use in its entire operations as extended by this order. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the application of 
Florida Motor Lines Corporation for extension of its Certificate of 
Public Convenience and Necessity to include operations over State Roads 
67 and 25 between Childs Crossing and South Bay and over Roads 26 
and 26-A between South Bay and Fort Lauderdale and Miami, be and 
the same is hereby DENIED, 

It is further ORDERED that the application of Mary M. Kettner, 
doing business as Glades "K" Motor Lines, for extension of her Cer- 
tificate of Public Convenience and Necessity No. 108 to operate over 
State Road 26 between South Bay and Port Lauderdale and between 
Miami and Fort Lauderdale over State Road 4, be and the same is 
heerby GRANTED; Provided that the operation shall be with closed 
doors as to all traffic moving between and including Miami and Fort 
Lauderdale. 

It is further ORDERED that Mary M. Kettner, doing business as 
Glades "K" Motor Lines, is hereby required and authorized to extend 
her motor bus transportation service from Moore Haven over Road 67 
to Childs Crossing and return.

MATTHEWS, COMMISSIONER, CONCURRING IN PART: 

I am in full accord with that portion of the within order which 
grants to Mary M. Kettner, doing business as Glades "K 1 * Motor Lines, 
authority to operate into the Miami area and thus enable her to more 
adequately serve the Lake Region. However, both Florida Motor Lines 
and Glades *'K" Motor Lines have been operating in this territory — 
the Florida Motor Lines operating on the North side of the Lake and 
Glades "K" Motor Lines on the South side. In addition, Florida Motor 
Lines serves what is known as the Ridge Section and the granting of 
its application would enable it to furnish a more adequate and efficient 
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through service into Miami for this section, and the evidence Is con- 
vincing to me that it should be permitted to furnish this through service. 

I am of opinion, therefore, that both applications should have been 
granted under such limitations and agreements as now exist between 
Florida Motor Lines and Glades "K" Motor Lines. If this were done 
the revenues of Glades "K" Motor Lines would be adequately protected 
and the important Ridge Section of the State would be furnished a 
much needed through service which this Commission and the Courts 
have held to be desirable.

A. M. on March 25th. 1941. 

A, Y. Milam appeared for applicant. 
No one appeared in opposition. 

2. As to the route between Jacksonville arid Maxville, the evidence 
shows that the applicant now operates a large number of schedules 
out of Jacksonville over U. S. Highway No. 90. State Road No. 1. to 
Baldwin, and thence over State Road No. 13 to Maxville, and the dis- 
tance involved in each operation via Baldwin is much greater than the 
distance between Jacksonville and Maxville over State Road No. 204, 
and in addition, operation over Road 204 would relieve congestion on 
U. S, Highway No. 90, State Road No. 1. to Baldwin. 

As to the operation between Jacksonville and Green Cove Springs 
over State Road No. 47 to Shands Bridge and State Road No. 48. ap- 
plicant produced a number of witnesses who testified as to public con- 
venience and necessity for this route and to the fact that this route 
would give service along the Cast bank of the St. Johns River to a 
large population residing there which now have no common carriage 
whatever either by rail or motor bus. 

As to the extension between Kissimmee and Okeechobee, the evi- 
dence shows that the applicant is now operating schedules between 
Ocala and Miami via Orlando and Indian River City, which schedules 
are often unduly delayed and. subject to various road hazards and delays

via Kissimmee, St. Cloud, Holopaw, Kenansville and Fort Drum to 
Okeechobee applicant will be enabled to avoid all of this road con- 
gestion and the road delays, and in addition will be enabled to serve 
in through service the thriving communities of Kenansville, St. Cloud, 
Holopaw, Fort Drum and Okeechobee and intermediate points without 
impairing its present service as it will continue to operate multiple 
schedules down the East Coast over State Road 4.

3. The communities of Kissimmee, St. Cloud and Okeechobee are 
vitally interested in this route as was evidenced by the large number 
of witnesses who appeared and testified to public convenience and neces- 
sity, and the resolutions offered which were adopted by the St. Cloud 
Chamber of Commerce and City Commission, and by the City Commis- 
sion of the City of Kissimmee. 

4. The Commission heard all of this evidence and decided that 
public convenience and necessity required the granting of the application 
and granted the same from the bench.

1. This matter came on for formal hearing before the Florida 
Railroad Commission in Tallahassee, Florida, on April 22, 1941, pursuant 
to Notice No. 774. The following appeared: 

A. Pickens Coles, Tampa, Florida, for applicant. 

John M, Allison, Tampa, Florida, for Central Truck Lines, 
Great Southern Trucking Company, St. Johns River Line Com- 
pany and Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc., Protestants. 

2. The applicant is an individual doing business as American 
Transfer Company having its principal piace of business in the City 
of Tampa, Florida. The applicant is the holder of limited Common 
Carrier Certificate No. 213, authorizing it to transport used uncrated 
household goods, office and store fixtures and furniture. 

3. On February 7. 1941, due to the emergency demand for meat 
to be delivered to McDill Field, the United States Southeastern Army 
Air Base, this Commission granted the applicant temporary authority 
to transport meat between Tampa and McDill Field, pending formal 
hearing on the application for a Limited Common Carrier Certificate. 

4. The applicant produced the manager of Armour & Company's 
office in Tampa as a witness in his behalf. This witness was also 
authorized to speak for Swift Packing Company, Cudahy, Kingan and 
Wilson & Company. He testified that all of the named companies are 
engaged in the business of merchandising meat products, and packing 
house products, in the Tampa area. Prior to February 7, 1941, the 
packers delivered meat to McDill Field in their own vehicles- This 
service was very unsatisfactory because it was necessary for each of the 
companies to operate one or more of their vehicles to McDill Field 
daily and under the present arrangements the applicant will pick up all 
shipments of meat from each of the companies and deliver it in one 
vehicle. The meats , have to be delivered at McDill Field by five o'clock 
A. M. The meats are unloaded for inspection and the applicant's trucks 
must wait until the inspection has been completed and return to the 
packers any rejected shipments, and then make deliveries to replace 
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them. Because of the extra service rendered by the applicant, this wit- 
ness was of the opinion that the regular common carriers could not 
handle the shipments satisfactorily. 

5. The packers pay American Transfer Company twenty (20c) cents 
per one hundred pounds for this service. The record shows that the 
tonnage delivered by the packing houses to the applicant for delivery 
to McDill Field from February 7, 1941 to April 12, 1941 amounted to 
365,808 pounds, or an average of a little better than 6,500 pounds per 
working day. The normal route used by the applicant in transporting 
meats to McDill Field is from the corner of Howard and Grand Central 
Avenue, which is the Western city limits, Howard Avenue being the 
Western limit of the city, thence South, Grand Central to Lisbon, thence 
South on Lisbon which is a direct Southern route into the Air Base. 

6. The_ applicant proposes to institute approximately three schedule 
trips a day between Tampa and McDill Field and agrees to furnish on 
prescribed forms schedules for the approval of the Commission. The 
applicant also agrees to abide by the rates and fares approved by the 
Commission, The applicant also asks for authority to transport paint 
and paint products between Tampa, Florida, and McDill Field, and 
also asks for authority to engage in heavy hauling that requires special 
equipment and can not be handled by the regular common carriers. 

7. Protestants objected to the granting of the application because 
practically all common carriers by motor vehicles serve McDill Field, 
either as an off line station on a regular schedule run between Tampa 
and St. Petersburg, or on pick-up and delivery service from Tampa- 
None of the protestants have fixed schedules between Tampa and McDill 
Field, and it is admitted by the protestants that the uniform bill of 
lading prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Commission and the Florida 
Railroad Commission provides that on delivery of shipments that the 
consignee either has to accept or reject the shipment without opening 
it. Considering this fact, in connection with the needs of McDill Field, 
it would be impossible for the existing common carriers to perform 
service now being rendered by the applicant. 

8. The Commission has carefully considered all of the evidence 
produced, both by the applicant and the protestants, and has taken 
into consideration the effect the granting of a Certificate of Public Con- 
venience to the applicant would have upon the transportation facilities 
within the territory sought to be served by the applicant, and also the 
effect upon transportation as a whole within said territory, and is of 
opinion that public convenience and necessity require the granting of the 
application in so far as it applies to the transportation of meat between 
Tampa and McDill Field, and that all other authority sought therein 
should be denied. The Commission also finds the rate of twenty cents 
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per one hundred pounds charged by the applicant for transporting meat 
between Tampa and McDilJ Field to be just and reasonable. The Com- 
mission is also of opinion that Limited Common Carrier Certificate No. 
213, issued by the Florida Railroad Commission to the applicant should 
be extended to include authority to transport meat between Tampa, 
Florida, and MeLMll Field.

3. It was testified that the United States Government has estab- 
lished a Naval Air Base at Cocoa Beach. At the present time there are 
fifty-three officers stationed at the Air Base. The Commander of the 
Naval Air Base testified that the government had let a contract in the 
amount of $1,400,000.00 for the construction of buildings at the Base and 
that the personnel would consist of approximately six hundred fifty men 
and thirty additional officers. This includes only the Navy personnel. 

4. It was shown in the record that there is no regular means of 
transportation for the Navy personnel between the Air Base and Cocoa.

The applicant has been rendering service between Cocoa and the Naval 
Air Base since April 11, 1941, under temporary authority granted by this 
Commission due to the emergency. Under this authority the applicant 
has been operating a new thirty- two passenger bus. The company has 
also made arrangements for a reserve bus in case the transportation 
needs would require its use. The applicant has shown that it is finan- 
cially able to obtain all the equipment necessary to furnish adequate 
transportation facilities between Cocoa and the Naval Air Base. 

5. The applicant requests authority to operate over the following 

route : 

Commencing at the Union Bus Station at Cocoa: thence 
East on King Street to the Cocoa-Merritt Island Bridge to Mer- 
ritt Island; thence East by North along the County Road to the 
intersection with State Road No. 70: thence South on State

1. This matter, pursuant to Notice No. 773, came on for formal 
hearing before the Railroad Commission of the State of Florida at its 
Hearing Room, Supreme Court Building, Tallahassee, Florida, on Wed- 
nesday, April 23, 1941. The following appearances were entered: 

A. Pickens Coles, Tampa Theatre Building, Tampa, Florida, 
W. H. Wilson, Jr., Lake City, Florida, and Sam T. Dell of Gaines- 
ville, Florida, for applicant. 
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A. Y. Milam, Jacksonville, Florida, for protest ants, Florida

2. Upon the calling of the application for hearing, Florida Motor 
Motor Lines Corporation, through its counsel, offered a Motion to Dis- 
miss the application on the grounds that there was no financial state- 
ment attached to the application; that there was no description of 
equipment proposed to be operated, and that no schedules were sub- 
mitted with the application. It was contended that the failure on the 
part of the applicant to set out these matters was jurisdictional, and that 
the Commission, therefore, had no jurisdiction to hear the application 
at this time. This Motion was denied. 

3. The applicant, Georgia-Florida Coaches, Inc., holds franchise 
rights between Augusta, Georgia, and Lake City, Florida. It obtained 
these franchise rights through the consolidation of Service Coach Lines, 
Inc., which operates between Augusta, Georgia, and McRae, Georgia, 
and Atlantic Stages, which operates intrastate from McRae to the Geor- 
gia-Florida line, and interstate within Florida from the Georgia -Florid a 
line to Lake City. This merger has been approved by the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Commission and through this approval the applicant now 
has intrastate rights in Georgia. Application has also been filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission for approval of this consolidation 
but no order has been rendered by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
When, and if, the Interstate Commerce Commission approves this con- 
solidation and merger, the applicant, Georgia -Florida Coaches. Inc.. will 
have interstate rights between Augusta, Georgia, and Lake City, Florida, 
and will also have intrastate rights within Georgia. This application 
has been filed with the Florida Railroad Commission to obtain a Cer- 
tificate of Public Convenience and Necessity authorizing this company 
to operate in intrastate commerce between the Georgia-Florida State 
line and Williston, Florida, serving Lake City, Lake Butler, La Crosse, 
Gainesville and Archer. 

George T. Morris of Dublin, Georgia, who is President of the ap- 
plicant corporation, is also President of Service Coach Lines, Inc., and J- 
A. Booker of Savannah, Georgia, is Secretary and Treasurer of the ap- 
plicant corporation, and is the owner of Atlantic Stages. W, H. Wilson, 
Jr.. of Lake City, Florida, is Vice President of the applicant corporation. 

4. The applicant, at the hearing, offered its Financial Statement as 
its Exhibit 2, and also testified that the applicant now owns two busses, 
a twenty-five passenger yellow coach and a twenty-five passenger Flexible 
Clipper. The president of the corporation testified that the company was 
financially able to purchase the requisite number of busses necessary for 
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this operation, and to carry on the operation, if this application is granted. 
The applicant also filed schedules showing its proposed service over this 
route. 

It was also shown that over the route between Georgia -Florida 
State line and Lake City Atlantic Stages now operates in interstate 
commerce, and over a short portion of said route north of Lake City 
Union Bus Company or Southeastern Greyhound Lines operate. Between 
Lake City and Lake Butler Gator Motor Lines, whose certificate is now 
owned by Florida Motor Lines Corporation, and the Union Bus Company, 
now operate. Between Lake Butler and the junction of Road No. 99 
and State Road No. 2, just North of Gainesville, no common carrier bus 
line operates but Florida Motor Lines Corporation operates between the 
junction of roads 99 and 2 into Gainesville. Between Gainesville and 
Archer and Willis ton Florida Motor Lines Corporation now operates. 

5. The applicant produced a number of witnesses from the various 
communities to be served by this operation, many of them the most 
prominent citizens of their respective communities, who testified that in 
their opinion public convenience and necessity required this service, and 
that such servce would be of great benefit to the territory involved. 

Certified copies of Resolutions adopted by the Boards of County 
Commissioners of several of the counties through which this operation 
would be conducted, and by the City Commissioners of the various cities 
to be served, were presented and filed in evidence. Resolutions were 
also presented by numerous Civic Clubs of the cities through which this 
line runs which were filed with the Commission and put in its corre- 
spondence file. Testimony was also produced to show the advantage of 
this line as a through route. 

The applicant filed its Exhibit No. 3, which showed the schedule 
for this through route. It proposes two round trips— one leaving Augusta 
at 6:30 A. M. arriving Wilhston 4:40 P. M. The other leaving Augusta 
10:30 A. M. arriving Williston 8:40 P. M.; and returning, one leaves 
Williston 10:00 A. M. and arrives Augusta 8:00 P. M., the other leaving 
Williston 7:25 P. M. arriving Augusta 5:25 A. M. It also proposes certain 
local schedules between Gainesville and Williston and between Lake City 
and Gainesville, as follows:

6. Florida Motor Lines Corporation, protestant, objected to the 
granting of this application on the ground that it serves several of the 
specific routes sought and also serves the general territory involved.

2, University City Transfer Company, Inc., a Florida corporation 
with its principal place of business in the city of Gainesville, Florida, 
is the holder and owner of Certificates of Public Convenience and Neces- 
sity Nos. 89 and 97, authorizing it to operate as a common carrier of 
freight between Jacksonville and Baldwin over U. S. Highway No. 90. 
State Highway No. 1; Baldwin to Cedar Keys over State Highway No. 
13; Gainesville to Fannin over State Highway No. 14, and thence to 
Cross City on U. S- Highway No. 19. Florida State Highway No. 500:

3. Flamingo Truck Lines. Inc.. also operates under various cer- 
tificates from this Commission as a common carrier of freight and com- 
modities generally over various routes in the State of Florida, and 
among these routes it operates between Jacksonville and Gainesville 
in intrastate commerce. It also operates in interstate commerce between 
Williston and Cross City, so that there is a duplication so far as inter- 
state commerce is concerned between two of the routes that University 
City Transfer Company, Inc., proposes to transfer to it, and a duplication 
of service of intrastate traffic between Jacksonville and Gainesville — 
one of the routes proposed to be sold to it by University City Transfer 
Company, Inc. Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc., also operates in interstate 
commerce between Georgia-Florida line and Tampa via Tallahassee and 
between Tallahassee and Live Oak and Marianna, Florida, and have 
an application pending before this Commission for intrastate rights 
over these routes. 

4. The record shows that the petitioner. Flamingo Truck Lines, 
Inc., on July 26, 1940, filed an application with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for authority to purchase the interstate operating rights 
and properties of the University City Transfer Company, Inc., and by 
Order dated March 18, 1941. the Interstate Commerce Commission ap- 
proved this purchase. 

5. Protestant, Central Truck Lines, Inc., also operates under au- 
thority from this Commission over various routes in the State of Florida, 
and operates between Jacksonville and Tampa via Gainesville and 
Williston. It has in the past been interchanging freight with the 
University City Transfer Company, Inc., at Gainesville for various points 
served by the University City Transfer Company, Inc. Central Truck 
Lines, Inc., protested the granting of this application on the grounds 
that if the Flamingo Truck Lines acquires the certificate rights of 
University City Transfer Company it would be enabled to operate a better 
service between Jacksonville and Tampa, and, in addition. Central Truck 
Lines would lose the tonnage that it is now receiving from University 
City Transfer Company, and it would be injured to that extent. In 
addition to this, if the pending intrastate application of Flamingo 
Truck Lines, Inc., was granted by this Commission it would be enabled to 
move intrastate traffic from Jacksonville via Gainesville and Cross 
City into Tallahassee as well as between Tampa and Williston, and this 
would also operate to injure Central Truck Lines, Inc. 

6. The record shows that the stockholders of University City Trans- 
fer Company, Inc., at a meeting called and held for this purpose, at 
which all of the stockholders were present, approved the sale and transfer 
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of its Certificates and property in accordance with the joint application. 
The record also shows that at a special meeting of the stockholders 
of Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc., the purchase of the Certificates and 
property of University City Transfer Company, Inc., was approved. 

7. The Commission has carefully considered the record in this 
matter and finds that granting of this joint application would be is 
the public interest, and would result in a better and faster service, and 
that the joint application should be approved with the understanding 
that such routes to be transferred by University City Transfer Company, 
Inc., as are duplicates of the present routes of the Flamingo Truck Lines. 
Inc., should be merged in the Certificate of Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the joint application 
of University City Transfer Company, Inc., and Flamingo Truck Lines.

1. This application was originally set for hearing at the Seminole 
Hotel, Jacksonville, Florida, on Monday, January 20, 1941, under Notice 
No. 659, dated January 4. 1941. For good cause shown, this hearing 
was postponed and the application was reset for hearing at St. Augustine, 
Florida, on March 10, 1941 under Notice No. 761, dated January 14. 1941. 
The case was called at St. Augustine, and for good cause shown was 
further postponed to a date to be fixed by the Commission. By Notice 
No, 772, dated March 24, 1941, this matter was set down for hearing 
in Tallahassee, Florida on April 11, 1941, and came on for hearing on 
that date. 

A. W. Chadwick, Jr., of St. Augustine, Florida, and John 
Hodges, of Tallahassee, Florida, appeared for applicant. 

A, Y. Milam appeared for Florida Motor Lines, protestant. 

Sam Kassewitz appeared for Orange Lines, Inc., protestant. 

W. J. Oven for receivers of Seaboard Air Line Railway, 
protestant. 

2. When this case was called counsel for Florida Motor Lines 
Corporation moved that further hearing in this matter be postponed 
until April 23, 1941, at which time the application of the movement 
was to be heard, so that both applications that covered practically the 
same territory could be heard at the same time. This motion was argued 
by counsel and was denied by the Commission. 
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3. Petition for intervention and protest against this application 
was filed by Orange Lines. Inc., on the ground that it now serves be- 
tween Jacksonville and Camp Blanding, and also serves between Starke 
and Green Cove Springs via Camp Blanding and Penney Farms, Inter- 
vention and protest on behalf of Florida Motor Lines Corporation 
was also presented on the ground that it served this territory, and is 
rendering adequate service, and under the law should be given the right, 
if public convenience and necessity is found to warrant it, to serve the 
particular routes sought by applicant.

The applicant 
has for many years been engaged in the operation of a bus line, and 
now seeks an extension of his certificate authorizing him to operate 
from Marineland through St. Augustine, thence to Green Cove Springs 
via Shands Bridge over Road No. 47, thence into Camp Blanding and 
Starke over Road No. 48. 

Applicant testified that there was no motor carrier operating directly 
between St. Augustine and Camp Blanding, although there is an operation 
from St. Augustine to Jacksonville by Florida Motor Lines Corporation, 
and thence from Jacksonville to Camp Blanding by Orange Lines. The 
applicant testified that he is financially able to obtain the necessary 
equipment to conduct this operation. The applicant produced a number 
of witnesses who testified as to the ability of the applicant to operate 
a bus line, and also as to public convenience and necessity for this oper- 
ation. Testimony was also produced to show the magnitude of the 
activities of Camp Blanding, and the necessity for some kind of recreation 
for the selectees, especially during holidays and week ends, 

5. At the close of the applicant's testimony a Motion was made 
in behalf of the protestants, Florida Motor Lines Corporation and Gator 
Motor Lines, Inc., that the taking of testimony of the protestants to 
this application be deferred until April 23, 1941, at which time the 
protestants would have a representative from Camp Blanding who would 
testify as to the exact needs of the Camp for transportation to the 
various beaches. This Motion was joined in by Orange Lines. Inc., who 
have also tendered the service proposed by the applicant. 

6. The Commission considered this Motion, and in view of the 
fact that Shands Bridge was not yet entirely open for transportation, 
and a postponement of further hearing for a few days would not work 
a hardship on the applicant, decided to defer further testimony until 
April 23. 1941. 
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7. At the hearing on April 23, 1941. upon the application of Florida 
Motor Lines Corporation for an extension of its Certificate No. 8. in- 
cluding motor bus service from Camp Blanding to Gainesville, and from 
Camp Blanding to the beaches, a Staff Officer of the General at the 
Camp was produced as a witness who testified as to the needs of the 
personnel of the camp for motor bus transportation. He testified that 
the facilities at the present time at the Camp will accommodate fifty 
thousand and ninety -five, and that the normal contingent at the camp 
will approximate fifty thousand. In addition, during the month of July 
there would be brought into Camp Blanding for maneuvers the 
balance of the Fourth Army Corps now stationed at Fort Ben- 
ning and Fort Mcpherson, and this will increase the number of troops 
quartered at Camp Blanding to about seventy thousand.

2. Halifax Transfer Company is a partnership composed of Walter 
C. Miller and George W. Liverett of Daytona Beach, Florida. This 
partnership has been in business and operating as Halifax Transfer 
Company for approximately sixteen years. It is a local transfer com- 
pany operating within the city limits of Daytona Beach. Florida. In 
addition, this company acts as local agent for Flamingo Truck Lines, 
and also represents as agent the Gray Van Lines. The applicant seeks 
a Certificate as a Limited Common Carrier transporting household 
goods, uncrated, office fixtures, store fixtures and stock, in accordance 
with Rule No. 7 of this Commission. Mr. Walter C. Miller, one of the 
partners of the applicant, testified that he has had a number of ap- 
plications to haul household goods from Daytona Beach to various points 
in the state but has been unable to haul these loads by reason of not 
having a certificate.

1. Pursuant to Notice No- 775, dated April 15, 1941, this matter came 
on for formal hearing before the Railroad Commission at its Hearing 
Room, Supreme Court Building Tallahassee, Florida, on Wednesday, May 
7, 1941. 

C. J. Boynton appeared in person. 

W. J. Oven and C. E. Edwards appeared on behalf of Re- 
ceivers of Seaboard Air Line Railway. 

2. C. J. Boynton is the agent of Orange State Oil Company of 
Miami. Florida. This company is the Florida distributor for City 
Service products. Mr. Boynton distributes the petroleum products of 
the Orange Stat* Oil Company within the counties of Leon, Franklin 
and Wakulla. He has now entered into a contract with the Orange 
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State Oil Company by which he has agreed to transport its products 
tjetween Panama City and Quincy, and between Panama City and Bris- 
tol. He also desires the privilege of transporting these products from 
Jacksonville to these points in the event that the Panama City terminal 
should break down and these products would have to come out of 
the Jacksonville terminal. The transportation from Jacksonville would 
be an emergency haul and, in the opinion of the witness, would not 
occur very often. 

3. The applicant produced an executed contract between the Orange 
State Oil Company and himself which showed the rates of transportation 
for gasoline and kerosene, the products he desires to transport. It also 
showed the rates on oils and greases in packages. The applicant, how- 
ever, testified that it would not greatly inconvenience him if these oils 
and greases were not included in his certificate as these products are 
delivered to him by either common carrier truck or rail lines. 

4. The Commission has carefully considered the record in this case 
and is of opinion that a Certificate should be granted to Mr. Boynton 
to transport gasoline and kerosene in bulk but that part of the appli- 
cation asking for the transportation of oils and greases in package should 
not be granted. The Commission is further of opinion that the rates to 
be charged should not be lower than common carrier rates.

1. Pursuant to Notice No. 776. dated April 15, 1941, this matter 
came on for formal hearing before the Railroad Commission at its 
Hearing Room, Supreme Court Building, Tallahassee, Florida, on Thurs- 
day, May 8, 1941. 

T. Franklin West of Milton, Florida, appeared for applicant. 

H. V. Greenslit, 720 S. Baldes Street, New Orleans, Louisiana, 
appeared for Teche Greyhound Lines, protestant. 

H. H. Simms of Dothan, Alabama, appeared for St, An- 
drews Bay Transportation Company, protestant. 

2. The applicant proposes ultimately to operate a bus line from 
Andalusia, Alabama, to Pensacola, Florida, serving Baker, Munson, Mil- 
ton and other intermediate points, and also from Brewton, Alabama, to 
Fort Walton, Florida, serving Milton and other intermediate points. 
These two bus lines would cross at Milton, Florida, and the schedules 
have been arranged so that busses will arrive at Milton at the same 
time in order that passengers from both Alabama points would have 
a route either to Fort Walton or to Pensacola. Florida. This application, 
however, was for intrastate riphts only within the State of Florida. 
At the hearing applicant moved to amend his application to authorize 
his service into Jay, Florida, and the Motion was granted. 

The applicant has also filed his application with Alabama Public 
Service Commission for authority to operate intrastate in Alabama, and 
also with the Interstate Commerce Commission for authority to operate 
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interstate over both routes. The applicant testified that unless he could 
receive authority to operate interstate from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in interstate commerce between points in Alabama and 
points in Florida, he would not desire intrastate rights in Florida. The 
applicant testified that he now owns two new busses and proposes to 
buy another to put on this operation. He also testified that he was 
financially able to properly conduct the operation if the Certificate is 
granted. 

He proposes to operate schedules leaving Pensacola at 6:45 A. M. 
daily arriving at Andalusia, Alabama, at 9:35 A. M., and an afternoon 
schedule lea Yin g Pensacola at 4:15 P. M. arriving at Andalusia at 7:05 
P. M. Returning the applicant proposes to leave Andalusia at 7:30 A. M. 
arriving Pensacola at 10:20 A. M, and leaving Andalusia at 4:00 P. M. 
arriving Pensacola at 6:50 P. M. 

For the other route he proposes a schedule leaving Fort Walton at 
6:30 A. M. arriving Brewton, Alabama, at 8:30 A. M. and leaving Fort 
Walton in the afternoon at 4:00 P. M. arriving Brewton at 6:00 P. M. 
On the return trip he proposes to leave Brewton at 8:40 A. M. arriving 
Port Walton at 10:40 A. M. and leave Brewton in afternoon at 6:10 
arriving Fort Walton at 8:10 P. M. 

3. The applicant produced a number of witnesses from the territory 
proposed to be served in Florida who testified as to public convenience 
and necessity for this operation. The testimony also shows that with 
the exception of the route between Milton and Pensacola, which is now 
served by Teche Greyhound Lanes, and between Navarre and Fort Wal- 
ton, a distance of approximately twelve miles, which is now served by 
St. Andrews Bay Transportation Company, none of this route is served 
by common carrier bus line. The applicant also produced Resolutions 
under the seal of the Town Council of the town of Milton, Florida, and 
under the seal of the Board of County Commissioners of Santa Rosa 
County, approving this application, and also presented a Resolution 
signed by the members of the School Board of Santa Rosa County ap- 
proving the application. 

4, The Vice President of the Teche Greyhound Lines, who is in 
charge of operations, opposed the granting of the application unless the 
same was operated with closed doors between Milton and Pensacola. He 
had no opposition to the granting of the other portion of the route but 
felt that by reason of the fact that his line operated several schedules 
as between Pensacola and Milton that the applicant should not be 
allowed to run over this route except with closed doors.

Crow, doing business as Florida-Alabama Motor lines, for a Certificate 
of Public Convenience and Necessity authorizing the transportation of 
passengers, baggage and express and mail between th Alabama -Florida 
State line and Milton, Florida, over State Highway No, 37, and thence 
over State Highway No. 1. to a point approximately four miles east of 
Milton where State Highways Nos. 1 and 10 intersect, and thence to 
Fort Walton over State Highway No. 10. with the right and authority to 
serve the town of Jay over State Road No. 62; and also between 
Florida -Alabama State line and Baker via State Highway No. 41, and 
thence to Munson over State Highway No. 62, and thence to Milton over 
State Highway No. 190, and thence into Pensacola.

2. The applicant. Atlantic Distributing Company, is a Florida cor- 
poration, organized on December 22, 1939, and began business on Jan- 
uary 15, 1940. Austin Jones of 200 E. Princeton Avenue, Orlando, is 
President and General Manager, C. Barney Haynes, Route 1, Box 7, 
Orlando, Florida, is Vice President, and Fattie M. Morrey. 1515 Harwood 
Avenue. Orlando, is Secretary and Treasurer. The applicant is dis- 
tributing agent for the Atlantic Refining Company in part of Volusia, 
Seminole, Lake, Osceola and Orange Counties. It has entered into a 
contract dated March 25, 1941, with Atlantic Refining Company of 260 
S. Broad Street, Philadelphia. Pennsylvania, under which it has agreed 
to transport petroleum and petroleum products from Jacksonville to its 
bulk plant at Sanford, Florida. The contract shows that the rate for 
the transportation from Jacksonville to Sanford. Florida, is .0086 cents 
per gallon, and that the rate for transporting oil in packages is 20 cents 
per hundred weight. 

The applicant desires to operate over U. S. Highway No. 17 between 
Jacksonville and Del and, and over U. S. Highways Nos. 17 and 92 
between Deland and Sanford. The applicant has been hauling products 
between Jacksonville and Sanford and into Orlando for a period of more 
than a year but it was under the impression that it was transporting 
its own products and. therefore, required no authority from the Railroad 
Commission. As soon as it learned the Railroad Commission had juris- 
diction over its operations it immediately made this application. The 
office of the company is in Orlando but its bulk plant is in Sanford. It 
also owns a service station at Ponce de Leon Springs, one in Deland, 
one in Sanford and eight in Orlando. It uses an International Truck 
and a Great Dane Trailer of 3500 gallons capacity. On its trip between 
Jacksonville and Sanford it serves its station in Ponce de Leon Springs. 
Deland and Sanford. When it reaches Sanford it computes how many 
gallons it needs for its filling stations in Orange County and the rest of 
the gasoline is pumped into the bulk plant at Sanford. By this method 
of transportation it saves considerable trouble and expense by being able 
to serve its filling stations in Ponce de Leon Springs, Deland and San- 
ford on its Tegular route and not having to serve them out of its bulk 
Plant in Sanford. Its tank truck is equipped with a meter and when 
it passes through Ponce de Leon Springs, Deland and Sanford its filling 
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stations are served direct from this tank truck. If the gasoline was 
shipped by rail from Jacksonville to Sanford and these other towns had 
to be served out of Sanford, it would greatly increase the expense to 
the company and inconvenience the dealers. 

The applicant proposes to make one trip a day. Its truck will leave 
Sanford about 3:00 o'clock in the morning for Jacksonville arriving 
there about 7:00 or 7:30 A, M. and on return trip arriving Sanford 
between 12:30 and 1:00 in the afternoon. 

3. It proposes in its application to transport lubricating oils in 
cans on this bulk truck. The cans come in quart, five quarts and five 
gallon sizes and the truck has a compartment that w;U hold from ten 
to fifteen cases. Most of the package goods are now shipped by rail or 
by common carrier truck lines. 

4. Although the applicant applied for a Certificate to operate be- 
tween Jacksonville and Sanford only, the testimony indicates that the 
largest business is in Orlando as there are eight filing stations in 
Orlando to be served. It appears that the applicant is required by the 
oil company to transport its gasoline from Sanford to Orlando without 
additional compensation. The testimony indicates, however, that through 
the commission it receives for the handling of this gasoline it receives 
compensation for the transportation of gasoline into Orlando, and that 
the operation between Sanford and Orlando comes under the jurisdiction 
of the Commission. In view of this testimony, the applicant, during 
the hearing, moved that his application be amended to cover Orlando so 
that the application would read between Jacksonville and Orlando, 
Florida. This motion was granted by the Commission and the ap- 
plication was amended. 

5. The Commission has carefully considered the application, the 
contract and the record in this case and is of opinion that the application 
should be granted with the provision that the transportation be limited 
to gasoline and fuel oil in bulk and that the rates to be charged would 
not be less than those now charged by rail and motor common car- 
riers, and that the transportation of lubricating oils in cans be denied. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the application of 
Atlantic Distributing Company of Orlando, Florida, to transport under 
contract with the Atlantic Refining Company, gasoline and fuel oils 
in bulk only between Jacksonville and Orlando using U. S. Highways 
Nos. 17 and 92, at rates not less than those now charged for the same 
service by rail and motor carriers, be and the same is hereby GRANTED.

1941, a period of twenty- 
four hours and twenty minutes on duty. The company contended that 
it had checked out this driver before noon and that if he had left 
immediately he could have gotten to Jacksonville in time to observe 
the Hours of Service law and delivered the load of household goods on 
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the following Monday, The driver, however, was anxious to return 
home so he voluntarily stayed on duty during this time in order to return 
to his home on Sunday 

3. The second count in the Citation charging violation of the 
Household Goods Tariff No. 1, was nolle prossed. 

4, The Commission has considered the evidence in this case and is 
of opinion that the respondent is guilty under count one of the 
Citation. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the

For 
good cause shown the hearing of this application was postponed until 
Tuesday. May 13. 1941. 

2. Pursuant to Notice No. 779, dated April 30, 1941, this matter 
came on for formal hearing before the Railroad Commission at its 
Hearing Room, Supreme Court Building, Tallahassee, Florida, on Tuesday, 
May 13, 1941. The following appearances were entered:

Agency. 

O. C. Beakes. Barnett Bank Building, Jacksonville. Florida, 
for Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc. 

3- The Liberty Film Lines is a contract carrier by motor vehicle 
cpe rating in Texas, and has for many years transported motion picture 
films and advertising matter relating to these Alms for Film Forwarding 
Agency in the State of Texas. It has applied to this Cmmission for a 
Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to perform similar 
services for the same company in the State of Florida. It proposes to 
Use light and speedy trucks with all modern safety devices and especially 
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equipped for this kind of movement. It is of opinion that ten pieces of 
equipment, that is to say— eight in actual operation with two in reserve 
— will be adequate to take care of the territory proposed to be served. 
It is adequately financed to provide this equipment, and also to provide 
additional equipment if it becomes necessary. It has agreed to comply 
with all rules and regulations of the Railroad Commission and the laws 
of Florida in its operation. It will establish headquarters at Jacksonville, 
Florida, and proposes to also establish terminal facilities at Miami, 
Tampa and Jacksonville, and such other points in the State as it finds 
necessary. It does not propose to haul films for any other agency except 
Film Forwarding Agency, and will take its instructions as to destinations 
and schedules from this company. 

The plan of this operation is that schedules will be perfected under 
which this company will transport moving picture films and advertising 
matter from one exhibitor in the State of Florida to another so that 
the most extensive use of motion picture films may be accomplished- It 
is proposed that the carrier will be furnished keys to the various theatres 
and show houses, or that some compartment may be established outside 
these houses, in which the film will be placed after the show closes 
at night. The carrier will pick up this film, transport it to the next 
exhibitor and leave in its place a film that is to be shown in that picture 
show. 

4, Testimony was produced by the applicant to show that motion 
picture films are a perishable commodity and require specialized service. 
There are a number of major exchanges or producers operating in the 
United States who produce motion pictures. Each of these major pro- 
ducers has a salesman who visits the exhibitors in advance of the 
actual production of the picture and sells him pictures for a whole season. 
These films are shown first at what are called first run theatres, and 
then the second, third and last run theatres, and it generally takes many 
months to liquidate the film through all of the theatres in Florida. 

At the present time these films are gathered from the various ex- 
changes by a Forwarding Company in Atlanta, Georgia, and the films 
that are to be used in Florida are generally bundled together, labelled 
and shipped to the various exhibitors in the State by the Railway 
Express Agency. Some of these films, especially those that are used in 
the Sparks Theatres, are now shipped out of Jacksonville by Flamingo 
Truck Lines, Inc., and this company testified that it was ready, able 
and willing to transport films for any other exchanges that would con- 
tract with it. 

Under the present arrangement. Film Forwarding Company pro- 
poses to set up headquarters in Jacksonville for the receiving, transpor- 
tation, repairing and inspection of the films, and it is claimed that this 
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arrangement will expedite the transportation ol these films to the various 
exhibitors in Florida, and will also expedite the inspection and repairing 
of the films as it will not be necessary to send them to Atlanta for 

such inspection and repair, 

5. Film Forwarding Company has not yet contracted with any of 
the producers for films as these companies make no contracts with 
forwarding agencies, but it has been assured by a number of the larger 
companies that it can handle their films in the State of Florida. These 
films will be shipped to the forwarding agency at Jacksonville via Rail- 
way Express Agency and will be handled out of Jacksonville to the 
various exhibitors in the State. The Film Forwarding Agency would 
be required to get these films to the various exhibitors in the State who 
have contracted for them, and they are at liberty to use any transpor- 
tation agency that they see fit. It has entered into a contract with 
Liberty Film Lines as a contract carrier to deliver these films as it has 
had experience with this company in Texas and found them to be 
reliable carriers. It will pay to the Liberty Film Lines the prevailing 
express rates for this service, and will not pay them a lower rate than 
the published express rate. Film Forwarding Agency has no connection 
whatsoever with the producers of the films, and it routes the films In 
accordance with the producers Instructions. 

Contracts with various exhibitors are made by the producers and 
the producers Inform the exhibitors when they may receive these films 
for showing. It is the duty of the Film Forwarding Agency to see that 
these films reach the exhibitor in time for exhibition. After the films 
are shown in some particular motion picture houses they are returned 
to Jacksonville for Inspection and repair, and then sent to the next 
exhibitor. For this inspection and repair a fee is paid to the Film For- 
warding Agency. Although the bookings for the various theatres have 
been made in advance the films are turned over to Film Forwarding 
Agency at Jacksonville, and in case of loss or damage the Film For- 
warding Agency is held responsible for it. 

6, The Railway Express Agency produced testimony to show that 
it had carefully gone over the points to be served in this application 
and that the Express Agency serves every point. It contended that it 
serves these points by fast passenger trains and read into the record 
its schedules for all points involved. It also contended that it gave 
motion picture films special treatment: that it received large revenue 
from the movement of these films and used utmost care in handling them ; 
that the service has been adequate and satisfactory and that it has 
had no complaint from moving picture distributors or the theatre - ; in 
the various towns. It also testified that it had adequate facilities for 
handling all of the motion picture films to be used in the State of 
Florida. 
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7. Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc., produced testimony to show that 
it now is engaged in the transportation of films and had special equip, 
ment and special schedules for that purpose; that it serves a greater 
part of the territory sought to be served by the present applicant, and 
that it was ready, willing and able to transport all of the films offered 
to it for transportation. 

8. The Commission has carefully considered this application, and 
the record, and makes the following findings: 

(a) That the moving of motion picture films and motion pic- 
ture advertising matter, as is proposed in this application, 
is a movement in intrastate commerce. 

(b) That public convenience and necessity of maintaining 
and protecting existing transportation systems in the 
State, and of fostering a fair distribution of traffic on the 
highways to the end of maintaining all necessary facilities 
and not inconveniencing the public by inordinate uses of its 
highways for purpose of gain, will not be infringed upon 
nor defeated by the granting of this application.

Certificate No. 214 and comply with all the rules, orders 
and regulations of this Commission with respect thereto. 

(5) That failure to approve this lease will probably result in 
the abandonment of service by Clarke Motor Lines, Inc. 

It is, therefore, CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the lease agreement 
by and between Clarke Motor Lines, Inc., and Georgia Stages, Inc..

1941, this matter 
came on for formal hearing before the Railroad Commission at its 
Hearing Room, Tallahassee, Florida, on April 23, 1941. 

A, Y. Milam of Jacksonville, Florida, appeared for the 

applicant. 
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Sam Kassewitz of Jacksonville. Florida, and Ausley & Ausley 
of Tallahassee, Florida, appeared for Orange Lines, Inc., 

protest ant, 

A. W. Chadwick, Jr., of St. Augustine, Florida, appeared for 
John Oliver Miller, protest ant. 

2. At the hearing Orange Lines, Inc.. through its counsel, filed its 
petition to intervene, and protested the granting of the application, and 
also filed a tender of service and asked that further hearing be postponed 
until May 8. 1941 at which time a similar application on the part ot 
Orange lines. Inc.. would be heard. Orange lines. Inc., was permitted 
to intervene in this hearing but its motion for postponement was denied. 
Since the hearing, and on May 22, 1941, an interline contract and agree- 
ment between Florida Motor Lines Corporation, S. Bryan Jennings and 
Wm. J. Porter and Orange lines, Inc., was filed with this Commission 
by which Florida Motor Lines Corporation agreed to protect and not 
to invade or damage in any respect the carriage of Orange Lines, Inc., 
between Camp Blanding and Jacksonville; between Camp Bl an ding and 
Starke; between Camp Blanding and Green Cove Springs, and on its 
part Orange Lines, Inc., agreed that it will not attempt to extend its 
operations as a common carrier of passengers beyond Green Cove Springs, 
or beyond Starke, or beyond Camp Blanding to any city, town or com- 
munity then being served by Florida Motor Lines Corporation, or over 
any route or any territory being served by Florida Motor Lines Corpor- 
ation; and also agreed to limit its service especially to the carriage from 
Camp Blanding to Starke; Camp Blanding to Jacksonville; Blanding to 
Green Cove Springs, and to charter parties from Camp Blanding to 
other points in the State of Florida. In view of this interline contract 
and agreement. Orange Lines has also withdrawn its application to 
serve the territory now sought to be served in the present application 
by Florida Motor Lines Corporation. 

3. John Oliver Miller of St. Augustine, Florida, who now holds a 
certificate and is authorized to transport passengers and light express 
between St. Augustine and Camp Blanding serving intermediate points. 
and who appeared at this hearing as a protestant. withdrew all op- 
position and protest against the granting of the franchise to Florida 
Motor lines Corporation. 

4. Florida Motor Lines Corporation proposes to operate from Camp 
Blanding to Gainesville over State Road 48 to Starke; thence over State 
Road 13 via Waldo to Gainesville with optional use of the new defense 
highway proposed from Camp Blanding to Starke, or the defense high- 
way proposed from Camp Blanding to Hampton. It was suggested to 
the applicant from the bench that a better route between Camp Blanding 
and Gainesville would probably be Road 48 to its intersection with Road 
68, thence South over Road 68 through Keystone Heights to Melrose. 
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and thence over Road 267 through Orange Heights to Gainesville; that 
this road would be less congested and, in addition, the carrier would be 
enabled to serve the points of Keystone Heights, Melrose and Orange 
Heights. 

The applicant also proposed a service between Camp Blanding and 

St. Augustine over State Road 48 via Green Cove Springs, Benajmin Lee 
n Field and Orangedale using Shands Bridge. At St. Augustine it would 
connect with its numerous schedules covering the entire East Coast 
including the beaches of Day ton a Beach and Flagler Beach. 

The applicant also proposed a service between Camp Blanding and 
the Jacksonville beaches using Road 48 to Green Cove Springs and across 
Shands Bridge; over Road 306 to State Road 78; thence over Road 78 
to Jacksonville Beach and Atlantic Beach. 

The applicant already has operating rights over State Road 78. 
It appeared at the hearing that that portion of Road 306 between the 
East end of Shands Bridge to the intersection with State Road 4. a 
distance of about twelve miles, is not a paved road but it is a good 
graded road and susceptible to motor bus operation. However, the 
applicant proposed an alternate route until this portion of the road is 
completed. The alternate route would require the using of State Road 
47 between the East end of Shands Bridge and the intersection of Road 
47 and a County road, a distance of approximately eleven miles; thence 
to Kenny Park, a distance of approximately nine miles to State Road 4; 
thence down State Road 4 about one and a half miles to the intersection 
of Roads 4 and 306: thence over Road 306 to Road 78, and thence over 
Road 78 to the beaches. 

5. The applicant, Florida Motor Lines Corporation, now serves most 
of the routes and territory sought in its application. It serves Green 
Cove Springs, St. Augustine and all points on the East Coast; it also 
serves Starke and Gainesville, Palatka, Hawthorne. Keystone Heights, 
Waldo, Lake Butler and Baldwin. It also serves over State Road 47 
from the East end of Shands Bridge to Jacksonville; over State Road 78 
between Jacksonville and the beaches. The purpose in filing this ap- 
plication is to give to the soldiers now quartered at Camp Blanding access 
to the general service furnished by it to the various points in the State, 
and especially to the beaches such as Atlantic, Jacksonville, Flagler and 
Daytona, and also to such points of interest as Silver Springs, Marineland 
and Cedar Keys. 

6. Major Harry A, Johnston, Camp Intelligence Officer of Camp 
Blanding, representing the Commanding Officer of the Camp, testified 
that there are now quartered at Camp Blanding more than fifty thousand 
troops. In addition, there is quite a large civilian personnel employed in 
and around the camp. About two hundred non commissioned officers 
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and their families reside in Gainesville and a number are residents oi 
St. Augustine, Jacksonville and surrounding communities. A larg* 
majority of the men quartered at Camp Blanding are granted leaves over 
the week-ends. Testimony indicated that there would be a minimum o( 
ten thousand of these men who would probably visit the beaches and 
ether places of Interest and amusement over the week-ends and holidays 

The headquarters and station complement of the Camp is very 
anxious to provide the best facilities of all kinds for the troops stationed 
at the camp during their period of training, and especially desires that 
provision be made for adequate transportation in order that they may 
obtain proper recreation and diversion. Supplying transportation for this 
number of men is quite a problem, and the need for adequate motor 
bus transportation is great, 

A witness for the applicant testified that it would be able to 
allocate to this service during holidays and week-ends about twenty- 
five of its largest and best busses. In addition to this, that It had an 
arrangement with the Motor Transit Company of Jacksonville to furnish 
additional busses if the same should be needed. 

7. The Commission has carefully considered the record in this 
case and is of opinion that the granting of this application is required 
by public convenience and necessity, and will aid in supplying adequate 
transportation to the large number of soldiers quartered at Camp 
Blanding. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the application of 
Florida Motor Lines Corporation for an extension of its Certificate of 
Public Convenience and Necessity No. 8 to include motor bus common 
carriage of passengers, baggage, mail and light express between Camp 
Blanding and Gainesville. Florida, using State Road 48 to its junction 
with State Road 68: thence over State Road 68 through Keystone Heights 
to Melrose; thence over State Road 267 from Melrose to Gainesville, with 
the right to use the proposed new defense highway which is to be 
constructed from Camp Blanding to Hampton as an alternative route;

agreement and contract Florida Motor Lines Corporation, among other 
things, covenants and agrees: 

"(b) That in all of its carriage and operations between 
Camp Blanding and Green Cove Springs and beyond and be- 
tween Camp Blanding and Starke and beyond, it will handle 
all local business between Camp Blanding and Green Cove 
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Springs, and between Camp Blanding and Starke, for the 
account of Orange Lines, Inc., and will make no reclaim on 
Orange Lines, Inc., tickets covering such local carriage be- 
tween said points, which tickets will be returned to Orange 
Lines, Inc., without reclaim, and will remit monthly to Orange 
Lines, Inc., all cash revenue derived from such local carriage;

or Starke shall inure solely to the party of the first part, Florida 
Motor Lines Corporation." 

3. m said interline contract and agreement Orange Lines, Inc., 
covenants and agrees:

1. Pursuant to Notice No. 763 dated January 20, 1941, this matter 
came on for formal hearing before the Railroad Commission of the State 
of Florida at its Hearing Room. Supreme Court Building, Tallahassee. 
Florida, on Monday, February 10, 1941, at 10:00 A. M. 

McCarthy Crenshaw and Clarence G. Ashby of the firm of 
Adair, Kent, Ashby & McNatt, Barnett National Bank Building, 
Jacksonville, Florida, appeared for applicant. 

John M. Allison, 305 Morgan Street, T. B. Smith and J. F. 
Smalley, Secretary and Treasurer. Tampa, Florida, appeared for 
protestant. Central Truck Lines, Inc. 

Reuben Rag land, 608 Consolidated Building, and E. B. Rush. 
18 Jefferson Street, Jacksonville, Florida, appeared for Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company. 

W. J. Oven and W. J. Oven. Jr.. Tallahassee, Florida, and 
C. T. Edwards of Jacksonville, Florida, appeared for Seaboard 
Air Line Railway. 

W. J. Oven and J. R. Hunter of Tallahassee, Florida, appeared 
for Railway Express Agency, Inc. 
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H. E, McDaniel of Jacksonville, Florida, for K, & L, Trans- 
portation Company. 

This hearing continued throughout the week but was then for good 
cause shown continued until further order of the Commission. It was 
resumed on April 15, 1941 and concluded on April 16, 1941. Thirty days 
were allowed for filing of briefs. The record in this case consists of 
1040 pages and a large number of exhibits. 

2. Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc.. as a result of a certain merger 
agreement filed with the Secretary of State of the State of Florida under 
the laws of the State of Florida, and approved by this Commission by 
Order No. 1312. dated June 20, 1940. is the holder and owner 
of a consolidated Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity 
embracing all of the rights and franchises of Certificates of Public Con- 
venience and Necessity Nos. 14, 24, 112, 13, 91, 70. 35 and 37. It hied 
its present application for a Certificate of Public Convenience and 
Necessity as a common carrier of freight by motor vehicle on December 
26, 1940. Previous applications were filed by L. & L, Freight Lines, 
Inc., one of its predecessors, on October 21, 1939 and subsequently with- 
drawn; refiled on December 27, 1939 and withdrawn, and again refiled 
on October 30. 1940 and withdrawn on or about December 18, 1940. By 
the present application Flamingo Truck Lines. Inc., desires to operate 
in intrastate commerce between the Georgia -Florida State line and 
Tampa, Florida, and between Jacksonville, Florida, and Marianna, Florida. 
Schedules over the route between Baldwin and Live Oak to be operated 
with closed doors. 

3. On February 7, 1936, L, & L. Freight Lines. Inc., one of the 
predecessors of the present applicant, filed its application with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission iNO. MC-19190) seeking a Certificate of 
Public Convenience and Necessity to operate in interstate commerce 
within the State of Florida between Georgia -Florida State line to Talla- 
hassee; thence to Tampa and from Tallahassee to Live Oak and from 
Tallahassee to Marianna. It was found by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission that the L. & L. Freight Lines, Inc., had commenced its 
operation prior to the effective date of Section 206 of the Federal 
Motor Carrier Act 1935, and had seasonably filed this application and. 
therefore, it was permitted to continue its operation in interstate com- 
merce until the further order of that Commission, This application was 
heard by the Interstate Commerce Commission, and on February 7. 
1941 a final order was entered authorizing Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc.. 
the successor of L. & L. Freight Lines, Inc., to operate in interstate 
commerce between Griffin, Georgia, and Tampa, Florida, using D. S. 
Highway No. 19. to Thomasville; thence over U. S. Highway No. 319 
to Tallahassee, Florida; thence over Florida Highway No. 500 to Capps, 
Florida; thence over U, S, Highway No. 19 to Williston; thence over 
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Florida Highway No. 500 to OcaJa; thence over Florida Highway No. 
16 to junction of U. S. Highway No. 41; thence over U. S. No, 41 to 
Tampa; and also between Tallahassee, Florida, and Live Oak, Florida, 
over Florida Highway No. 1, U. S. No. 90, and also between Tallahassee, 
Florida, and Marianna, Florida, using Florida Highway No. 1, U. S, 
Highway No. 90. Thus it is that the Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc., is 
now operating in interstate commerce over all of the highways now 
sought by the present application except between Jacksonville and Live 
Oak. It is proposed by Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc., that the operation 
between Baldwin and Live Oak shall be conducted with closed doors. 

4. The applicant produced a number of witnesses in the territory 
and along the line it proposes to serve who testified in support of its 
application. Most of these witnesses called attention to the fact that 
there is no motor carrier truck line operating in common carriage be- 
tween Jacksonville and Marianna and between Tampa and Tallahassee, 
although in all other sections of Florida there are from two to four truck 
lines giving service. It was contended by these witnesses that they 
should be furnished the services of a common carrier truck line in this 
territory so that they might be able to compete with distribution centers 
such as Savannah, Birmingham. Atlanta, New Orleans and Mobile which 
now have access by motor carrier freight service in interstate commerce 
into Tallahassee and West Florida. They also contended that this ap- 
plication should be granted in order to furnish a more expeditious 
transportation service into Tallahassee and Marianna. and that by 
reason of this lack of common carrier truck service they had not only 
been unable to expand and reach new territory and new customers in 
this particular territory but that they had actually lost business. 

It was also shown that the First Class rate from Atlanta, Georgia, 
to Tallahassee, Florida, is $1.34; from Birmingham to Tallahassee $1.39; 
and from Savannah. Georgia, to Tallahassee $1.21 — while from Tampa to 
Tallahassee the First Class rate is $1.44. By reason of these differences 
in rates Tampa wholesalers are shut out of this territory- It is true 
that the applicant can handle Tampa tonnage into Tallahassee over 
its present interstate route but it would be necessary for the tonnage 
to move through Jacksonville, Waycross, Thomas v ill e and thence into 
Tallahassee, and freight shipped from Tampa over this circuitous inter- 
state route would have to lay over in Jacksonville and would not be 
delivered in Tallahassee until early the second morning out of Tampa. 

The mileage over the applicant's interstate route from Tampa to 
Tallahassee is 456 miles while the proposed intrastate route mileage 
would be 254 miles — -a saving of 202 miles. On account of this dif- 
ference in mileage, if the present application Is granted, the applicant 
proposes a schedule that would leave Tampa at 6:00 P. M. and arrive 
Tallahassee 2:40 A. M, the same night or early the next morning. 
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Shippers out of Tampa and Jacksonville have a similar difficulty 
[n reaching points between Tallahassee and Marianna and between Talla- 
hassee and Live Oak as all of these shipments are routed via the circuitous 
interstate route. Not only does this delay the arrival of the goods but 
requires a higher rate. 

It is shown by Applicant's Exhibit No. 40 that in the event this 
application is granted savings would result to all of the shippers now 
using its service. For instance, taking a few representative points, the 
savings per hundred pounds of First Class freight would result as 

follows : 

Between Arcadia and Marianna _„„.- 20 cents 

Between Gainesville and Tallahassee 13 cents 

Between Ocala and Marianna - 17 cents 

Between Ocala and Tallahassee „.„, 17 cents 

Between Sarasota and Greenville 20 cents 

Between Tampa and Marianna 18 cents 

Between Tampa and Tallahassee 19 cents 

5. It was further shown by the applicant that between August 1. 
1938 and July 31, 1939 practically three million pounds of freight 
originated in Florida, largely in Jacksonville, and was hauled by the ap- 
plicant through Thomasville, Georgia, to Tallahassee. Florida, and twenty- 
six other destination points including Live Oak, Madison, Perry, Quincy, 
Marianna and points West of Marianna. It also shows that from August 
1. 1939 to December 31. 1940 a total of 3,545,159 pounds of freight was 
handled in the same way. About half of this traffic moved to Talla- 
hassee proper and the balance went to other West Florida points. The 
applicant contended that the movement of this more than Six Million 
pounds of freight from Jacksonville to Tallahassee, and other points in 
Florida, was an indication that shippers desired truck service into these 
points and that a more direct route resulting in saving of mileage and 
saving in rates would be in the interest of the public. 

6. Protestants to the granting of this application also produced a 
number of witnesses who testified as to the adequacy of the present 
facilities. Central Truck Lines, Inc., produced witnesses who testified 
that its service between Tampa, Brooksville and Inverness was adequate 
and that there was not sufficient tonnage along this line to warrant 
another truck line. Further testimony was presented to show that 
Central Truck Lines, Inc., also served Ocala. and that through Its con- 
nection with the University City Transfer Company could serve all points 
between Ocala and Cross City. This company was vitally Interested in 
the proposed service between Jacksonville and Live Oak and between 
Tampa and Ocala. 
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The rail lines and Railway Express Agency also produced evidence as 
to their operations, and read into the record the schedule of their com- 
panies between various points, and claimed that they were able, ready 
and willing to furnish all service necessary. They also produced wit- 
nesses living in the territory and along the line proposed to be served 
who testified that they had used this service, were satisfied with it and 
felt no additional service was necessary. 

K. & L. Transportation Company operates a daily over night truck 
service between Jacksonville and Tallahassee via Thomasville in inter- 
state commerce. The tonnage it transports moves dlirectly from Jack- 
sonville to Tallahassee, and it claims its service is entireJy adequate so 
far as Tallahassee is concerned, and that it would be seriously injured if 
this application is granted. 

7. The Commission has carefully considered the record and briefs 
filed by all parties of interest. It recognizes that this is an important 
case and its correct adjudication will have an important bearing on trans- 
portation in a large section of this State and for this reason it has 
attempted to give every phase of the matter careful thought. In its 
decisions upon applications of this kind it has always been guided by 
public convenience and necessity in relation to other transportation in 
the territory involved. The determination of the question of public con- 
venience and necessity depends in large measure upon the facts of each 
case. Times change. Facts and conditions often change with the 
times. This is especially true in the transportation field in which great 
progress has been made. Orders and decisions denying motor carrier 
applications made ten years ago or more and bottomed on adequacy of 
existing modes of transportation cannot stand the test of present day 
advancement and progress in the motor carrier industry. 

The carrier by motor vehicle has now taken its place in the sun and 
plays a very important part, not only in the State but in the National 
transportation system. The public in all sections of the State are en- 
titled to have the benefit of the very best transportation agencies. It 
is also entitled to have the benefit of the services of all modes of trans- 
portation if it so expresses itself, and the furnishing of such service 
will result in greater benefit to the whole public than in loss to the 
present existing modes of transportation. The record in this case 
abundantly supports this statement. 

The Commission finds: 

(a) That the applicant has been operating in interstate com- 
merce a daily service between Atlanta and Tampa via 
Tallahassee and between Tallahassee and Live Oak and 
between Tallahassee and Mar i anna since October 1935. 
That it is now serving in interstate commerce transporting 
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interstate freight to and from EVERY POINT sought to be 
served in intrastate commerce by this application. Sched- 
ules between Tampa and Tallahassee and between Live 
Oak and Marianna are operated daily. The only new 
schedule is that between Jacksonville and Tallahassee and 
that portion of this schedule between Baldwin and Live 
Oak the applicant proposes to serve with closed doors to 
protect Central Truck Lines, Inc., which operates on this 
route, 

(b) That the applicant now maintains company owned term- 
inals in Jacksonville and Tallahassee and Tampa and com- 
mission agencies are provided in most of the towns and 
cities sought to be served. It would not be necessary to 
set up any new terminals nor agencies to operate in intra- 
state commerce. This would result in economy of operation 
which is a factor to be considered by the Commission, 

(c) That no common carrier truck line operates in intrastate 
service between Live Oak and Marianna, and all of the 
great amount of traffic moving over applicant's present 
route from Jacksonville to Tallahassee is subjected to an 
excess haulage of fifty -four miles; the traffic moving to 
Monticello must be hauled eighty miles out of the way 
and that from Jacksonville to Madison is subject to an 
excess haulage of one hundred and ten miles. This is true 
of other points intermediate to Live Oak and Tallahassee, 

Traffic hauled from Tampa to Tallahassee and to 
West Florida is also now subjected to excess haulage as the 
mileage from Tampa to Tallahassee over the present inter- 
state route is four hundred and fifty six miles while the 
proposed intrastate route is two hundred and fifty four 
miles, a difference of two hundred and two miles. 

(d) That Florida traffic should not be subjected to such a 
circuitous route nor its shippers required to pay excess 
freight rates. This is especially true when the desired 
result can be obtained without further burden on the high- 
ways and by simply requiring an interstate operator to 
open the doors of its motor vehicles to Intrastate traffic. 

<e> That the applicant now serves in intrastate commerce 
Jacksonville and Baldwin and since this order will require 
it to operate with closed doors between Baldwin and Live 
Oak, the effect upon other carriers serving between Jack- 
sonville and Live Oak will be negligible compared to the 
benefits to be derived from this service by all communities 
between Jacksonville and Marianna, 
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(f) That while a segment of the route between Tampa and 
Tallahassee is being served in intrastate commerce by motor 
vehicle, and all points are served by rail and express, 
there exists on the entire route no direct nor through 
service which will enable shippers of Tampa to reach the 
Tallahassee and West Florida area with fast and economical 
carriage. 

(g) That public convenience and necessity require the grant- 
ing of the application. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the application of 
Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc., of Jacksonville, Florida, for an extension of 
its Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to operate in intra- 
state commerce as a common carrier of freight between the Georgia- 
Florida State line and Tampa, Florida, serving Tallahassee, Perry, Cross 
City. Williston, Ocala. Hernando, and Brooksville and intermediate 
points using State Highways Nos. 10, 500, 5, 81 and 74 (U. S, Highways 
Nos. 319, 19 and 41 > with alternate routes between Williston and Hernando 
and between the junction of State Highways Nos. 74 and 81 to Dunnellon 
and Hernando over State Highways Nos. 81 and 5; between Tallahassee 
and Live Oak over State Highway No. 1 (U. S. Highway 90) serving 
all intermediate points, between Tallahassee and Marianna using State 
Road No. 1, 'U. S. Highway 90) serving all intermediate points; and 
between Jacksonville and Tallahassee over State Highway No. 1 CU. S. 
Highway No. 90) with closed doors between Baldwin and Live Oak, be 
and the same is hereby APPROVED. 

It is further ORDERED that service over these routes shall be 
furnished in accordance with schedules attached to the application,

COMMISSIONER DOUGLASS DISSENTS: 

Commissioner Douglass dissents on the ground that there now exists 
adequate service over the entire territory. That the whole line and ter- 
ritory involved except from Cross City to Tallahassee, is covered with 
multiple service by rail and motor and the route from Cross City to 
Tallahassee is served by rail and express.

1. Pursuant to Notice No. 780 dated April 30, 1941, and Supplement 
thereof, dated May 3, 1941, this matter came on for hearing before the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida on Tuesday, May 20. 1941, 
at its Hearing Room, Supreme Court Building, Tallahassee, Florida.

2. Petroleum Carrier Corporation is the holder and owner of Cer- 
tificate of Public Convenience and Necessity No. 19 to operate as a 
contract carrier of petroleum products in bulk. It operates tank trucks 
only and transports no package goods. It operates in Florida from 
Tampa. Jacksonville, St. Marks and Panama City. It also has interstate 
rights between Florida and Georgia, South Carolina. North Carolina 
and Alabama. It transports petroleum products in bulk in Florida for 
the Republic, Gulf and American Oil Companies. Its operation for 
The American Oil Company is out of St. Marks, Florida. On April 16. 
1941 it entered into a contract with The American Oil Company to 
transport petroleum products in bulk tanks only between points and 
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places in the State of Florida. It seeks in this proceeding the approval 
of the Railroad Commission of this contract. 

3. By Order No. 1222. dated November 24. 1939, and recorded in 
Order Bock *T" page 181, a contract between Blue's Truck Line, Inc., 
i now Motor Fuels Transport, Inc.), and The American Oil Company 
was approved. Under the terms of this contract Blue's Truck Line. 
Inc. was authorized to transport in tank trucks gasoline, motor fuel. 
kerosene, fuel and heating oils at certain rates per gallon set out 
therein over the highways of the State of Florida between Port Ever- 
glades, Miami. Sanford and Tampa, and a number of points throughout 
the State of Florida. This contract and agreement is still in full force 
and effect, and Blue's Truck Line, Inc., is performing the service au- 
thorized under the contract and approved by this Commission at the 
rates set out in said contract. 

4. A representative of The American Oil Company testified at this 
hearing as to the problem that the petroleum industry as a whole will 
face, and is now facing, because of the curtailment of tankers or tank 
ships due to the World War and National Defense. The National emer- 
gency he stated is creating a situation in which petroleum companies 
may be compelled to make changes on short notice in the distribution 
of their products. This witness seems to feel that his company might 
not be able to secure in Florida as wide a distribution of the products 
as is desired through the contract carrier with which it is now under 
contract. He said that his company gave serious consideration to 
the matter of providing additional company trucks to take over this 
service, but before deciding upon this policy is asked for bids on this 
work from Petroleum Carrier Corporation. It secured a bid of 12 'a 
cents per mile for the transportation of a 3500 gallon unit. A contract 
was thereupon entered into with Petroleum Carrier Corporation on 
these terms. 

5. While the application seeks authority to transport these products 
to all points in the State of Florida, the applicant at the present time 
proposes only to transport from and to the same points now served 
under contract with Blue's Truck Line, Inc. It is asking for all points 
in the State of Florida in case an emergency requires it. The contract 
price of 12 ' 2 cents per mile for a 3500 gallon unit seems to be a rather 
low late for a tank truck of this size, and when computed on a gallonage 
basis is a lower rate than that now being paid to Blue's Truck Line. 
Inc. For instance, between Port Everglades. Florida, and Miami, Florida, 
the proposed rate under present application is .00186 cents per gallon. 
The petroleum company is now paying Blue's Truck Line, Inc., a rate of 
.0022 cents per gallon for the same service. From Port Everglades to 
West Palm Beach the proposed rate in the present application is .00314 
cents while the rate between the same points paid to Blue's Truck Line,

Inc.. is .0042 cents. The testimony shows that from thirty to thirty- 
five percent of the total volume of petroleum products transported by 
Blue's Truck Line. Inc.. is between Port Everglades and Miami. The 
presumption is that this percentage would continue under the proposed 
contract. A comparison of the rates now being paid Blue's Truck Line, 
Inc.. and that proposed to be paid Petroleum Carrier Corporation, and 
the rail rate, shows that the rate now being paid Blue's Truck Line, Inc., 
more nearly approaches the rail rate than that proposed to be paid to 
Petroleum Carrier Corporation. For instance, between Port Everglades 
and Miami Blue's Truck Line, Inc., rate is ,0022 cents. Petroleum Car- 
rier Corporation rate is .00186 cents and the rail rate is .00302; between 
port Everglades and West Palm Beach the present rate via Blue's Truck 
Line, Inc., is .0042 cents and the proposed rate via Petroleum Carrier 
Corporation is .00314, and the present rail rate is .00461 cents. The 
record further shows that of the fourteen points in the State now served 
by Blue's Truck Line, Inc., the Petroleum Carrier Corporation proposes 
to serve thirteen of them under the present contract and that at ten 
of the points the rates now paid Blue's Truck Line, Inc., are higher than 
those that will be paid to Petroleum Carrier Corporation, It further 
appears that the volume of business moving to the three points at which 
the rates paid Blue's Truck Line, Inc., are lower is small compared with 
the volume of business moving from the other ten points. 

6. The Commission has carefully considered the record in this 
case. It realizes that the differential in rates is small and this may not be 
the reason that impelled American Oil Company to enter into contract 
with Petroleum Carrier Corporation. It cannot, however, condone the 
practice of letting this business by bid. It will establish a precedent 
that will result in the entire destruction of the rate level for both 
contract and common carriers by motor and by rail, and will have a 
detrimental effect upon the revenues of these carriers. Contract Car- 
riers perform special services and are at the beck and call of those with 
whom they contract, and the Commission is not disposed to approve 
rates that are on a much lower level than those charged by common 
carriers. 

In addition to this, American Oil Company is now under contract 
with Blue's Truck Line. Inc., (now Motor Fuels Transport, Inc.) , and 
the testimony indicates that there is no complaint as to this service. 
While this Commission cannot initiate contracts between parties, yet 
when contracts have been entered into in good faith, and these con- 
tracts have been approved by the Commission and service over the 
highways authorized under the contract, the law seems to place a duty 
upon the Commission to protect those to whom it has issued this authority. 
The application should, therefore, be denied. 
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Wherefore it is CONSIDERED. ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the application of 
Petroleum Carrier Corporation of Jacksonville, Florida, for an exten- 
sion of Its Certificate to authorize transportation of petroleum products 
under contract with The American Oil Company, a Maryland corporation, 
between points in the State of Florida, be and the same is hereby DENIED.

BEFORE THE' RAILROAD COMMISSION OP THE STATE OF FLORIDA 

1. By Order No. 1462 this Commission, after a hearing and con- 
sideration of all evidence, granted a Certificate of Public Convenience 
and Necessity to J. R. Crow, doing business as Florida -Alabama Motor 
Lines of Troy, Alabama, to operate as a common carrier of passengers, 
baggage, express and mail over the routes and between the points 
described in the caption hereof. Teche Lines, Inc., which operates in 
intrastate commerce between Pensacola and Marianna over state Road 
No. 1, U. S. Highway No. 90, appeared at the hearing and protested 
the granting of this application over the route between Milton and 
Pensacola unless the Commission required this applicant to operate with 
closed doors between these points. The Commission considered this 
pretest but was of opinion that public convenience and necessity required 
the approval of the application and made its Order No. 1462 accordingly- 
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2. This matter now comes before the Commission upon the ap- 
plication of Teche Lines, Inc., for rehearing, oral argument and recon- 
sideration of Order 1462 on various grounds. The gravamen of the 
complaint of Teche Lines, Inc., seems to be that the Commission did 
not give sufficient consideration to the effect upon it of the granting 
of this application, nor did it give proper consideration to that Section 
of the statute which requires the Commission to grant an application 
over a territory or line already served by a certificate holder only when 
such existing certificate holder should fail to provide service and 
facilities which may reasonably be required by the Commission. The 
Commission gave full consideration to the evidence and to the law and 
is of opinion that Order No. 1462 was properly entered. 

3. Teche Lines, Inc., operates over a short segment only of the 
route sought by applicant and states that it is ready, able and willing 
to provide such additional service and facilities over this particular 
short segment of the line as the Commission may find necessary, but it 
contended at the hearing, and reiterates its contention in this petition 
for rehearing, that it owes no duty under the law to make any tender 
or to render any service over the entire line sought by applicant. A 
Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity creates a sort of regulated 
monopoly and the law seems to protect a Certificate holder in main- 
taining such monopoly. The statute never intended that a certificate 
holder having a right over a small segment of a route sought by another 
applicant could use this right to estop the Commission from providing 
much needed service to other Communities along the same line or route 
which was not served by a certificate holder. This is especially true if it 
becomes necessary for one seeking to adequately serve this territory to 
use the small segment of route already being served by another certificate 
holder. The "line" or "territory" mentioned in the statute has a much 
broader meaning than that sought to be placed on it by the protestant, 
Teche Lines, Inc. To admit the contention of the protestant would not 
be conducive to efficient service nor conform to public convenience and 
necessity. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the application of 
Teche Lines, Inc., for rehearing, oral argument and reconsideration of 
Order No. 1462, Docket No. 893, be and the same is hereby DENIED.

1. This application was originally set for hearing at the Hearing 
Room of the Commission. Tallahassee, Florida, on Wednesday, March 
19, 1941 under Notice No. 766. For good cause shown the hearing was 
postponed until May 6th, 1941 and subsequently postponed until May 
20th. 1941, at which time the application came on for hearing before 
the Commission at its Hearing Room, Supreme Court Building, Talla- 
hassee, Florida, and the following appearances were entered: 

Stuart B. Warner and George W. Wylie of 308 Hall Building, 
St. Petersburg, Florida, for applicant. 

Erie B. Askew, First Federal Building, St. Petersburg. Florida, 
for Southern Tours. Inc. 

A. Y, Milam of Jacksonville. Florida, for Florida Motor Lanes 
Corporation. 

A. Pickens Coles, Tampa Theatre Building, Tampa, Florida, 
for Tamiami Trail Tcurs, Inc. 

2. The applicant, Osceola Groves, Inc., is principally engaged in 
the business of developing citrus groves on the South shore of Lake 
Okeechobee in the Everglades of Florida. It is interested only in the 
development of orange groves that bear in the summer. In its offices 
in St. Petersburg it regularly has a showing of a moving picture which 
is called an educational picture. This picture shows development of the 
Everglades and of its orange groves. The company also has a public 
speaking system in its office and a salesman explains the pictures and 
also announces the fact that the company on a certain date will take 
in its cars prospective customers over a definite sight-seeing trip show- 
ing places of interest and the site of its orange groves. The main pur- 
pose of these trips is to sell orange groves and it is not essentially a 
sightseeing trip. The company finds, however, that in order to interest 
the people who visit the orange groves it is necessary to give them a trip 
to certain points of interest within the State. 
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Prior to January 30, 1941 this company was advertising in the press 
I and through folders a regular three day all-expense trip for which it 
charged the sum of $15.00. On that date, upon complaint filed by the 
Railroad Commission, an injunction was issued out of the Court of 
Pinellas County restraining this operation on the ground that an ele- 
ment of compensation for transportation was included in this trip. 
This application is the result of such injunction proceedings. 

Since the injunction was issued this company has changed its 
method of operation and now makes this trip without a definite and 
fixed charge but requires those who make it to pay for their meals and 
lodging. The company includes nothing for cost of transportation. The 
trip covers approximately six hundred miles. The applicant uses private 
cars with a seating capacity of five passengers each. The schedule of 
the company contemplates leaving St. Petersburg on Mondays and 
Thursdays at 8:00 in the morning and on the first day visiting Tampa, 
plant City, Lakeland. Cypress Gardens. Bok Tower and Palm Beach; 
On the second day Port Lauderdale, Hollywood and Miami are visited 
arriving at its grove property at Clewiston where the second night is 
spent; and on the third day after inspecting its groves it returns to St. 
Petersburg via Fort Myers. Sarasota, Brad en ton and the ferry across 
Tampa Bay. It is between two hundred and fourteen and two hundred 
and forty miles from St. Petersburg to the applicant's grove property 
by direct route. The entire route is taken, however, as an inspection 
trip to points of interest in Florida as the company finds it is impossible 
to obtain prospective customers unless some pleasure or sightseeing trip 
is offered to them. 

3. The Southern Tours, Inc., has a Certificate of Public Conven- 
ience and Necessity to operate sightseeing tours out of St. Petersburg. 
Florida Motor Lines Corporation and Tamiaml Trail Tours. Inc., common 
carriers of passengers by regular schedule busses, also operate in this 
territory. Each of these companies appeared as protestants to this ap- 
plication on the ground that its granting would constitute the applicant 
a common carrier of passengers. 

4. The Commission has carefully considered this record and while 
it believes that Osceola Groves, Inc., is really performing a worth while 
service to the many tourists who visit this State in showing them points 
of interest, it is still of opinion that its rules and the statutes of the 
State of Florida estop it from granting the applicant a for hire carrier 
permit to perform this service. It is further of opinion that the appli- 
cant is actually engaged in common carrier service. The record shows 
that there are other common carriers serving the various points involved 
in this application and no public convenience and necessity is shown 
to require the granting of another common carrier certificate. For 
these reasons, it is of opinion that this application must be denied. 
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Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the application of 
Osceola Groves, Inc., for a permit to operate as a "For Hire" carrier 
transporting prospective purchasers of its orange groves between St, 
Petersburg, Florida, and Clewiston, Florida, on its proposed three days 
sightseeing trip for compensation, be and the same is hereby DENIED.

W. J. Oven, Sr., Midyette-Moor Building, Tallahassee, Flor- 
ida, for Receivers of Seaboard Air Line Railway. 

2. Joint application of Blue's Truck Line, Inc., and Motor Fuels 
Transport, Inc., was filed with this Commission seeking approval of a 
certain consolidation or merger agreement entered into on December 13, 
1940 between Motor Fuels, Inc., and Blue's Truck Line, Inc., which was 
a true and correct copy of a Certificate which is on file with the Sec- 
retary of State and approved by him under Sections 6562-63-64, as 
amended by Chapter 17,801, Laws of Florida 1937, Under the terms 
of such merger agreement the two corporations were merged, effective 
January 1, 1941, into a single corporation to be known as MOTOR FUELS 
TRANSPORT, INC. Blue's Truck Line, Inc., prior to the merger was 
the holder and owner of Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity 
No. Ill originally issued by this Commission on March 25, 1930, and 
extended from time to time by supplemental orders. Motor Fuels, Inc., a 
Florida corporation, was a holding company. It engaged in no active 
business but was the holder of the corporate stock of Blue's Truck Line, 
Inc. After the merger, and on April 7, 1941, Motor Fuels Transport, 
Inc., filed its application for authority to operate as an auto transpor- 
tation company and, in the event of the approval of the merger agree- 
ment, to operate over the routes and to perform the same services here- 
tofore performed by Blue's Truck Line. Inc., under Certificate of Public 
Convenience and Necessity No. ill, as amended. 

3. In a prior hearing on the application of Blue's Truck Line, Inc., 
for an extension of Certificate No. Ill to Include authority to transport 
under contract with Southeastern Oil Company, which was set for hear- 
ing under Notice No. 652, Docket No. 100-66, St. Johns River Line Com- 
pany, Great Southern Trucking Company, Central Truck Lines, Inc., 
Hunt Truck Line, Tamiami Trail Tours. Inc., and Flamingo Truck Lines. 
Inc., filed a motion before this Commission to conduct a general inquiry 
into the certificated rights of Blue's Truck Line, inc., under Certificate 
No. 111. This inquiry was not conducted at that time but the Commission 
agreed to later enter into a general investigation of the present operating 
rights of this company. This investigation has been held. This proceed- 
ing, therefore, involves both the joint application of Blue's Truck Line, Inc.. 
and Motor Fuels Transport, Inc., for approval of the agreement and mer- 
ger, and the resulting transfer of Certificate of Public Convenience and 
Necessity No. Ill, and also the general investigation into the operating 
rights of Blue's Truck Line, Inc.. under Certificate No. 111. 
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4. Blue's Truck Line, Inc., and its predecessor, Mary V, Blue, doing 
business as Blue's Truck Line, was engaged in the business of transport- 
ing petroleum products and naval stores prior to 1929. After jurisdiction 
was conferred on this Commission by the Legislature to regulate auto 
transportation companies an application was filed by Mary V. Blue, doing 
business as Blue's Truck Line, for a Certificate of Public Convenience and 
Necessity as a contract carrier. Based on this application the Commission 
on March 25. 1930, entered its Order No. 127, Order Book "A" page 253. 
grantmg Blue's Truck Line a Certificate of Public Convenience and 
Necessity to transport under contract products for the Sinclair Refining 
Company, the Seaboard Oil Company, Cherry Lake Land Company (naval 
stores), Prescott and Thomas 'naval stores), using Jacksonville and 
Tampa as bases of operations. An examination of Exhibit "E" attached 
to the application on which Order No. 127 was issued shows the follow- 
ing points to be served:

5. The Commission by its Order No. 339. dated June 19, 1931. 
recorded in Order Book "B" page 317. granted Blue's Truck Line an 
extension of Certificate No. Ill to cover the hauling of naval stores 
products under contract for Lee Hines & Company of Pinetta, Florida, 
McKeithan & Son of Wellborn, Florida, W. B. Sandlin of Mayo, Florida, 
and R. S. Adams of Hamilton County. 
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6. By Order No. 775, dated August 8, 1935, recorded in Order Book 
"F" page 65, joint application ai Mary V. Blue and LaVergne Blue of 
Blue's Truck Line, for the transfer of Certificate No. Ill from Mary 
V, Blue, doing business as Blue's Truck Line to the corporation known 
as Blue's Truck Line, Inc.. was approved. This transfer carried all rights 
that Mary V. Blue, operating as Blue's Truck Line, had in and to 
Certificate No. 111. 

7. The Commission, by its Order No. 782, dated August 24, 1935, 
recorded in Order Book "F" page 87, further extended the original au- 
thority under Certificate No. Ill to include the carriage under contract 
with Shell Petroleum Corporation of petroleum products between points 
in Florida. 

8. The Commission, by its Order No, 1222, dated November 24, 1939, 
recorded in Order Book "I", page 181, further extended the authority 
under Certificate No. Ill to authorize Blue's Truck Line, Inc., to trans- 
port in tank trucks under contract with The American Oil Company 
gasoline motor fuel, kerosene fuel and heating oils at the rates per gallon 
set out in Schedule "A" of the contract between Blue's Truck Line, Inc., 
and The American Oil Company over the highways of the State of 
Florida between the following points:

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rates set out in Exhibit "D" of said contract between Miami, Florida, 
and Key West, Melbourne, Stuait, Vero Beach, and empty drums be- 
tween Miami Beach, Florida, and the above mentioned points. 

9. The Commission, by its Order No. 1256, dated January 16, 1940. 
recorded in Order Book "I" page 279, further enlarged Certificate No. 
ill authorizing Blue's Truck Line, Inc., to transport as a contract car- 
rier under contract with The Texas Company lubricating oils, greases, 
empty drums, diesel and tractor fuel oils from Jacksonville to Madison. 
Florida. 

10. By its Order No. 1286, dated March 21, 1940, and recorded in 
Order Book "I", page 359. the Commission amended Order No. 1222 to 
authorize Blue's Truck Line, Inc., to transport in tank trucks as a 
contract carrier under contract with The American Oil Company gaso- 
line, motor fuel, kerosene fuel and heating oils over the highways of 
the State of Florida between the following points: 

Sanford, Florida and Melbourne, Florida 

Port Everglades Florida and Vero Beach, Florida 

11. By its Order No. 1380, dated November 14, 1940, and recorded in 
Order Book "J", page 121, the Commission extended Certificate No. Ill 
held by Blue's Truck Line, Inc., to include transportation of gasoline, 
kerosene and distillate oil in bulk tanks only and filling station equip- 
ment belonging to the Southeastern Oil Company under contract with 
Southeastern Oil Company from Jackson ville. Tampa, Miami, Port Ever- 
glades. Sanford, and St. Marks to all points in the State of Florida. 

12. By its Order No. 1389, dated January 20, 1941, and recorded in 
Order Book "J" page 147, the Commission amended Order No. 1380 to 
read as follows: 

"that Contract Carrier Certificate of Public Convenience and 
Necessity No, 111, held by Blue's Truck Line, Inc., be and the 
same is hereby extended to include the transportation of gasoline, 
kerosene and distillate oil in bulk tanks only under contract 
with the Southeastern Oil Company from Jacksonville, Tampa, 
Miami. Port Everglades, Sanford and St. Marks to all points in 
the State of Florida." 

13. The protestants contend that Blue's Truck Line, Inc., and 
its predecessor, Mary V. Blue, doing business as Blue's Truck Line, has 
for a number of years been violating the Rules and Regulations of this 
Commission in that its operations have exceeded the authority granted 
by the Commission. Protestants particularly attacked the operation by 
Blue's Truck Line, Inc.. "to and from all points in the State of Florida" 
and argue that the operations of Blue's Truck Line, Inc., especially 
under contract with Sinclair Refining Company, Seaboard Oil Company 
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and Shell Petroleum Corporation should be restricted to points mentioned 
in Exhibit "E", which was attached to the original application filed by 
Blue's Truck Line, and on which Order No. 127, dated March 25, 1930 
was based. 

14. In support of its operating rights Blue's Truck Line, Inc., pro- 
duced as a witness Mr. LaVergne Blue, formerly the owner and active 
manager of Blue's Truck Line. Inc. Mr. Blue testified that at the time 
his operations became subject to the Commission's jurisdiction he 
handled no petroleum products in bulk. All products were handled in 
barrels. This included oil. gasoline, and grease and also grease in cans. 
He testified that Iris company had also transported pumps, tanks and 
pipe fittings when directed to do so by their consignors. (Record 58) 

15. According tc Mr. Blue's testimony he appeared before this 
Commission at the hearing on the original application on which Order 
No. 127 was based and at that time the Commission requested that he 
submit one or two schedules showing the routes over which he proposed 
to operate. He advised the Commission at that time, according to his 
testimony, that it was impossible to give a complete list of all points 
to be served and the routes over which it would be necessary to operate 
because the constantly shifting economic conditions of the petroleum 
industry required the abandonment of old bulk stations and the estab- 
lishment of new bulk stations at frequent intervals. He testified that 
prior to the issuance of Order No. 127 and continuously thereafter the 
company operated between all points in the State of Florida when 
directed to do so by their consignor. 

16. The present owners of Blue's Truck Line, Inc.. who are also 
the owners of Motor Fuels Transport, Inc., purchased the outstanding 
stock of Blue's Truck Line, Inc., from members of the Blue family. One 
of the primary considerations of this purchase was that they would 
acquire all rights granted by the Florida Railroad Commission to Blue's 
Truck Line, Inc., and its predecessor. Mary V. Blue, doing business as 
Blue's Truck Line, and under which Blue's Truck Line, Inc.. and its 
predecessor, Mary V. Blue, doing business as Blue's Truck Line, had 
been operating since the issuance of Order No. 127 on March 25. 1930, 
without complaint either from the Florida Railroad Commission or from 
the protestants who are parties to this record. 

17. The Commission has carefully considered the record in this 
case, together with briefs' submitted, and it is of opinion that it would 
be manifestly unfair and inequitable to at this time accede to the request 
cf the protestants in this proceeding to so restrict and modify the 
operating authority heretofore granted to this applicant which would in 
effect force the company out of business. This is especially true when 
'he protestants are guilty of laches in waiting for a period of approxi- 
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mately ten years to bring a formal complaint before this Commission 
as to the operating rights of Blue's Truck tines. Inc. 

18. The contention of the protestants that Blue's Truck Line, Inc., 
should be required to file schedules showing the company's operations 
between points in the State of Florida seems to be contrary to the spirit 
if not the letter of the law because Section 28 of Chapter 14764, Laws 
of Florida. Acts of 1931, provides as follows: 

"SECTION 28. Nothing in this Act contained shall be con- 
strued to require any auto transportation company operating 
as a private contract carrier or for hire carrier to become a com- 
mon carrier or to assume any of the duties or responsibilities 
of common carriage." 

19. The Commission is of the opinion that certain rights heretofore 
granted to Blue's Truck Line, Inc., under Order No. 127 of March 25. 
1930, and all of the authority under Order No. 339 of June 19, 1931, 
should be cancelled; that is to say, it was shown in the record that the 
company is no longer engaged in transporting in intrastate commerce 
naval stores products and consequently that portion of Order No. 127 
granting such authority should be cancelled and revoked and Order No. 
339 should be cancelled and revoked. 

20. The Commission is also of the opinion that transportation of 
petroleum package goods should be restricted to minimum loads of 11,000 
pounds and destined to not more than two consignees at one destination. 

21. The Commission is further of opinion that the approval of the 
merger and agreement of consolidation will result in benefits to the 
carriers involved and to the public; that such approval will grant no 
new rights to Motor Fuels Transport, Inc., but simply be a merger in 
it of the rights now enjoyed under Certificate No. Ill, and amendments 
thereto, heretofore mentioned in this Order. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida: 

(a) That the authority granted by this Commission in Order 
No. 127 dated March 25, 1930, be and the same is hereby 
ratified and confirmed and expressly held to include the 
transportation of petroleum products in bulk and in pack- 
age under contract with Sinclair Refining Company and 
Seaboard Oil Company between all points in the State of 
Florida. 

(b) That the right to transport naval stores in intrastate com- 
merce within the State of Florida by said Order No. 127, 
and by Order No. 339, dated June 19. 1931, be and the 
same is hereby REVOKED and said orders are CANCELLED. 
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(c) That Order No. 782, dated August 24, 1935, be and the same 
is hereby ratified and confirmed and expressly held to in- 
clude transportation under contract with Shell Petroleum 
Corporation petroleum products in bulk and in package 
between all points in the State of Florida. 

(d) That Order No. 1222, dated November 24, 1939, be and the

BFFORE THE RAILROAD COMMISSION OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA 

1. Pursuant to Notice No. 774 dated March 24, 1941, this matter 
came on for hearing before the Railroad Commission at its Hearing 
Room. Supreme Court Building. Tallahassee, Florida, on April 22, 1941 
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on the original application of Central Truck Lines, Inc., to operate 
over Road 204 between Jacksonville and Maxville. 

John M. Allison and J. P. Smalley, both of Tampa, Florida, 
appeared fen- applicant. 

2. At the hearing it was proposed by the applicant to amend its 
application by requesting as an alternate route the use of State Road 
68 as now located from Jacksonville to Waller, a point where road 68 
intersects with road 48, The amendment was denied at this time 
and applicant was authorized to later offer such amendment which 
would be set down for regular hearing. 

3. Hearing on the original application proceeded. It appears that 
said road 204 is not yet completed and that there are no communities 
to be served on that road but the purpose of the application is to route 
some of the schedules of the applicant with freight destined to Starke. 
Camp Blanding and South Florida over this road in order to relieve 
a congested condition that now exists between Jacksonville and Baldwin, 
and also to save a distance of between eight and ten miles. If this 
application is granted the applicant agrees to continue to serve Baldwin 
by means of its scheduled operation between Jacksonville and Lake City. 
At the close of this hearing the application was granted but no order 
was entered until the hearing on the amendment to the application. 

4. On May 5, 1941 applicant filed its amendment to its original 
petition seeking authority to operate in common cafriage of property 
between Jacksonville and Camp Blanding ever State Road 68, and also 
over the unnumbered new State Highway from Hampton to a point 
near Camp Blanding. 

5. "Under Notice No. 784, dated June 2, 1941, this amendment to 
the application was set down for hearing before the Commission at its 
Hearing Room, Supreme Court Building, Tallahassee, Florida, on June 
24, 1941 at 10:00 A. M, 

John M. Allison and T. B. Smith of Tampa, Florida, appeared 
for applicant, 

G. P. Everton of Tallahassee, Florida, appeared for Flamingo 
Truck Lines, Inc. 

6. From the record it appears that if this application is granted 
ft will furnish the applicant a more direct route between Jacksonville 
and Camp Blanding. It would also permit the applicant in making 
deliveries from Tampa to points South of Hampton to return over a 
shorter route to Jacksonville rather than being forced to go from Key- 
stone Heights to Starke and then over the presently congested highway 
through Baldwin to Jacksonville. It is not the purpose of the applicant 
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to route any of its daylight schedules over this route but it proposes 
to route approximately nine of its daily schedules, or rather nine trucks 
over road 68 thus avoiding in its schedules between Jacksonville and 
Ocala the congestion which now exists on its present route from 
Jacksonville to Baldwin through Starke. This would also be a saving 
in mileage which would be of benefit to the carrier and of benefit to 
the public. 

It appears from the testimony of a representative of the State 
Road Department that the Road Department has approved a route 
from Jacksonville to Camp Blanding which leaves Jacksonville over 
State Road 139 and runs to a point just North of the Clay County line 
and connects with road 68 which runs in a Southwesterly direction to 
Camp Blanding where it intersects with road 48. It also appears that 
this route 68 forks at a point near Middle burg, one point going almost 
directly South and the other bearing Southwesterly toward Camp Bland- 
ing. Both of these branches of road 68 are now built and ready for 
service, 

7. The Railroad Commission has carefully considered the record 
in this case and is of opinion that public convenience and necessity 
require the granting of the application as amended. 

Wherefore, it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED that 
the application of Central Truck Lines, Inc., to extend Its Certificate 
of Public Convenience and Necessity No. 56 to authorize the transpor- 
tation of freight in common carrier motor service between Jacksonville 
and Maxville, Florida, over State Road 204: and between Jacksonville 
and Camp Blanding using Highways Nos. 139 from Jacksonville to a 
point where Road No. 139 connects with road 68; thence over Road 68 
to a point near Middleburg where road 68 divides; and thence over the 
West fork of State Road 68 to Camp Blanding; and also over the East 
fork of State Road 68 to its intersection with Road 48 at Waller to 
Keystone Heights; and also between Camp Blanding and the inter- 
section of roads 48 and 68; and also over a proposed new road from 
its intersection with State Road 13 Southwest of Hampton in a North 
and Northeasterly direction to its intersection with road 48 at the North- 
west corner of Camp Blanding, be and the same is hereby GRANTED.

fraud and misrepresentation upon petitioner Weaver Coach line, and 
asked that the same be canceled or that said Certificate be amended so 
as to require the said Ashmore Coach Line to operate with closed doors 
between Vernon and Ebro, Florida, in order to protect the complainant. 

The gravamen of the complaint seems to be that at the time Robert 
Roy Ashmore, Jr., doing business as Ashmore Coach Line, applied to 
This Commission for a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity 
as a common carrier of passengers between Graceville and Ebro. Florida, 
it sought the cooperation of Weaver Coach Line, and in consideration 
thereof entered into a contract with the said Weaver Coach Line dated 
February 6, 1941, wherein Ashmore Coach Line agreed to operate its 
line with closed doors between Vernon and Ebro, Florida, and further 
agreed to give petitioner. Weaver Coach Line, at least ten days notice 
within which to purchase the Certificate and equipment of the said 
Ashmore Coach Line in the event that it decided to sell the same. 
Weaver Coach Line now contends that Ashmore Coach Line has vio- 
lated the terms of this agreement. 

2 The evidence in this case shows that Weaver Coach Line was 
operating over the routes between Bonifay and Vernon and from Vernon 
to Ebro at the time Robert Roy Ashmore, doing business as Ashmore 
Coach Line, made his application; that a contract was entered into 
between the patries under which Weaver Coach Line was to be paid 
$80.00. and agreed to surrender that part of its Certificate covering 
the territory between Bonifay and Vernon. No order of the Railroad 
Commission has ever been entered requiring the cancellation of its 
certificate nor the abandonment of operations over the line between 
Bonifay and Vernon. Weaver Coach Line contends that it would not 
have entered into this agreement nor assisted the Ashmore Coach Line

On May 30, 1941 applicants 
filed with this Commission an agreement signed by the parties dis- 
solving the partnership between Mr, Smith and Mr. Van Deusen asking 
that the application be amended by striking out the name of Charles 
H. Van Deusen and setting the matter down for hearing in the name 
of Royce W, Smith. This motion was granted and the matter was set 
for hearing on August 11. 1941 as above mentioned. 

3. Pinellas Park is a small community of approximately seven 
hundred and fifty people located about seven and a half miles from 
St. Petersburg. The population increases during the winter to some 
extent due to the winter visitors. Most of the business and trading 
of the people who reside in Pinellas Park is done in St. Petersburg and 
it is essential that the residents of Pinellas Park have some adequate 
means of transportation in and out of St. Petersburg. The only present 
method of transportation is via Atlantic Coast Line Railroad which 
operates two trains a day between these points. The applicant, who is 
now engaged in the taxi business, proposes to furnish transportation with 
a seven passenger automobile under schedules which call for four round 
trips per day. He agrees to increase the number of schedules as busi- 
ness warrants. He proposes to operate a circle route from Pinellas 
Park at 59th Street and Park Boulevard; thence down Haines Road to 
16th Road; thence South on 16th Road to 3d Avenue South; thence 
East on 3d Avenue to 9th Street and North on 9th Street to Haines 
Avenue. He also proposes to operate with closed doors for two blocks 
on each side of the route of the St. Petersburg Bus Line along Haines 
Avenue. 

The applicant proposes to charge 15c per passenger each way. He 
also proposes to issue a ticket good for twelve trips for the price 
of $1.50. 

The Commission is of opinion that public convenience and necessity 
require the granting of this application. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the application of 
Royce W. Smith of Pinellas Park, Florida, for a Certificate of Public 
Convenience and Necessity to transport passengers, baggage and light 
express between Pinellas Park and St. Petersburg, using a circle route 
as follows — beginning at 59th Street and Park Boulevard; thence East 
on Park Boulevard and Haines Road to 16th Street; St. Petersburg; 
South on 16th street to 3d Avenue South; East to 9th Street; North

on 9th Street to 34th Avenue and hack to Haines Road to the point 
of beginning, with closed doors for two blocks on each side of the 
route of the St. Petersburg Bus Line along Haines Avenue, on the 
schedules and rates described in his application, be and the same is 
hereby APPROVED and a Certificate at Public Convenience and Neces- 
sity will issue to the applicant when he has complied with the rules 
and regulations of the Commission.

1. Pursuant to Notice No. 789 dated August 28, 1941. this matter 
came Gn for hearing before the Railroad Commission at its Hearing 
Room, Supreme Court Building, Tallahassee, Florida, on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 16, 1941, at 10 o'clock A. M. 

Ausley & Ausley of Tallahassee, Florida, represented the 
applicant. 

Joe D. Kinsey of Sebring, Florida, represented the City of 
Sebring. 

A, Y. Milam of Jacksonville, Florida, represented Florida 
Motor Lines Corporation. Intervener. 

2. The applicant is a Florida corporation and now seeks authority 
to serve as a common carrier of passengers, light express and mail by 
motor vehicle between the City of Sebring and the United States Basic 
Air Corps Training Center which is now being constructed a short 
distance from said city limits. The applicant is primarily interested 
in local service between the city and the Government Reservation. 

At the present time in order to reach this reservation from Sebring 
it is necessary to travel approximately 9.9 miles from the City Park 
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in the center of said town using State Road No. 8, which is a paved 
highway and unimproved Highway No. 59. However, there is in process 
of construction a new highway which will shortly be available for use 
which will reduce the mileage to about 5.7 miles from the City Park 
in the center of the city of Sebring. or to about 3.1 miles from the 
city limits to said reservation. A part of this route will be over 
State Highway No. 8. 

3. Florida Motor Lines Corporation which exclusively serves over 
State Road No. 8 between Haines City and Fort Pierce the City of 
Sebring, filed its petition for intervention in this proceeding and also 
a tender of service between the City of Sebring and the United States 
Basic Air Corps Training Center. It contended that it was entitled 
under the law to the opportunity of furnishing all common carrier 
passenger service found necessary between the City of Sebring and 
this reservation. The Commission recognized the validity of the con- 
tention of Florida Motor Lines Corporation and permitted it to file its 
petition of intervention. 

4. After hearing all parties and considering the stipulation and 
agreement entered upon the record by the parties, the Commission is 
of opinion that public convenience and necessity require long distance 
service between points in Florida to this reservation which can only be 
furnished by Florida Motor Lines Corporation, and also local service 
between the City of Sebring and the reservation which can be furnished 
by both the applicant and intervener. It was agreed by the applicant 
that it was interested only in the local service between the City and 
the reservation and it had no desire to extend its service beyond the 
reservation or the City of Sebring. 

5. It further appears from the evidence presented that in order 
to enter the reservation a permit must be secured from the government 
which permit is generally an exclusive one and in this permit both 
schedules and rates are agreed upon between the governing authority 
of the reservation and the permittee. The Commission is agreeable to 
this arrangement but it will require the applicant here to file with this 
Commission a copy of such permit and also its schedules and rates 
for approval by the Commission. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the

2. Pursuant to Notice No. 788, dated July 28, 1941, further hearing 
in this matter was held at the Court House in Miami, Florida, on 
August 13, 1941. The following appearances were entered: 

Norris McElya of Miami, Florida, appeared for applicant. 

Alfred E. Sapp of Miami, Florida, appeared for protestant. 
Belcher Oil Company. 

F. P. Oldfather appeared for Rail Carriers of Florida. 

T. A. Leonard of Miami, Florida, appeared for protestant, 
Leonard Brothers Transfer & Storage Company. 

3. The applicant is a partnership known as Troup Brothers and is 
composed of E. K. Troup, W. J. Troup, Jr., and G. C. Troup, all active 
partners in business and all residents of Miami, Florida. The applicant 
seeks a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity as a limited 
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common carrier transporting contracotrs equipment. The applicant de- 
fines heavy equipment of contractors as heavy tractors, draglines, road 
rollers, ditching machines and equipment of similar type, size and use. 
Such equipment is of such weight and size as to require a special 
permit from the State Road Department of Florida. It further agreed 
to limit its operations to the territory embraced within a radius of 
one hundred and twenty-five <125) miles of Miami. 

The applicant proposes to transport such equipment upon a trailer 
which is approximately eleven feet wide and has a loading deck of 
approximately twenty- two feet long. It is equipped with sixteen united 
tires, eight in front and eight in the rear. The capacity of this trailer 
is approximately fifty-five tons and is so designed that unusually large 
equipment can be handled on it. The applicant is engaged in the con- 
tracting business and uses this trailer the greater part of the time in 
transporting its own equipment to various points in and around Miami 
where it is engaged in work. It has a number of calls from other con- 
tractors to transpoit their equipment and it is now seeking a Certificate 
for this purpose. Several contractors appeared and testified in behalf 
of the applicant and approved the type and construction of the equipment 
of the applicant and testified that the applicant had satisfactorily moved 
equipment for them; that the equiment of the applicant is safe and that 
its operations have been efficient and without unnecessary delay: that 
delay in moving heavy equipment is very expensive to the contractors 
and that in some instances the movement of their equipment has been 
delayed for lack of equipment to properly move it. 

4. Protestants contend that there is sufficient equipment of this 
kind in the Miami area to take care of all of the hauling; that there are 
few calls upon them for mewing equipment of this nature and that 
they are well able to take care of all such calls. 

5. The Commission has carefully considered the evidence in this 
case and is of opinion since this is special work, and delay to the various 
contractors engaged in defense projects would be serious and expensive, 
that public convenience and necessity require the granting of this 
application. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED. ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 

Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that the application of 
Troup Brothers of Miami, Florida, for a Certificate of Public Con- 
venience and Necessity as a limited common carrier by motor vehicle

Florida, appeared for the applicant. 

Nathan Schevitz appeared for Kitchen 8; Schwartz, Jackson- 
ville, Florida, in behalf of Kennelly Transfer & Storage Company. 

C. Jay Hardee of Tampa, Florida, appeared for Hart 
Machinery Company of Tampa and Troup Brothers of Miami, 
Florida. 

W. J. Oven of Tallahassee, Florida, appeared for Receivers 
of Seaboard Air Line Railway. 

2. The applicant is a corporation with its principal place of busi- 
ness in Jacksonville, Florida, located at 478 Jessie Street. It has been 
engaged in the hauling of heavy materials since 1922 but has confined 
its hauling within the city limits of Jacksonville, Florida. Its ap- 
plication is in due and legal form with a complete list of equipment 
it proposes to use, the rates under which it proposes to operate and 
the financial statement showing that it is financially able to perforin 
efficient service. It has recently had many calls for the transportation 
of heavy articles outside the city of Jacksonville and has. therefore, 
filed its application for Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity 
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to transport between Jacksonville and various points in the State of 

Florida. 

3. J. L. Hart, doing business as Hart Machinery Company of 
Tampa, Florida, through its counsel, appeared at the hearing and 
objected to the application and requested a continuance of the hearing 
in order that Mr. Hart might appear and protest the application. The 
Commission took this matter under advisement and proceeded with the 
taking of testimony. Later in the hearing, after the applicant had 
agreed to restrict its operation to business originating in the area of 
Jacksonville, that is to say, to such business as originates in Jackson- 
ville and is transported to points in the State with the provision that 
this heavy machinery might be transported back to the Jacksonville 
area, counsel for Mr. Hart withdrew his motion for continuance and his 
objection to the granting of this application. 

4. Kennelly Brothers Transfer & Storage Company, through its 
President and Counsel, also appeared and objected to the granting of 
this application on the ground that it was a certificated carrier under 
the Railroad Commission and had sufficient equipment to perform 
heavy hauling. 

5. The testimony indicates that there are a number of contractors 
engaged in construction work and in various defense projects who have 
very heavy machinery to move from one construction job to another. 
That the articles and machinery usually moved in an operation of this 
kind consist of all kinds of heavy machinery, contractors equipment. 
structural steel, concrete culverts, iron and steel pipe of a size of 12 
inches and over, and that the handling of these commodities require 
special equipment and rigging to load and unload. The ordinary 
common carriers by motor are unable to handle, nor do they desire 
to handle, this type of equipment. While it can be handled by rail it 
is much more expensive to handle this way as it must be transported 
by special trucks to the rail line, loaded and blocked on the cars and 
then unloaded with this special eauipment and hauled to the con- 
struction job. 

The Commission has considered the evidence in this case and finds 
that there is a demand for this type of hauling, and since the applicant 
has restricted its application to the Jacksonville area, and has agreed 
to strike from its application the hauling of fertilizer materials, lumber 
and logs, is of opinion that the application should be granted. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that Wood-Hopkins Con- 
struction Company of Jacksonville, Florida, be and it is hereby au- 
thorized to engage in the transportation of heavy machinery, weighing 
not less than 5.000 pounds, contractors equipment, farm equipment. 
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boats. storage tanks, structural steel, concrete culverts, iron and steel 
pipe of 12 inches and over, piling and poles, from Jacksonville to points 
in the State of Florida with the privilege of transporting the same 
articles back to Jacksonville.

1. By Order No. 956 dated January 8, 1937, the sale and transfer

Inc., 
as applied for but has no objection to the granting of extension with 
closed doors as between Melbourne and Eau Gallie and between Mel- 
bourne and Eau Gallie to and from Cocoa and upon further condition 
that the application should be limited solely to carriage between the 
points named in the application and the Banana River Naval Air 
Station. 

3. The Commission has considered this application and the ob- 
jections offered and is of opinion that the objections are valid ones 
and that the application should be granted subject to the conditions 
suggested by the Florida Motor Lines Corporation. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED. ORDERED AND ADJUDGED by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida that Certificate of Public 
Convenience and Necessity of Cocoa and Peninsular Motor Lines. Inc., 
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be and it is hereby extended to include the transportation of passengers 
and light express South from the Banana River Naval Air Station 
and Eau Gallie Beach to Indiaiantic across Indian River West to 
Melbourne; North from Melbourne on U. S. Highway No. 1 to Eau 
Gallie; East from Eau Gallie across the Indian River to Eau Gallie 
Beach, and North to the Banana River Naval Air Station, such operation 
to be conducted with closed doors as to all carriage between Melbourne 
and Eau Gallie and between Melbourne and Eau Gallie to and from 
Cocoa. This extension will permit service of all intermediate points on 
the beach route between Indiaiantic and Cocoa and the transportation 
of passengers between the points mentioned and the Banana River Naval 
Air Station.

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[REPORT OF SPECIAL COUNSEL TO THE FLORIDA RAILROAD 
COMMISSION FOR THE YEAR 1941 

Counsel for the Railroad Commission employed under the provision 
of Section 6733 of the Compiled General Laws of Florida, submits the 
following report for the year 1941, 



INTERSTATE COMMERCE CASES 

1. Class Rates Within Southern Territory. 

On October 1. 1936, the Florida Railroad Commission filed its peti- 
tion praying the Interstate Commerce Commission to institute an in- 
vestigation into the Class Rates within Southern Territory, and that 
an order be issued requiring the establishment of just and reasonable 
class rates within said territory. 

This petition was supplemental to a petition riled by the Joint Con- 
ference of Southern State Commissioners and Shippers of which the 
Florida Railroad Commission is a member. 

The present Class Freight rates applicable in Southern territory 
are the result of investigation and decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Southern Class Rate Investigation, Docket No. 13494, and 
shown in both the original and supplemental reports of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and cited and reported in 100 I. C. C. 513; 109 
I. C. C, 300: 113 I. C. C. 200 and 128 I. C. C. 567. 

This investigation was commenced in 1920 and occupied several 
years during which economic conditions were unusual and the country 
was enjoying a period of prosperity greater than has existed since the 
rates became effective, and prices of commodities at that time were upon 
a much higher level than at the present time. 

Southern territory, as the term was used in the original report in 
Southern Class Rate Investigation (100 I. C. C. 513), was stated to be 
roughly the territory east of the Mississippi River and south of the Ohio 
River and the line of the Norfolk and Western from Bristol, Tennessee- 
Virginia, to Norfolk, Virginia. It did not include the east corner of 
Kentucky seryed by the Chesapeake & Ohio. 

For the purpose of the instant proceeding the Interstate Commerce 
Commission was asked to define Southern territory as: 

"that territory beginning at Norfolk. Virginia, (including New- 
port News, Virginia, and other points in the Hampton Roads 
area) then following in line of the Virginia Railway to Roanoke, 
Virginia; the line of the Norfolk & Western Railway to Kenova, 
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West Virginia (including St. Paul, Virginia, and Bristol,- 
plicitly what broadening is desired and why, or giving reasons 
why it should not be broadened but confined within the limits 
above indicated." 

This Commission filed its statement with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission prior to December 12, 1936, and contended that the issues 
should not be broadened but should be confied within the limits indi- 
cated in its petition. 

Further proceedings in this matter were postponed for a time but 
preparations are now being made for a full investigation into the rea- 
sonableness of the Class Rates within Southern Territory. 



LAW CASES 

1. L. & L. Freight Lines, Inc., vs. Railroad Commission. Circuit Court 
Second Judicial Circuit of Florida for Leon County. Judge Love, 
Injunction. 

On March 31, 1936 bill of complaint was filed by L. & L. Freight 
Lines, Inc., against the Railroad Commission of the State of Florida in 
the Second Judicial Circuit in and for Leon County before Hon. E. C. 
Love, one of the Judges of said Circuit Court, seeking an injunction to 
prevent the arrest of its drivers and any interference with the operation 
of its trucks so long as they were engaged in interstate commerce. 

Answer of defendants was filed and the matter was fully argued 
before the Judge of said Court, and on April 4, 1936 an order was entered 
denying the application for temporary restraining order with prejudice 
to plaintiff filing amendment to its bill of complaint and renewing Its 
application for temporary restraining order. Thereupon amendment to 
bill of complaint was filed on April 15, 1936 and answer to amendment 
to bill of complaint was filed by defendants on same date, and the matter 
was fully argued before the Judge of said Court who entered his order 
on the same date denying said temporary restraining order. 

In this proceeding all of the orders of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission extending the effective date of the Federal Motor Carrier 
Act of 1935 from October 1st to 15th, 1935 were fully argued, the plain- 
tiff claiming a Federal right to operate under said order over the high- 
ways of the State, and defendants claiming that the order of September 
30, 1935, extending the effective date of said Act, had been properly 
construed by Judge A. V. Long of the Federal District Court as a mere 
administrative order made for the purpose of permitting those who were 
then operating further time within which to file their applications and 
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did not confer further rights upon carriers who were not operating prior 
to October 1, 1935. That if said order was construed as conferring rights 
upon carriers not engaged in interstate commerce on October 1, 1935, 
the effective date of the order, the matter would be legislative and not 
administrative, and any attempt to confer this power upon the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission would be an unconstitutional delegation of 
power and would render Section 227 of the Federal Motor Carrier Act or 
1935 void. 

The Judge of the Circuit Court, in his order denying said temporary 
restraining order, said: 

•'* » * and it appearing to the Court that the legal principles 
involved in said application for temporary restraining order 
have heretofore been passed upon and decided adversely to the 
complainant's contention in a case involving the same parties 
before the United States District Court for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Florida, and also before Hon. John B. Johnson, one of 
the judges of the Circuit Court for the Second Judicial Circuit 
of Florida; and further that such opinions emanating from said 
Courts are sufficient to generate at least a doubt as to the legal 
rights of complainant to engage in interstate commerce traffic 
on the highways of the State of Florida, and along the routes 
proposed by said complainant." 

Thereupon, L. & L. Freight Lines, Inc., took an appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Florida from the interlocutory order denying application 
for restraining order entered by the Judge of the Circuit Court on April 
15, 1936, and applied for constitutional writ in aid of and incidental to 
the appeal. 

On May 20, 1936 the Supreme Court, by virtue of the power con- 
ferred on it by Section 5 of Article V of the Constitution of the State 
to "issue all writs necessary or proper to the complete exercsie of its 
jurisdiction," granted a modified constitutional writ of injunction pend- 
ing final hearing on this appeal. 

This cause was fully briefed and argued before the Supreme Court 
of Florida, and on June 26, 1936 the Supreme Court dissolved the con- 
stitutional writ entered by it and affirmed the order of the lower Court 
denying the temporary restraining order. Rehearing was denied on 
July 16, 1936 and the constitutional writ was dissolved. 

The Court in this case held in effect that Congress vested in the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, by the passage of the Federal Motor 
Carrier Act 1935, the ultimate authority to investigate and decide which 
motor carriers have brought themselves within the scope of the protec- 
tive provisions of the Act insofar as the Federal statute or particular 
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operations appear to be in controversy and require decision upon such 
statute as a condition to carrier's continuance of operation in interstate 
commerce. The Court also held that pending findings of fact by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission on the issue involved in an applica- 
tion for Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity it is the duty 
of the State and Federal Courts to protect by injunctive relief temporary 
benefits conferred by the Act, 

L. & L. FREIGHT LINES vs. DOUGLAS. 169 SO. 370; 124 FLA. 696. 

Plaintiff, L. & L. Freight Lines, thereupon filed its second amend- 
ment to its bill of complaint stating that its application before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission for a Certificate of Public Convenience 
and Necessity was being advanced and an early bearing would be had 
on the same, and alleging that it was the purpose of the inspectors of 
the Railroad Commission to arrest plaintiff's drivers and attempt to 
stop the movement of its motor vehicles in interstate commerce, and 
the Judge of the Circuit Court, without notiee to defendants, entered 
an order dated July 27, 1936 granting a temporary restraining order in 
this matter. 

This matter is now on final hearing and testimony has been taken 
of some witnesses but not yet completed. 

Hearing before the Interstate Commerce Commission was held at 
Tallahassee, Florida, beginning September 28. 1936 and concluded 
October 8, 1936. 

On June 14, 1937 Examiner W. W. McCaslin made his report and 
proposed order recommending the denial of this service between Atlanta, 
Georgia, and Tampa, Florida, and favored the granting of the applica- 
tion for service in interstate commerce between Atlanta. Georgia, and 
Tallahassee, Florida, via Americus, Albany, and Thomasville, and also 
between Tallahassee and Live Oak, Florida, and also between Tallahassee 
and Marianna, Florida. 

Exceptions were filed to this order and argument has been had 
before the Commission but no order has as yet been entered. 
r 
Prior to the final order of the Interstate Commerce Commission in 

this matter, L. & L. Freight Lines, Inc., was purchased by Flamingo 
Truck Lines, Inc. 

On February 7, 1941 a final order was entered by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission authorizing Flamingo Truck Lines. Inc., the suc- 
cessor of L. & L. Freight Lines, Inc., to operate in interstate commerce 
between Griffin, Georgia, and Tampa, Florida, via Thomasville. Georgia 
and Tallahassee, Florida, and the other points covered by the original 
application filed by L. & L. Freight Lines, Inc. 
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2. Florida Motor Lines Corporation vs. Florida Railroad Commission. 
Supreme Court of Florida. Prohibition. 

On March 22, 1941 one L. L. Williams filed with the Railroad Com- 
mission of the State of Florida an application for a Certificate of 
Public Convenience and Necessity to operate an auto transportation 
company for the carriage of passengers from Cross City, Florida, to 
Lake City, Florida, via Old Town. Fannin Springs, Trenton, Bell and 
Bran ford. 

Before this matter could be heard. Florida Motor Lines Corporation 

filed in the Supreme Court of Florida its suggestion for Writ of Pro- 
hibition prohibiting the Florida Railroad Commission from hearing this 
application on the principal ground that the applcation was not In due 
and proper form. 

The Court issued its rule to show cause in prohibition on April 
29, 1941. 

The Railroad Commission thereupon, and on May 3, 1941, issued 
its notice postponing the hearing of the application of said L. L. 
Williams until the further order of the Commission, and until the 
application for prohibition could be heard in the Supreme Court. 

Before this matter could be heard, and on the 7th day of May 
1941, the applicant, L. L. Williams, filed his petition before the Railroad 
Commission to withdraw his application and the application was there- 
upon dismissed by the Railroad Commission. 

These matters were set up by the Railroad Commission in its Motion 
to Dismiss Suggesiton for Writ of Prohibition, and to Discharge the 
Rule, and the Supreme Court on November 25. 1941, dismissed the 
petition for Writ of Prohibition and discharged its Rule to Show Cause. 



3. Great Southern Trucking Company, a Florida Corporation vs. Florida 
Railroad Commission. Certiorari. 

On April 8, 1941 petition for Writ of Certiorari was filed by the 
Great Southern Trucking Company in the Supreme Court of Florida to 
review Order No. 1396, dated February 7, 1941, approving certain schedules 
of Great Southern Trucking Company between Jacksonville and Miami 
but requiring that the Northbound portion of the schedules should be 
operated with closed doors as to traffic originating at and destined to 
Miami, West Palm Beach and intermediate points. 

On May 19, 1941, the Supreme Court issued its Writ of Certiorari 
requiring that the records and proceedings be certified to the Supreme 
Court for review.

On May 29, 1941 a Motion to Quash the Writ of Certiorari was 
filed by the respondents. Florida Railroad Commission. 

Tamiami Trail Tours, Inc., through its counsel was by order of the 
Court allowed to appear and file brief as amicus curiae in this proceeding. 

Briefs were filed by all parties and oral argument was had in this 
proceeding and the Court by its opinion, dated June 27, 1941, quashed 
the Writ of Certiorari holding that the order complained of was within 
the administrative authority of the Railroad Commission and had not 
been shown to have been made in abuse of authority, or in disregard 
of the controlling provisions and principles of law. 

On July 8, 1941, a petition for rehearing was filed setting up certain 
alleged errors of the Court in its holding but this petition for rehearing 
was denied on July 22, 1941. 

This case is reported in 147 Fla. 552; 3 So. 2d 526, 



4. The State of Florida vs. William B. MacDonald, Jr., and A. E. 
Patenaud, Information hied in Criminal Court of Record in Dade 
County Alleging Violation of Motor Transportation Act. 

On April 5, 1941, Information was filed in the Criminal Court of 
Record of Dade County by the County Solicitor alleging certain violations 
of the Motor Transportation Act by William B. MacDonald, Jr., and 
A. E. Paten aud. 

Assistant Counsel for the Railroad Commission appeared in this 
case and assisted the County Solicitor. On habeas corpus before Judge 
Paul D. Barns of the Circuit Court the defendants were discharged on 
February 15, 1941 on the ground that the information filed failed to 
allege any commission of crime. 

These defendants were operating a travel bureau and the Railroad 
Commission having failed to secure a conviction, as above mentioned, 
prepared bill for injunction and filed the same in the Circuit Court of 
the Eleventh Judicial Circuit in and for Dade County. The style of 
this case was as follows: RAILROAD COMMISSION OF THE STATE 
OF FLORIDA VS. WILLIAM B. MacDONALD, JR. AND A. E. PATENAUD, 
DOING BUSINESS AS CONTACT AUTO TRAVEL SERVICE. 

Bill of Complaint was filed on April 3, 1941. 

Answer and Motion to Dismiss was filed by the defendant and on 
April 12th final hearing was had before Honorable Paul D. Barns, Judge 
of the Circuit Court of Dade County, who granted the Motion and dis- 
missed the bill on the ground that the present Act is not broad enough 
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to regulate a business of this kind, although the Court stated that sucn 
business ought to be put under the law and regulated. 



5. Central Truck Lines, Inc., vs. Railroad Commission of the State of 
Florida and Tom H. Blowers. .Supreme Court of Florida. Certiorari. 

On October 16, 1940 the Railroad Commission of the State of 
Florida entered its Order No, 1324 granting to Tom H. Blowers a Cer- 
tificate of Public Convenience and Necessity as a private contract carrier 
authorizing him to transport packing house products of Armour & 
Company, Cudahy Packing Company and Swift & Company from the 
city of Tampa over various routes in the State of Florida. 

On January 8, 1941 petition for Writ of Certiorari was filed hi the 
Supreme Court of Florida to review this order on the grounds that the 
Commission failed to proceed in accordance with the essential require- 
ments of law in that it did not take into consideration the effect the 
granting of this Certificate will have upon transportation facilities 
within the territory sought to be served, and further that no certificate 
holders operating in this territory were ever requested to furnish the 
service nor was such certificate holders requested to provide any special 
or lower rate for the transportation involved. 

In the meantime, said Tom H. Blowers had never qualified with 
this Commission to operate under this order and the order was cancelled. 

However, the case in the Supreme Court having been fully briefed 
was heard by the Court on oral argument and in its opinion filed on 
April 1, 1941, Order No. 1324 was quashed. 

This case is reported in 146 Fla. 521; 1 So. 2d 470. 



6. Railroad Commission of the State of Florida vs. Osceola Groves, Inc. 
Circuit Court Sixth Judicial Circuit Pinellas County. Injunction. 

On January 20, 1941, bill of complaint was filed by the Railroad 
Commission against Osceola Groves, Inc., alleging that it was conducting 
an all-expense sightseeing tour by motor vehicle between St. Petersburg 
and various points throughout the peninsula section of the state without 
having a certificate of public convenience and necessity authorizing the 
same. Southern Tours, Inc., a certificate holder under the Railroad Com- 
mission, intervened in this proceeding in behalf of the plaintiff, the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida. 

Hearing was had before the Circuit Court in and for Pinellas 
County and on January 30, 1941 a temporary injunction was entered 
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against the defendant, Osceola Groves, Inc. restraining it from operating 
until it had complied with the terms and provisions of the law and 
made proper application to the Railroad Commission and received from 
such Commission approval for such transportation. 

This company thereupon filed its application with the Railroad Com- 
mission for a permit to operate a sightseeing tour and continued to 
operate without compensation until the matter could be heard by the 
Railroad Commission. 



7. Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company, et al. vs. Railroad Commission 
of the State of Florida and Flamingo Truck Lines, Inc. Supreme 
Court of Florida. Certiorari. 

On June 24, 1941, after formal hearing, the Railroad Commission 
entered its Order No. 1478 approving the application of Flamingo Truck 
Lines, Inc., of Jacksonville. Florida, for an extension of its Certificate 
of Public Convenience and Necessity to operate in intrastate commerce 
as a common carrier of freight between the Georgia-Florida State line 
and Tampa, and between Tallahassee and Live Oak. and between Talla- 
hassee and Marianna and between Jacksonville and Tallahassee serving 
intermediate points. 

Petition for Writ of Certiorari to review this order was filed in the 
Supreme Court of Florida by the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company. 
Railway Express Agency, Receivers of Seaboard Air Line Railway and 
Central Truck Lines, Inc. 

The matter was fully briefed by all parties and heard in oral argu- 
ment on December 11, 1941. 



8. Florida Motor Lines Corporation vs. Florida Railroad Commission. 
Supreme Court of Florida, Certiorari. 

By Order No. 1399, dated February 7, 1941. the Railroad Commission 
of the State of Florida denied the application of Florida Motor Lines 
Corporation for an extension of its certificate of public convenience and 
necessity to include operation over State Roads 67 and 25 between 
Childs Crossing and South Bay, and over roads 26 and 26a between South 
Bay, Fort Lauderdale and Miami. 

It also in the same order granted the application of Mary M. 
Kettner, doing business as Glades "K" Motor Lines for an extension 
of her Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity No. 108 to operate 
over State Road 26 between South Bay and Fort Lauderdale and between 
Miami and Fort Lauderdale over State Road 4. It further required 
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Mary M. Kettner, doing business as Glades r *K" Motor Lines, to extend 
her motor bus transportation service from Moore Haven over road 67 
to Childs Crossing and return. 

On March 25, 1941 the Commission also entered its Order No. 1424, 
amending Order No. 1399. to show authority of Mary M. Kettner, to 
operate into Miami over State Road 26. 

It also entered its Order No. 1426, dated March 25, 1941, approving 
certain lease agreements between Glades "K" Motor Lines and Glades 
Motor Lines, Inc., a new company that had been organized to take over 
this operation. 

The Commission further, by its Order No. 1447, dated April 25, 1941, 
amended Order No. 1426 so as to include in said order the operation of 
Mary M. Kettner, doing business as Glades "K" Motor Lines, between 
Moore Haven and Childs Crossing over State Highway 67. 

On August 1. 1941, Florida Motor Lines Corporation filed its 
petition for Certiorari in the Supreme Court of Florida to review all of 
these matters alleging various grounds of illegality. 

Counsel for Glades "K" Motor Lines and Glades Motor Lines, Inc., 

filed their brief and argued the matter as amici curiae. 

Full argument was had before the Supreme Court on October 27, 
1941. and the Court on December 3, 1941 denied Petition for Writ of 
Certiorari and sustained the orders of the Railroad Commission. 

The opinion of the Court is reported in Fla. ; 4 So. 2d 856. 



9. Florida Motor Lines Corporation vs. Florida Railroad Commission. 
Supreme Court of Florida. Certiorari. 

By Order No. 1452 dated April 30, 1941, the Railroad Commission 
awarded a certificate of public convenience and necessity to Georgia - 
Florida Coaches, Inc., of Lake City. Florida, authorizing it to transport 
passengers, baggage, newspapers and light express between Georgia- 
Florida State line and Williston, Florida, via Lake City, Lake Butler, 
Gainesville and Archer over State Highways 82. 2, 1. 28, 49, 99, 13 and 5. 
Florida Motor Lines Corporation appeared at the hearing and objected to 
the granting of this application on the ground that it served several 
of the specific routes sought and also served the territory involved. 
It also made a tender of service over such portion of the routes as it did 
not serve in the event the Railroad Commission found that public con- 
venience and necessity required the service. 

Upon the granting of the order, and on June 20, 1941, Florida 
Motor Lines Corporation filed in the Supreme Court of Florida its 
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petition in certiorari, together with its brief in support of such petition 
praying the court to grant its Writ of Certiorari and to quash the order. 
Counsel for Georgia-Florida Coaches, Inc., filed its brief as amicus 
curiae. Briefs of all parties were filed in the cause and the same 
argued before the Supreme Court on October 27, 1941. 



10. Florida Railroad Commission vs. Harry Green. Circuit Court Jack- 
son County, Florida. Injunction. 

On February 6, 1941. bill of complaint for injunction was filed by 
the Railroad Commission against Harry Green alleging that he was 
operating as a Star Mail Carrier by motor vehicle under the postal 
authorities of the United States government between Apalachicola and 
Marianna via Port St. Joe, Wewahitchka and Blountstown, and is in 
violation of the law in that he was transporting passengers and freight 
without authority from this Commission. 

A. W. Lee. doing business as Lee's Coach Line, who operates as a 
certificated carrier over this territory, was allowed to intervene in this 
cause. 

On February 22, 1941, after hearing, the Circuit Judge of the 
Circuit Court of Jackson County, Florida, entered a temporary restrain- 
ing order restraining the defendant from transporting in any motor 
vehicle any person or persons from whom he accepts or receives money, 
or anything of value, as compensation or as a recompense for it to 
transport such person or persons until the defendant complies with the 
provisions of the statutes and receives proper authority from the Railroad 
Commission for such transportation. 



Tile foregoing is a brief resume of the more important cases par- 
ticipated in and handled by your counsel before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the law Courts. This report gives no consideration to 
the many hearings before the Commission which counsel attend, nor to 
the volume of correspondence incident to their duties, nor to the num- 
ber of opinions they are called upon to render and write upon various 
phrases of the regulatory law. 

For the convenience of the Commission, and of those who appear 
before it in various cases an appendix is attached hereto listing the 
more important cases in which the motor vehicles statute has been 
construed by the Court with a short statement of the holding of the 
Courts in each case.

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Cahoon vs. Smith, 99 Fla. 1174; 128 So. 633. Decided May 21, 1930. 

Smith, the owner and operator of two motor vehicles used to trans- 
port goods under private contract for compensation on the public high- 
ways between fixed termini and over regular routes, was arrested for 
failure to apply and secure a Certificate of Public Convenience and 
Necessity and conform to the other requirements of Chapter 13,700. Acts 
of 1929. He brought habeas corpus and the Circuit Court for Duval 
County held the Act unconstitutional as applied to such carriers. This 
was reversed on appeal, the Supreme Court holding: 

1. Chapter 13.700, Acts of 1929, not invalid as to title. 

2. The mileage tax imposed, not invalid because a "toll" for the 
use of public highways, but is a valid "license" upon the business of 
transporting for compensation. (Sec. 14, Ch. 13,700, Acts of 1929.) 

3. The exemptions in the Act are not arbitrary, unreasonable, or 
unlawfully discriminatory. (Id. Sec. 1.) 

4. The Act does not require private carriers to assume common 
carrier functions and liabilities, the provisions applicable to private 
carriers for compensation are separable, (Id.) 

(This case reversed by the Supreme Court of the United States. 
See Smith vs. Cahoon below.) 

Smith vs. Cahoon. 283 U. S. 555; 75 L. Ed. 1264. Decided May 25. 1931. 

Appeal from the decision of the Supreme Court of Florida in the 
case of Cahoon vs. Smith, 99 Fla. 1174. 128 So. 632, which upheld the 
constitutionality of Chapter 13,700, Laws of Florida. Acts of 1929. as 
applied to private contract carriers for compensation. HELD: Florida 
Supreme Court reversed; statute invalid as to applicant: 

1. The statute purports to require such private carriers to assume 
the duties and liabilities of common carriers, there being no distinction 
between the two on the face of this statute and the imposition of such 
obligations on private carriers being beyond the power of the State. 
(Ch. 13,700, Acts of 1929.) 

2. The statute is void for uncertainty because not expressly dis- 
tinguished the provisions legally applicable to private carriers from 
those applicable to common carriers, ild.) 

3. The Act is void because of discrimination in favor of certain 
private carriers who are exempted, 'as against others engaged in like 
transportation) the classification not being based on anything related 
to public safety on the highway. (Id.) 
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Florida Motor Lines vs. Railroad Commissioners, 100 Fla. 538; 129 So. 
876. Derided August 4. 1930. 

After hearing. Commission granted Georgia-Florida Motor Lines 
authority to substitute four 25-passenger busses for the five 7-passenger 
sedans it had been operating under its "grandfather" certificate. Florida 
Motor Lines objected on the ground that it was operating in the territory 
involved 'Jacksonville to Miami) and was allowed under its certificate 
sufficient equipment to take care of twice the number of passengers 
using bus service, and no public convenience and necessity had been 
shown by applicant. Relief is sought by certiorari. 

HELD: Order of Commission quashed: 

1. Under Chapter 13,700, Acts of 1929, application for substitution 
of busses as here was in nature of application of new service, and others 
already rendering similar service should be considered, and the law con- 
templates consideration of their rights and privilege where they will be 
materially injured. Commission did not give due consideration to the 
statutory privileges of petitioner or to the rights of the public to exclude 
unnecessary vehicles from operating for hire over the highways. <Sec, 
3, Ch. 13,700. Acts Of 1929.) 

2. Writ of certiorari is proper method of appeal from quasi judicial 
or judicial orders of Railroad Commission, the ultimate adjudication be- 
ing to quash the judgment or order reviewed or to quash the writ of 
certiorari. 

3. Administrative, ministerial and judicial functions of Railroad 
Commission upheld as constitutional and not being among those "powers 
of government" which must be separately administered by the three 
main departments. 



Seaboard Air Line Railway Company vs. Wells, 100 Fla. 1027, 130 So. 
587. Decided October 28, 1930. 

Commission granted Union Bus Company authority to inaugurate 
night schedule between Jacksonville and Marianna without considering 
the effect on existing rail service. The Railway company brings certiorari. 

HELD: Order of Commission quashed because due consideration not 
given to existing rail service. 

1. The provision in Chapter 13,700, Acts of 1929, providing that in 
granting an application for a certificate the Commission "may take into 
consideration" certain elements including the effect it may have "upon 
other transportation facilities within the territory" means such consid- 
eration MUST be given since the proceedings are for the public benefit, 
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and rail service is among the facilities to be considered. (Sec. 3, Ch. 
13.700, Acts of 1929.) 

2. The word "necessity" as used in the statute does not mean an 
absolute and indispensable necessity, but one reasonably necessary to 
meet the public needs. Public convenience and necessity must to a 
large extent depend on facts of each case. (Id. Sec. 2.) 

3. Certiorari is the proper remedy (Citing Fla. Motor Lines vs. 
Railroad Commissioners, 100 Fla. 538; So. 876.) 



In re Edwards, 100 Fla. 989; 130 So. 615. Decided October 22, 1930, 

About a year after April 19, 1929 ("Grandfather date" in Chapter 
13.700, Acts of 19291 Edwards applied for and was denied by the Com- 
mission a certificate, claimed as a matter of right, to operate a truck 
service between Haines City and Orlando. On certiorari to review Com- 
mission order. 

HELD: Certiorari denied: 

1. "Grandfather" privilege was not exercised within a reasonable 
time. (Sec. 3, Ch. 13,700, Acts of 1929.) 

2. Petition for Writ of Certiorari must set forth the substance of 
the evidence if it is to be relied upon in any way to show the invalidity 
of a Commission order based upon it — mere setting forth the order with 
the statement that it was unsupported by the evidence is insufficient, 
being a conclusion of the pleader. 



Seaboard Air Line Railway Company vs. Wells, 100 Fla. 1631; 131 So. 777. 
(Known as the Pace Case). Decided January 8, 1931. 

Upon application and hearing under Chapter 13,700, Acts of 1929, 
H. E. Pace was granted by Railroad Commission a certificate of public 
convenience and necessity to operate a truck service between Jackson- 
ville and Tallahassee. The Commission did not consider the effect on 
existing rail carriers and whether they could furnish any additional 
service needed. The Seaboard brings certiorari to quash the order of 
the Commission, 

HELD: Commission order quashed: 

1. Commission did not proceed in accordance with the essential 
requirements of the law in refusing to consider the existing rail and 
express service. (Sec. 3, Ch. 13,700. Acts of 1929.) 
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2. "There was no evidence showing that there was any real public 
necessity lor its (applicant's) operation, when the service afforded by 
the railway and express companies is taken into consideration." <Id. 
Sec. 2J 



Florida Motor Lines vs. State Railroad Commission, 101 Fla. 1018; 132 
So. 851. Decided March 3, 1931. 

(See previous case between same parties, 100 Fla. 538; 129 So. 876.) 

The Commission granted Georgia -Florida Motor Lines authority to 
substitute 24 -passenger busses for 7 -passenger sedans on their run from 
Jacksonville to Miami on ground of public safety, comfort and conven- 
ience. The order granted protestant Florida Motor Lines a similar privi- 
lege upon proper showing being made. The latter brings certiorari to 
quash the order of the Commission on the ground that it was an existing 
carrier over the route that it had not failed to provide facilities satis- 
factory to the Commission and that there was no necessity for further 
passenger facilities over the route. 

HELD: Certiorari denied. 

1. Under Chapter 13.700. Acts of 192S, if there is substantial com- 
petent evidence legally sufficient to support the findings of the Com- 
mission, and no rule of law was violated, and the whole records does not 
show an abuse of authority or arbitrary action, the Commission order 
will not be set aside on certiorari. 

2. Proof of public convenience and necessity as would support a new 
operation is not necessary tt- permit an existing certificate holder to im- 
prove its service by changing its type of equipment even over a route 
served by other carriers. (Sec. 3, Ch, 13.700, Acts of 1929.) 

3. Order denies no right of Florida Motor lines secured to it by 
statutes especially as here where the schedule of the two carriers are 
different and they operate from different termini. (Id.) 

4. Railroad Commissioners are statutory officers and can exercise 
only such authority and functions as are expressly or impliedly provided 
for in statutes. 

5. "The state may forbid the use of its highways in the business of 
transportation for hire even in interstate commerce, if no unjust dis- 
crimination is thereby perpetrated and federal instrumentalities are not 
hindered." 

6. In absence of federal regulations, numbers, nature, size, weight 
and operation of vehicle used for hire on public highways may be regu- 
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lated even as to interstate commerce, where such commerce is not dis- 
criminated against or unduly burdened. (Sec. 3, Ch. 13,700, Acts of 1929.) 



Alkazin vs. Wells, 47 Fed. <2> 904. Decided 1931. 

Application for interlocutory injunction before a three-judge Federal 
District Court against the Florida Railroad Commission to restrain the 
enforcement against applicant of the provisions of Chapter 13,700, Acts 
of 1929, the contention being that since applicant was engaged exclusively 
in the interstate transportation of passengers, that such Act as to him 
is violative of the commerce clause of the United States Constitution of 
the fourteenth amendment to that Constitution and of the Federal Aid 
Act and the Federal High ay Act. 

HELD: Interlocutory injunction denied: 

1. State may require interstate motor carrier to obtain certificate 
of convenience and necessity as prerequisite of use of public highways, 
the same is grantable on application as matter of course. (Sec. 2, Ch. 
13,700, Acts of 1929.) 

2. State regulations enforceable against interstate carrier: 

a. Payment of reasonable, nondiscriminatory mileage tax. 
(Id. Sec. 14.) 

b. Reasonable regulations for protection of safety and com- 
fort of passengers. (Id. Sec. 5.) 

c. Bond or insurance for protection of persons, other than 
passengers, who sustain injury due to carrier's negligence. 

(Id. Sec. 4.) 

d. Other which are not named. 



Tyson vs. St out a mire, 104 Fla. 505; 140 So. 454. Decided March 21. 1932. 

Tyson was arrested for transporting, but not for compensation within 
the terms of Chapter 14764, in a private motor vehicle a greater gross load 
than the 16,000 lb. limit prescribed by Section 3 of Chapter 15625, Acts 
of 1931, the Motor Vehicle Licensing Act. He contends these laws create 
an unlawful discrimination against him since a certificated vehicle under 
Chapter 14764 is allowed a greater weight. Relief sought by Habeas 
Corpus. 

HELD; No denial of equal protection of the laws: 

1. The legislative classification of public service vehicles as against 
private ones for the purpose of regulation is valid and reasonable. (Sec. 
1. Ch. 14.764. Acts of 1931.) 
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2. The legislature may impose on carriers for compensation such 
greater or less burden as its wisdom may dictate. (Id.) 

3. Chapters 14764 and 15625 are not in irreconcilable conflict but 
are pari materia and must be construed together since both passed the 
same session of Legislature, both deal with same general subject and 
the latter provides that nothing therein shall repeal the former. ( Purpose 
and intent of the two Acts stated.) (Id. Sec. 11.) 



L. & N. Railway Company vs. Matthews, 104 Fla. 603; So. 469. De- 
cided March 31, 193Z. 

(See previous case of Seaboard Air Line Railway Company vs. Wells, 
100 Fla. 1027; 130 So. 587.) 

Certiorari by rail carriers to review Railroad Commission order grant- 
ing to Union Bus Line a certificate of public convenience and necessity 
to operate night service between Jacksonville and Marianna. 

HELD: Writ quashed. 

1. On certiorari, even though the court might have reached a 
different conclusion on the evidence, this would not jutify substitution 
of its judgment for that of the Railroad Commission within whose 
jurisdiction lies the power to decide the question of public convenience 
and necessity. (Sec. 3, Ch. 14,764, Acts of 1931.) 

2. Review of findings and conclusions of Railroad Commission on 
certiorari is not appellate in its nature, so as to determine whether error 
was committed as on writ of error or appeal. (Id.) 



Riley vs. Lawson, 106 Fla. 521; 143 So. 619. Decided August 24, 1932. 

Riley, a citizen and taxpayer, brought a Bill of Complaint under 
Section 25, of Chapter 14764, Acts of 1931. to enjoin Lawson from en- 
gaging in the business of hauling as a "private contract carrier" as de- 
fined in the Act without having secured a certificate or permit from the 
Railroad Commission. The circuit judge dismissed the bill, holding the 
Act unconstitutional as applied to private contract carriers. 

HELD: Act unconstitutional. 

1. Use of public highways for gain is special and extraordinary, is 
not a right but a privilege even as to private contract carriers, and may 
be prohibited entirely by the Legislature which may permit such use 
on certain conditions and under certain regulations. 
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2. Two principles under which state may regulate the use of public 
highways for gain are: 

a. Nature of the business — hauling for compensation. 

b. The right to conserve and protect public highways. 

3. While the state may entirely prohibit the use of the highways 
for gain, there are limitations on its right to condition such use. 

a. It may not exact as a condition the surrender of any 
right guaranteed by the federal constitution. 

b. It cannot deny to permittees of the same class the equal 
protection of the laws. This rule does not limit wide 
discretion in classifying under the police power, presump- 
tions being that such legislation is valid where any condi- 
tions are present which will warrant the classification 
made. Under this rule motor vehicles may be treated as 
a special class. 

4. Private contract carriers may be separately classified and dealt 
with as distinguished from common carriers, and such private carriers 
who operate in continuous and recurring carriage may be regulated 
separately from those whose operations are ordinary or casual. (Long 
discussion of the three classifications in the Act.) (Sees. 3. 4, 5. Ch. 
14764. Acts of 1931.) 

5. Construed as a whole the Act contemplates that private contract 
carriers be granted certificates as a matter of course, no public necessity 
or demand required to be shown, but consideration must be given to 
existing facilities and whether the proposed use of the highways would 
be an inordinate one. (Id. Sees. 4 and 5.) 

6. The Act does not impair the right to contract — "the rule is that, 
if the power exists to accomplish the regulation attempted, such inter- 
ference with the right to contract is justified as an aid to its exercise." 
(Id. Sec. 4.) 

7. Since the Act on its face specifically sets forth the portions 
applicable to private contract carriers, such a carrier can be proteted 
by appropriate judicial proceedings from enforcement against him of 
inapplicable provisions. (Id. Sees. 4 and 28.) 



Dickinson vs. Cahoon, 107 Fla. 1»5; 144 So. 345. Decided October 34, 1932. 

Attack by habeas corpus on the right to enforce the general 16.000 
lb. gross vehicle weight limit prescribed by the Motor Vehicle Licensing 
Act as against certificated carrier under Chapter 14764, Acts of 1931. 
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HELD: 

1. "Chapter 14764. as a regulatory Act, is complete in itself. With- 
out reference to any other statute in this state, this Special Act dealing 
with certificated motor vehicles, contains within its four corners all the 
principles of regulation and supervision which are to be applied to those 
certificated vehicles falling within its purview." 

2. The motor vehicle law (now Chapter 15625, Acts of 1931) is 
principally a licensing and taxing measure intended for motor vehicles 
generally, but Chapter 14764, being a separate classification of particular 
vehicles used for hire, rendered inapplicable as to such vehicles the 
regulation as to weight, speed, etc. in the licensing Act. (Sees. 11, 12. 
13, Ch. 14764, Acts of 1931J 

3. The legal effect of the last paragraph in Section 11 of Chapter 
17464 is to limit the combined weight and load of all vehicles operating 
under that Act to 24.000 lbs. (Id. Sec. 11.) 

4. The Railroad Commission may by "some special regulation — 
within the scope of its power to make reasonable rules and regulations 
applicable to any and all transportation companies," restrict the weight 
limit of vehicles under its jurisdiction to less than 24,000 lbs. (Id. Sec. 11.) 



Central Track Lines vs. Railroad Commission, 109 Fla. 395: 147 So. 590. 
Decided April 13, 1933, 

Strickland Transfer Company, a certificated operator between Or- 
lando and Tampa, having purchased under authority from the Commis- 
sion the certificate rights of Merchants Transfer Company, which oper- 
ated between Orlando and Dayton a Beach, applied for and received the 
approval of the Railroad Commission to change its combined schedule 
From Daytona Beach to Tampa, so as to provide an expedited service. 
Central Truck Lines brings certiorari to quash the order of the Com- 
mission contending the new schedule creates a new service for which 
there is no necessity if rights of existing carriers, who already operate 
through schedules and are able and willing to furnish any additional 
service, as considered. 

HELD: Writ of certiorari quashed: 

1. Commission may grant improved schedule to carrier without 
considering effect on competing carriers, this not being the granting of 
a new service. (Sec. 3, Ch. 14,764, Acts of 1931.) 

2, Findings and conclusions of the Commission will not be set aside 
on certiorari where there was substantial competent evidence to sustain 
them and no rule of law was violated and the record discloses no abuse 
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of authority or arbitrary action. (After discussion of the evidence). 
(Id, Sec, 3.) 

3. Under Chapter 14764, Commission must consider effect on com- 
peting lines only: 

a. When new certificate is sought. 

b. When approval is sought for transfer of certificates. (Id. 
Sees. 3 and 4.) 



Merchants Mutual Association vs. Matthews, 110 Fla. 325; 149 So. 27. 
Decided May 30, 1933. 

Appellant; is a co-operative association organized for the express 
purpose of transporting at actual cost the goods of its stockholders only, 
and seeks an injunction (denied by the Circuit Judge) to restrain any 
interference with its operations by the Railroad Commission. 

HELD: Injunction denied: 

1. The organization is a private contract carrier because it contracts 
with its stockholders and hauls for them lor compensation, and is there- 
fore under the jurisdiction of the Railroad Commission. (Sees. 1 and 

4, Ch. 14,764, Acts Of 1931.) 



Matthews vs. State ex. rel. St. Andrews Bay Transportation Company, 
111 Fla. 587; 149 So. 648. Decided August 2, 1933. 

The Commission denied application of Union Bus Company to extend 
its interstate bus operations from Marianna, Florida, to Do than, Alabama. 
on ground that application did not appear to be exclusively interstate. 
Applicant then amended its application to show that proposed service 
would be entirely interstate. The St. Andrews Bay Company obtained 
a writ of prohibition against the Commission prohibiting further pro- 
ceedings on the amended application on the ground that Section 3 of 
Chapter 14764 prohibited the Commission from considering same within 
six months from date of the denial of the original application. 

HELD: Reversed. 

1. Section 3 of Chapter 14764 cannot bar from consideration an 
application for a purely interstate operation merely because of the denial 
of one for intrastate rights. (Sec. 3 of Ch, 14,764, Acts of 1931.) 

2. Commission orders under Chapter 14764 are not res adjudicate, 
but Commission has inherent power to grant rehearings and modify 
previous orders, (Id.) 
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3. Commission may be required to comply with Section 3 of Chapter 
14764 by appropriate processes directed by Circuit Court (Prohibition 
used here) when invoked by proper party. (Id. Sec. 3.) 



Leonard vs. Sweat Fla. 60; 153 So. 857. Decided February 21, 1934. 

Habeas corpus to test right of common carrier by motor truck to 
transport a gross load in excess of the 18,000 lbs. limit prescribed by 
Chapter 16085, Acts of 1933. (the Motor Vehicle Licensing Law.) 

HELD: (On authority of Dickinson vs. Cahoon, 107 Fla. 155; 144 
So. 345.) 

1. Railroad Commission may issue authority under Chapter 14,764, 
to transport a gross weight of 24,000 lbs.. Chapter 16.085 in no way re- 
pealing Chapter 14,764, and Chapter 16,085 being merely an amendment 
to Chapter 15,625, Acts of 1931, which was held in Dickinson vs. Cahoon, 
supra, to be inapplicable so far as weights are concerned to vehicles 
under the jurisdiction of the Railroad Commission. (Sec. 11, Ch. 14,764, 
Acts of 1931.) 

(My Justice Davis concurs on ground that the Attorney General, 
the Railroad Commission and the Motor Vehicle Commissioner have all 
concurred in a construction of the uncertain eight provisions of Chapter 
16,085 in favor of petitioner's contentions, so that criminal liability under 
such act must be resolved in favor of accused.) 



Coleman vs. Achim, 114 Fla. 89; 153 So. 96. (Share Expense Case.) De- 
cided February 27, 1934. 

Habeas corpus to test the right to operate without authority from 
the Railroad Commission of the owner of a private vehicle who on only 
one occasion transported for compensation four people from Miami to 
Hemp, North Carolina. 

HELD: Whether defendant violated law depends on facts: 

1. If auto trip was joint adventure between auto owner and pas- 
sengers to which it was agreed that payments by passengers should be 
contribution to expense of trip, transaction would not come within 
purview of Chapter 14,764. (Sec. 1, Ch. 14,764, Acts of 1931.) 

2. If auto owner holds himself and his auto out to individuals or 
to public from which these individuals were gathered as being ready, 
willing and able to transport the persons for a fixed fee as his compen- 
sation, he would be a private contract carrier within the statute requiring 
a certificate of public convenience and necessity. (Id. Sees, l and 4.) 
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In re Grubb, 116 Fla. 387, 156 So. 483. Decided September 7, 1934. 

Original mandamus proceedings to compel the Railroad Commission 
to issue "for hire" permit, under the terms of Chapter 14,764, Laws of 
1931, bringing for review before the Court only the Commission's order 
of denial. 

HELD: Writ denied: 

1. The Railroad Commission must hold a hearing and investigate 
and make findings to determine the nature and scope of a proposed "For 
Hire" operation before issuing: a permit where the application suggests 
some special inquiry. (Sec. 4, Ch. 14,764, Acts of 1931.) 

2. Petition for alternative writ of mandamus to require the Rail- 
road Commission to issue a "for hire" permit to a carrier denied such 
a permit should disclose the entire record of proceedings, unless the 
order denying the permit is shown to be illegal or unauthorized on its 
face. (Id.) 

3. Certiorari, not mandamus, is the proper remedy for a carrier 
denied a "for hire" permit by the Railroad Commission, after an ad- 
versary hearing at which third parties appeared and protested. (The 
Court does not say that mandamus may not be used in any case of this 
nature). (Id.) 



Rogers vs. Cunningham, 117 Fla. 760; 158 So. 430. Decided December 
28. 1934. 

Rogers was charged with operating on the public highways of 
Pinellas County "one truck and trailer combined (semi- trailer) which 
weight did exceed the state law." The evidence taken before the com- 
mitting magistrate showed that the vehicle driven by Rogers was a four- 
wheel truck which had no provision for carrying a load independently. 
and to which was coupled in the manner of a semi-trailer, a four-wheel 
trailer whose wheels were placed so that the front end of the unit would 
drop to the surface of the road if the unit were detached from the 
truck. This is an original proceeding in habeas corpus and the Supreme 
Court stated: "All parties seem to desire an opinion from this Court 
as to whether a truck and trailer such as Rogers drove is within the 
provisions of the law limiting the weight to be carried by a semi -trailer." 

HELD: Petitioner discharged from custody; 

1. The combination vehicle is not a truck and semi-trailer as con- 
tended by the state, but is a "four-wheel vehicle attached to or to be 
drawn by a truck" which "counsel for state in the brief seemingly admit 
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if properly equipped is entitled to a 

gross load of 34,000 pounds." 'Sec. 3, Ch. Acts of 1933.) 

2. Statute regulating weight of load of trucks and trailers being 
criminal statute should be strictly construed and for accused to be held 
for trial the charge must plainly and unmistakeably show him to come 
within its prohibitions. (Id.) 

NOTE: Nowhere in this opinion did the Supreme Court hold that 
a private carrier was entitled to transport upon a vehicle of the character 
described in the opinion, a gross load of 34,000 pounds. 



Central Truck Lines vs. Railroad Commission, 118 I la 536; 160 So. 22. 
Decided February 28, 1935. 

The Railroad Commission granted the Seaboard Air Line Railway 
Company a certificate of public convenience and necessity to operate a 
common carrier truck service between Tampa and Brooksville and be- 
tween Waldo and Morriston, but only as a purely substituted service in 
order to affect a saving in transportation costs, and conditioned upon 
the resumption of rail service as soon as business warrants it. Central 
Truck Lines, who also serve this territory bring certiorari contending 
the Commission could not grant such authority without such proof of 
public convenience and necessity as would be required of an independent 
motor carrier. 

HELD: Certiorari denied: 

1. Section 27 of Chapter 14.764, and Section 6703 C. G. L. contain 
authority for Railroad Commission in its co-ordinated supervision and 
regulation of both rail and motor carrier to grant a limited certificate 
of public convenience and necessity confined to a mere commutation of 
rail into motor carrier service where there is no grant of general or 
permanent authority to perform motor vehicle service on the highways, 
and without such showing of public convenience and necessity as would 
be necessary for a new service. (Sec. 27, Ch. 14.764, Acts of 1931, and 
Sec. 6703, C. G, L. 1927.) 

2. Statutes regulating rail and motor carriers are in contemplation 
of law pari materia, and have for their object appropriate regulation of 
both in their relation to each other and to the transportation needs of 
commerce in the state, (Id.) 

3. "Public convenience and necessity" has not been defined by the 
lawmakers, and each case must be decided on its own facts weighed in 
the light of the declared legislative purpose. (Sec. 3, Ch. 14.764, Acts 
of 1931.) 
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4. Railroad Commission orders granting or refusing permits of pub- 
lic convenience and necessity, although arrived at in a quasi- judicial 
form of procedure, are legislative in character and must be sustained, 
unless clearly invalid because of: (a) misapprehension of law or facts, 
<b) ultra vires, (c) infringement of complaining party's legal rights, 
(d) contrary to some essential requirement of the law. (Id. Sees. 3 
and 4J 



Central Truck Lines vs. Railroad Commission, 118 Fla. 555; 160 So. 26. 
Decided March 1, 1935. 

The St. Johns River Line Company, operating both river boat and 
truck service, purchased the McLeod Lines which operated trucks between 
Orlando and Tampa. The commission in approving the transfer of the 
certificate rights of McLeod Lines authorized an additional through 
schedule for St. Johns River Line between Tampa and Sanford. All 
other carriers objected on the ground that this created an entirely new 
operation and permitted depressed water-truck freight rates into the 
Tampa trade territory, all without the required showing of public con- 
venience and necessity and the consideration of existing facilities. 

HELD: Order of Commission quashed on Certiorari: 

1. Railroad Commission orders regulating the use of the highways 
by motor transportation companies must, like a statute, be tested by 
their practical operation and effect rather than by their form. (Ch. 
14,764, Acts of 1931.) 

2. Motor vehicle rights under certificates separately granted cannot 
be lawfully combined for the establishment of a through service without 
first obtaining from the Railroad Commission a certificate of convenience 
and necessity. Chapter 14,764, Acts of 1931, contemplates no prejudicial 
alteration in established relationships unless justified by public con- 
venience and necessity. (Id. Sec. 3.) 

3. The purpose of a certificate of public convenience and necessity 
is primarily for public convenience and welfare and not for the advan- 
tage and benefit of carriers. (Id. Sec. 3.) 

4. Inadequacy of existing service is not necessarily essential to a 
finding that public convenience and necessity will be served by the link- 
ing of existing local services to create a through service. Here the fault 
was the inclusion in the certificate of a special provision permitting the 
enjoyment by the St. Johns River Line of rate advantages at the expense 
of other carriers serving the same territory. (Id. Sec, 3.) 

5. The Railroad Commission under the authority given in the Act 
to include such terms, conditions, and provisions in certificates as it 
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may deem proper in the public interest may not grant special rates, 
prejudicial to other carriers. (Id. Sec. 3.) 

6. Under the terms of the Act auto transportation company includes 
a carrier operating partly by water and partly by motor vehicles. (Id. 
Sec. 1.) 



Tamiami Trait Tours vs. Railroad Commission of Florida, 120 Fla. 371; 
163 So. 1. Decided July 5, 1935. 

Coast to Coast System, Inc., the holder of a certificate to transport 
freight by motor vehicle from Jacksonville to Tampa via Daytona Beach 
and Kissimmee and from Jacksonville to Miami via Daytona Beach and 
Melbourne, was granted by the Railroad Commission the right to operate 
between Kissimmee and Melbourne on a schedule that would expedite 
by one day its service from Tampa to Miami. No showing of public con- 
venience and necessity was attempted and Tamiami Trail Tours, Inc., who 
holds the certificate rights between Tampa and Miami via Fort Myers 
and the Tamiami Trail seek to set aside the order of the Commission on 
certiorari. 

HELD: Order of Commission quashed: 

1. Railroad Commission orders must be tested by their practical 
operation and affect rather than by their form. (Ch. 14,764. Acts of 
1931.) 

2. The order granted is not an administrative schedule change 
which would be authorized under Section 8 of Chapter 14,764, but in 
effect created a new and different common carrier service between Tampa 
and Miami for which no showing of public convenience and necessity 
was made, and none of the essential requirements of the law wer3 'ollow- 
ed relative to the granting of a new certificate as set forth in Section 3 
of Chapter 14,764. (Id. Sees. 3 and 8.) 

3. "Every Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity that the 
Railroad Commission is authorized to grant under the law is, in most 
cases in its last analysis, a statutory license to enjoy a protected public 
monopoly out of whatever motor transportation business is to be derived 
by the certificate holder out of its servicing the authorized route and 
terminal points designated in such a certificate when issued." (Id. Sec, 3.) 

4. Convenience and necessity in Chapter 14,764 refers to that of the 
public as distinguished from that of the private convenience of a carrier. 
(Id. Sec. 3.) 
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L, A L. Freight Lines, Inc., vs. Douglass, 14 F. So pp. 399. Decided Nov. 
7, 1935. 

Suit to enjoin the Florida Railroad Commission from interfering with 
the common carrier interstate motor truck operations begun by L. & L. 
Freight Lines on October 13, 1935, over U. S. Highway No. 19 from the 
Georgia-Florida state line through Tallahassee to Ocala. Dunne 11 on and 
Tampa, and over U. S. Highway No. 90 between Tallahassee and Live Oak. 
Plaintiff contends that under Subsection (b) of Section 206 of the Fed- 
eral Motor Carrier Act, 1935, it may inaugurate such purely interstate 
operation up to the effective date of the Motor Carrier Act and continue 
such operation for one hundred twenty days without authority from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the I. C. C. by proper order having 
postponed the effective date of Section 206 until October 15, 1935. 

HELD: Prayer for temporary restraining order denied: 

1, A careful inspection of the postponement order of the I. C. C. 
makes it clear that the taking effect of the provisions of Section 206 
was postponed solely for administrative reasons, was for the benefit only 
of those who could not qualify under the "grandfather" clause as of 
June 1. 1935, but were in operation on October 1, 1935, and was not 
intended to enlarge any rights to engage in interstate commerce. (Motor 
Carrier Act, 193, Sec. 296; 49 U.S.C.A. Sec. 306.) 



Douglass vs. Pan American Bus Lines, 81 F, (2d) 222. Decided December 
27, 1935. 

The appellee, a bus company desiring to institute a new type of 
passenger service between New York and Miami and having secured 
authority from all other states, applied to Florida Railroad Commission 
for the proper permit and was refused on the ground that, it being an 
exclusive interstate operation, the passage by Congress of the Motor Car- 
rier Act had deprived the Commission of all jurisdiction over the granting 
of a certificate to an interstate carrier. The bus company secured an 
interlocutory injunction from the District judge for Northern District 
of Florida restraining the Commission from interfering with plaintiff's 
operaton. From this order the defendants appeal. 

HELD: Injunction sustained: 

1. From such order court reviews only whether there has been 
abuse of discretion. Under these circumstances this order was an "ex- 
ercise of discretion" to protect apparent rights of plaintiff. (Motor Car- 
rier Act, 1935, 49 U.S.C.A. Sees. 301-327.) 

2, The bill does not attack either a law of Florida or an order of 
the Commission, so this is no case for a three- judge court. 
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3. On the showing made before the Commission, the appellee was 
entitled to a certificate as a matter of right, it being an exclusive inter- 
sate carrier. (Bees, 3 and 28, Ch. 14.764, Acts of 1931.) 



M.JimUm vs. Railroad Commission, 122 Fla. 402; 165 So. 368. Decided 
January 20, 1936, 

The Commission authorized the Seaboard Air Line Railway to oper- 
ate onunon carrier bus service between Feraandina and Lulee in lieu of 
its previous rail service, a purely substitute service from depot to depot 
until such time as business would permit the resumption of the rail 
service McJunkin, who had previously performed this service under 
contract with the railroad, brings certiorari to quash the order of the 
Commission on the ground that this is a new service granted without 
consideijig public convenience and necessity or the effect on his existing 
public. 

HELL: Certiorari denied: 

1. Th? judgment of the Railroad Commission is proper on authority 
of Central Truck Lines vs. Railroad Commission. 160 So. 22. Sec. 27, 
Ch. 14.764, Acts of 1931.) 



Lowe vs. Stotlamire, 123 Fla. 135; 166 So. 310. Decided February 29, 1936. 

Driver foi L. & L. Freight Lines, Inc., was arrested for operating a 
motor vehicle lor hire without authority from Railroad Commission in 
exclusive interstate commerce and he brings habeas corpus. 

HELD: Peutioner lawfully held: 

1. Enactment of Motor Carrier Act. 1935, did not suspend or super- 
sede state laws applicable to Interests motor carriers but left same to 
be applied without hindering or burdening regulations of Congress ap- 
plicable to same sibject matter. (Motor Carrier Act. 1935; 49 U.S.CA 
Sec*. 301-327.) 

2. Motor Carrier Act did not Impair Chapter 14,764 in so far as it 
required interstate carriers to register their operation and observe the 
provisions of the Act capable of being enforced against interstate car- 
riers, (id.) 

3. Alcazin vs. Wells. 47 F. <2d) 904. principles still in effect to so 
far as state regulations do not now conflict with Motor Carrier Act. (Id.) 

4. State's propriebry interest to its roads and right to condition 
their use for their pmervatton and for public safety and convenience 
is to be distinguished iom right to prescribe equipment for Interstate 
railroads. 
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Union Bus Company vs. Douglas, 123 Fla. 292; 166 So. 582. Decided 
March 19, 1936. Rehearing denied March 23, 1936. 

Railroad Commission granted A. J. Redd a certificate of public con- 
venience and necessity to carry passengers between Perry, Branfoid, 
Raiford, Macclenny and Jacksonville, but with closed doors between Mic- 
clenny and Jacksonville. Union Bus Company brings certiorari to qutsh 
the order of the Commission on ground that it was already adequately 
serving the needs ol the public between Macclenny and Jacksorville 
and is willing and ready to provide any additional service necessan. 

HELD: Certiorari denied: 

1. Commission may giant new certificate in whioh a porttm of 
the route is covered by an existing certificate, where the new service 
is so restricted as to preclude the rendering of competitive servfce, and 
where the public convenience and necessity require the duplicition of 
routs to meet the needs of those accommodated by the new service. 
(Sec. 3, Ch. 14,764, Acts of 1931.) 

2. Commission may issue certificates with modifications, and upon 
such terms and conditions as in its judgment public conveiience and 
necessity may require. <Id.) 



State ex rel. R. C. Motor Lines vs. Florida Railroad Con mission. 123 
Fla. 345; 166 So. 840. Decided March 28, 1936. 

Original mandamus proceedings to require the Rail read Commission 
to grant a certificate of registration to an exclusive iiterstate private 
contract carrier by motor vehicle over a certain state nighway. 

HELD: Peremptory writ granted: 

1 . The commerce clause of the U. S. constitution ex proprio vigore 
amounts to a national certificate of public conveniens and necessity to 
carry on interstate commerce and only Congress cm limit this right. 
(Sec. 8, Art. l, U. S. Constitution.) 

2. The certificate of public convenience and lecessity as required 
by the Florida Motor Transportation Act and applied to an exclusive 
interstate carrier is in effect only a registration »' such a carrier's op- 
eration, is grantable as a matter of course after opportunity to determine 
is bona fides, and is only to enable the state to: 

(a) Identify the operation. 

(b) Collect the mileage taxes due for the use of the highways. 
Cc) Enforce police regulations which promote public safety 

and conservation of the highways. (Sees. 1, 2, 3, 4, 11, 
12. 13, 16, Ch. 14,764, Acts Of 1931) 
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3. The enactment of the Motor Carrier Act. 1935, by Congress did 
not suspend or supersede the rights of the state as set forth in paragraph 
2 above. (49 U.S.C.A. Sees. 301-327.) 

4. The power of the Railroad Commission to determine the route 
to be used by interstate motor carrier is an exercise of the police power 
to be exerted after authority is granted as a matter of course to use 
the state highways in commerce, and cannot be exercised so as to unduly 
burden or control the right to operate. (Sees. 3 and 14. Ch. 14,764, Acts 
of 1031.) 



Lawrence vs. Goddard. 124 Fla. 250; 168 So. 13. Decided May 5, 1936. 

Goddard, manager of a U-Drive-It Company, was arrested for rent- 
ing an automobile to a party who operated it over a public highway of 
the state, Goddard not having first obtained a permit from the Railroad 
Commission and complying with Chapter 14,764, Acts of 1931. 

HELD: Accused discharged on habeas corpus: 

1. U -Drive-It concerns neither operate their own automobiles nor 
undertake to transport persons or property as part of their business, 
hence are not "carriers" who "operate" motor vehicles within the terms 
of Section 1 <e) of Chapter 15,764. (Sec. 1, Ch. 14,764, Acts of 1931.) 

2. The provisions of Chapter 14.764 are unadapted for application 
to a U-Drive-It operation: 

a. Form of bond prescribed by Section is inapplicable. 'Id. 
Sec. 6.) 

b. The speed rule in Section 12 cannot be enforced against 
one who relinquishes control of his vehicle. (Id, Sec. 12, » 

c. The driver regulations of Section 19 similarly could not be 
enforced. (Id. Sec. 19.) 



University City Transfer Company vs. Florida Railroad Commission. 124 
Fla. 308; 168 So. 413. Decided May 18, 1936. 

The Commission after notice and hearing, authorized the transfer 
of a certificate of public convenience and necessity from Brown's Motor 
Freight Lines. Inc., to Hi-Way Transports, Inc. This is certiorari to re- 
view this order brought by two carriers also serving the same territory. 
The contentions were that the evidence showed it to be the duty of the 
Commission to revoke the certificate for failure to operate, that there- 
fore there was nothing to transfer, that Hi-Way Tranports, Inc., had 
not shown public convenience and necessity; that the Commission failed 
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to consider: (a) rights and privileges of existing carriers serving the 
territory; (b) effect on existing facilities in the territory; tc> the in- 
terest of the shipping and consignee public. 

HELD: Certiorari denied: 

1. Where Commission's conclusions are sustained by substantial evi- 
dence, they are not reviewable by certiorari. 

2. Before certificate can be considered as revoked, there must be 
formal charge, citation, hearing, and "weighing the probative force of 
evidence on the merits of the question." (Sec. 10, Ch. 14,764, Acts of 
1931.) 

3. The certificate not having been revoked, the transferee was 
under no duty to show existence of public convenience and necessity. 
<Id. Sec. 3." 



State ex rel. L. & L. Freight Lines, Inc., vs. Douglass, 124 Fin. 579; 169 
So. 389. Decided May 13. 1936. Rehearing denied July 19, 1936. 

The relator, on October 8, 1935, applied to the Railroad Commis- 
sion for a certificate of public convenience and necessity to operate a 
common carrier truck service from Atlanta, Georgia, to Tampa, Florida, 
through Tallahassee, Perry, Ocala and Dunnellon. and also over state 
highway No. 1, between Marianna and Live Oak through Tallahassee. 
The Commission declined to take jurisdiction of the application on the 
ground that its jurisdiction had been superseded by the passage of the 
Federal Motor Carrier Act, 1935. This was an original mandamus pro- 
ceeding to require the Commission to grant the certificate. 

HELD: Alternative writ of mandamus quashed and proceeding 
dismissed : 

1. Control by Interstate Commerce Commission over issuance or 
denial of certificates of public convenience and necessity for operation 
of motor vehicles in interstate commerce began with date of President's 
approval of Federal Motor Carrier Act on August 9. 1935. and not from 
date such Act might become operative, <49 TJ.S.CA. Sees. 301-327.) 

2. Florida Railroad Commission held without authority to enter- 
tain application for issuance of certificate of public convenience and 
necessity for exclusively interstate motor carrier operation after approval 
of Federal act governing such certificates, until propriety of issuance 
had first been submitted to and passed upon by Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 'Sees. 3 and 28, Ch, 14,764. Acts of 193 1.) 

3. Where Interstate Commerce Commission awards certificate of 
public convenience and necessity for exclusively interstate motor carrier 
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operation, Florida Railroad Commission is required to grant carrier state 
certificate upon proper application to enable commission to enforce state 
police regulations. (Id, Sees. 3 and 28. > 



L. St L. Freight Lines, Inc., vs. Douglass, 124 Fla. 696; 169 So, 310. De- 
cided June 26. 1936. 

Appeal from an interlocutory order of the Circuit Court of Leon 
County denying an application for a restraining order against the Flor- 
ida Railroad Commission to prevent the enforcement of the Florida 
Motor Transportation Act against the L. & L. Freight Lines who were 
engaged In exclusive interstate commerce over certain state highways 
but who had not secured any authority from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission under the Federal Motor Carrier Act of 1935 to conduct 
such business. 

HELD: Constitutional writ of Injunction dissolved: 

1. The Federal right claimed by appellant, while appropriately al- 
leged has not been made clearly to appear by proof submitted to over- 
come the allegations of the answer denying the lawful Inaugural ion of 
the operation, and must be established by competent proof before being 
entftted to injunctive relief in the state courts as against the asserted 
rights of state officers to continue their enforcement of a stat2 statute 
otherwise applicable. 

2. Since the passage of the Federal Motor Carrier Act. 1935. inter- 
state motor carriers are entitled to Injunctive protection of their opera- 
tions upon It being shown by appropriate allegations and proof that they 
are entitled to enjoy the temporary privileges and benefits conferred ex 
proprio vlgore by that Act. pending a factual decision by the I. C. C. on 
their interstate rights. (Sees. 206, Motor Carrier Act 1935: 49 US.C.A. 
Sec. 306.) 

3. The purpose of Congress by the Federal Motor Carrier Act was 
to vest in the I. C. C. the ultimate authority to determine which motor 
carriers are entitled to operate under the terms of that Act. no tuch 

authority remaining in the state regulatory bodies. 
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L. & L. Freight Lines, Inc., vs. Douglass, 124 Fla. 819: 169 So. 501. De- 
cided July 16, 1936. 

Original mandamus proceedings to require the Florida Railroad 
Commission to grant a certificate of public convenience and necersity 
for an exclusive interstate motor vehicle operation to a carrier who 
had not received any authority from the Interstate Commerce Commission 
under the Federal Motor Carrier Act, 1935. 

HELD: Alternative writ of mandamus denied: 

1, State Railroad Commission need not grant certificate of public 
convenience and necessity to motor carrier for interstate operation, until 
Interstate Commerce Commission finally decides carrier's permanent 
status, notwithstanding carrier may continue already begun interstate 
operation until pending application to Interstate Commerce Commission 
for permanent certificate has been decided since such Federal right is 
only temporary. (Sec. 3, Ch. 14,764, Acts of 1931.) 



L. & L. Freight Lines, Inc., vs. Railroad Commission of Florida, 17 F. 
Simp. 13- Decided Dec. 4, 1936. 

Suit by an interstate common carrier truck line to enjoin Florida 
Railroad Commission and the Florida State Road Department from en- 
forcing against plaintiff the weight regulations of motor trucks and 
trailers prescribed by the Railroad Commission under the terms of 
Chapter 14,764, Laws of Florida, 1931. Planitifl contends that by the 
Motor Carrier Act, 1935, Congress assumed the regulations of interstate 
motor carriers for hire, preempting the field to the exclusion of state 
regulation. 

HELD: Injunction denied. 

1. Federal Motor Carrier Act does not regulate interstate motor 
vehicle carriers as to weight so as to displace Florida state regulations, 
this being plainly shown by the failure to enumerate weights in Section 
204 of the Act which states the extent of the authority given the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission over motor vehicle carriers, and by Sec- 
tion 225 of the Act which authorizes the I. C. C. to investigate and 
report on the need for Federal regulation of the weight of motor vehicles. 
(Sees. 204 and 225, Motor Carrier Act 1935; 49 U.S.C.A, Sees. 304 
and 325.) 

2. Courts will not hold that regulatory police powers of the states 
to prescribe size and weights of vehicles using state highways in inter- 
state commerce are superseded except on clear evidence of intent of 
Congress to occupy and pre-empt that field of regulation. 
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State of Florida ex rel. Morris Coats vs. Whitaker, 126 Fla. 543; 171 So. 
521. Decided December 18, 1936. 

Original habeas corpus proceeding by operator of a motor vehicle 
to secure release from arrest for transporting commercial fertilizer from 
factory to farmer -consumer without authority from Railroad Commission. 
It was agreed that this was a "casual and irregular" trip by one regu- 
larly engaged in hauling exempted products (agricultural products) and 
that trucks were operating under private license from the Motor Vehicle 
Department. 

HELD: Petitioner remanded to custody: 

1. Transporting of commercial fertilizer to the farmer is not ex- 
empt from provisions of Motor Transportation Act. (Sec. 30, Ch. 14,764, 
Acts of 1931.) 

2. Vehicle used in hauling for compensation in order to be exempt 
under Section 30 of Chapter 14.764 must be devoted "exclusively" to such 

operation. (Id.) 

3. "Casual and irregular" trips, under Section 30, are not exempt 
unless the person making them is not engaged in the business of for 
hire carriage as the petitioner was here, even though he is permitted to 
operate under private license by the motor vehicle license law. (Id.) 



Leonard Bros. Transfer & Storage Company, et al. vs. Carter, 127 Fla. 
198; 172 So. 924. Decided February 26, 1937. 

Original mandamus proceedings to require the Railroad Commission 
to deny and dismiss an application filed by the Railroad Express Agency 
for a "For Hire" carrier's permit. A temporary permit had been granted 
and the Commission had thereafter held a hearing, upon the protests 
of the relators, to determine the exact nature of the operation and 
whether or not the permit was the proper authority to grant. The 
mandamus proceedings were brought eighteen days after the hearing 
and before the Commission had announced its decision. 

HELD: 

1. The Railroad Commission has power to tentatively grant an ap- 
plication for a "for hire" permit, and thereafter conduct an inquiry to 
determine whether the same is proper and should be allowed to remain 
in force. (Sec. 5, Ch. 14,764, Acts of 1931.) 

2. Mandamus cannot be used to coerce a particular decision by 
the Railroad Commission on a matter within its jurisdiction where Com- 
mission has the matter under advisement. 
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Central Truck Lines, Inc., vs. Douglass, 127 Fla. 398; 173 So. 162. De- 
cided February 16, 1937. 

Petition for Writ of Certiorari to review four orders of the Rail- 
road Commission, the first of which granted and the balance extended 
the authority of the Seaboard Air Line Railway to operate a common 
carrier truck service between certain towns served by its rail lines. (See 
Central Truck Lines vs. Railroad Commission, 118 Fla. 526; 160 So. 22, 
upholding the first of these orders.) The petitioned in this case contends 
that all of the orders taken together, and in connection with an admin- 
istrative interpretation thereof, (Traffic Circular No. 30) constitute the 
granting of a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity without 
requiring proof of the same as required by the Motor Transportation Act. 

HELD: Certiorari denied: 

1. The orders complained of are merely an extension of the same 
purely substituted rail service which was upheld in Central Truck Lines 
vs. Railroad Commission (cited above) <Sec. 27, Ch. 14,764, Acts of 1931.) 

2. Traffic Circular permitting rail carriers to inaugurate pick-up 
and delivery service at stations, with alternative provision permitting 
carriers to make allowance when freight was taken from station plat- 
form by consignee or delivered at platform by consignor, HELD not un- 
lawful authorization to railroad companies to conduct pick-up and de- 
livery service, where same alternative was declared to be allowable to 
public highway carriers. (Acts 1931. Ch. 14,764, Sec. 30.) (Id. Sees. 3 
and 27.) 



Tamiami Trail Tours, Inc., vs. Railroad Commission, 128 Fla. 25; 174 
So. 451. Decided March 11, 1937. 

Tamiami Trail Tours seeks to review by certiorari an order of the 
Railroad Commission denying an application to operate a common car- 
rier bus service between Tampa and Tallahassee, Florida. 

HELD: Writ of Certeriorari granted and order of Railroad Com- 
mission qu ashed : 

1. Petitioner held to have met the burden resting upon it as a 
basis for having issued a certificate where Commission found that part 
of territory was suffering to some extent from lack of through trans- 
portation facilities and such service would be a great convenience to 
that part of public, (Sec. 3, Ch. 14.764, Acts of 1931.) 

2. Certiorari will lie to review an order of the Railroad Commission 
denying an application for Certificate of Public Convenience and Neces- 
sity. Hd. Sec. 3.) 
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3. (On rehearing.) In Certiorari Supreme Court cannot direct re- 
spondent to enter any particular order or judgment but can only deny 
the writ or quash the order reviewed, and. where order is quashed, leav- 
ing the proceedings as they were before such order was entered. (Davis 
concurring: Decision of reviewing Court in certiorari becomes the "law 
of the case" which must be followed in any further proceedings before 
inferior tribunal, mandamus being the remedy to coerce such action.) 



State ex rel Fold vs. Kurt], Sheriff. ISO Sou. 3. Decided Mar. 30, 1938. 
Original Proceeding in Habeas Corpus. 

The petitioner was arrested and charged with operating a motor 
vehicle in transporting goods for compensation without any authority 
from the Railroad Commission. On original habeas corpus proceedings 
in the Supreme Court, the facts were stipulated and it was agreed that 
at the time of his arrest Fohl was driving a truck which was jointly owned 
and operated by two merchants, neither of which had anything in com- 
mon except their need for transporting their products and this arrange- 
ment whereby each contributed to the cost of operating the truck in 
proportion to his use of the truck. It was agreed that this was a bona 
fide joint ownership of the truck. 

HELD: Prisoner discharged. 

1. The operation does not come within the Motor Transportation 
Act because the two merchants are merely transporting their own goods 
in their own vehicle as an incident to their private business. (Sections 1 
and 30 of Chapter 14,764, Acts of 1931.) 

2. Joint owners and operators of a truck are tenants in common 
and as such each is entitled to possession and use so long as not to 
interfere with rights of co-owner, and therefore such operators do not 
come within the scope of the Act which is intended to regulate only 
those who haul for others. (Id. Sees. 1 and 30.) 



State ex rel George Kelley vs. Ramsey, Sheriff. 132 Fla. 64T 181; So, 
885. Decided June 6, 1938. 

This was an original proceeding in habeas corpus to test the juris- 
diction of the Railroad Commission over the operation of taxi-cabs out- 
side of cities and towns. The petitioner who was engaged in the gen- 
eral taxi business in Tallahassee had transported several persons from 
Tallahassee to Gainesville, and had no authority from the Commission. 

HELD: Petitioner remanded to custody. 



310 FORTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 



1. Taxi-cabs hauling persons for compensation outside of munici- 
palities are within the purview of the Motor Transportation Act and 
are not within any of the exempting provisions in Section 30 of the Act, 
it being immaterial that taxi company is licensed to operate a taxi busi- 
ness in a particular city. (Sees. 1 and 30, Chapter 14.764, Acts of 1931.) 



Malone vs. Carter. 132 Fla. 818; 182 So. 214. Decided June 15, 1938. 

Injunction suit instituted in the Circuit Court for Dade County, 
Florida, by P. T. Malone doing business as P. T. Malone Horse Pullman 
Service, to enjoin the Florida Railroad Commission from regulating the 
business of transporting race-horses by truck for hire between the Trop- 
ical Park and Hialeah Race Tracks in Dade County, Florida. 

HELD: Decree of Lower Court dismissing bill of complaint affirmed: 

1. The transportation of race -horses between race tracks in Dade 
County, Florida, is subject to the jurisdiction of the Florida Railroad 
Commission, since the law specifically provides that such transportation 
shall not be exempt from the jurisdiction and control of the Railroad 
Commission. (Sec. 30 of Chap. 14,764, Acts of 1931, as amended by 
Chapters 18,028 and 18,029, Acts of 1937.) 



Central Track Lines, Inc., vs. Railroad Commission, 133 Fla., 190; 182 So. 
783. Decided June 10, 1938. 

Original proceeding in certiorari to review an order of the Railroad 
Commission granting the Seaboard Air Line Railway Company the right 
to operate motor trucks between Jacksonville and Live Oak. Florida, 
which authority was granted by the Railroad Commission as provided 
in Section 27. Chapter 14,764, Acts of 1931, as amended by Chapter 18,027, 
Acts of 1937. It was contended by the petitioner that Chapter 18,027 
was unconstitutional. 

HELD: Writ of Certiorari denied and petition dismissed. 

1. The statute permitting railroads to conduct motor transportation 
over highways paralleling their rail lines as a matter of right, where 
ordinary truck lines are required to make a showing of public convenience 
and necessity before the Railroad Commission, is not discriminatory and 
does not deny equal protection of the law, the legislature having a wide 
discretion to limit, regulate or prohibit as it sees fit motor transportation 
over public highways. (Sec. 27 of Chapter 14,764, Acts of 1931, as 
amended by Chapter 18,027, Acts of 1937.) 
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State ex rcl. Sanders vs. Ramsey, Sheriff. 137 Fla. 189 So. 39, De- 
cided May 5, 1939. 

Original proceeding in habeas corpus to determine whether the 
Railroad Commission had jurisdiction over the transportation for hire 
of agricultural products (in this case unshelled peanuts) from one dealer 
in such products to another. 

HELD: 

1. There is nothing in Section 30 of Chapter 14,764, as amended, 
exempting this kind of transportation, since it was not performed be- 
tween points of production, primary manufacture and shipping. 

2, The exemption in the last sentence of Section 30 does not apply 
because there is nothing to show that the occasion of petitioner's arrest 
was "casual or irregular trip" or that he was "not engaged in business 
for hire," hence the fact that he may have lawfully been operating under 
a private license tag does not exempt him from the provisions of Chap- 
ter 14,764. 



Travis vs. Fry, 190 So. 793. Decided July 28, 1939. 

Injunction suit to restrain the Railroad Commission from assum- 
ing jurisdiction over the operations of a truck owner who is employed 
by a power company to remove heavy power transformers from their 
bases at company's substations and to transport them by truck to other 
supply stations or to repair shops. The contention of the truck owner 
was that his compensation was primarily for work other than hauling, 
and that he was not therefore engaged in the business of hauling within 
the terms of- the Motor Transportation Act. 

HELD: 

1. Such transportation was "For Hire" though only a minor part 
of the compensation paid was for the actual hauling performed. 

2. It is immaterial whether, under contract involving hauling and 
other work, compensation received for the actual hauling is more or 
less than that received for the other work. 



St. Andrews Bay Transportation Company vs. Carter, 190 So. 788. De- 
cided on August 1, 1939. 

Original proceeding in certiorari before the Supreme Court of 
Florida to set aside orders of the Commission granting a certificate to 
a competitor and approving the transfer of such certificate. Attack was 
made on the Commission's proceeding wherein the holder of the new 
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certificate granted did not comply wtih certain conditions precedent 
prior to the institution of service under the certificate but nevertheless 
was granted a certificate. 

HELD; 

1. The granting of extensions of time for compliance with con- 
ditions precedent laid down by the Commission to obtain a certificate 
of public convenience and necessity is within the discretion of the 
Commission and the matter of strict compliance with conditions named 
is for the Commission to determine. 



State ex rel. Five Transportation vs. Lee. 132 Fla. 183. 181 So. 179. De- 
cided January 5, 1938. Final Opinion on Rehearing Juiy 29, 1939. 
191 So. 10. 

Original proceeding in mandamus to require the Comptroller to col- 
lect mileage tax from common and contract carriers on the basis of 
the mileage traveled by vehicles carrying a pay load only and without 
taking into consideration mileage of trucks carrying no load or no pay 
load. Relators contended that Chapter 18.026. Acts of 1937. which 
amended the mileage tax provisions of the motor transportation Act. 
changed the basis of computing such tax. 

HELD: 

1. Chapter 18.026, Acts of 1937. did not change the method of 
computing the mileage tax and merely amended the Motor Transporta- 
tion Act to conform to previous decisions of the Supreme Court in- 
terpreting said Act. 

2. Auto transportation Companies must pay the mileage tax for 
every mile traveled by their vehicle in the course of their business as car- 
riers regardless of whether a full load, part load or no load is carried. 



State ex rel. National Trucking Company vs. Lee, Comptroller. First 
Opinion January 22. 1938; 132 Fla. 533: 181 So. 182. Final Opinion 
on Rehearing July 25. 1939; 191 So. 17. 

This is a companion case to State ex rel Five Transportation Com- 
pany vs. Lee digested above. The same questions were raised plus 
the additional question of whether or not the certificate of the National 
Trucking Company had been so limited by the Railroad Commission 
that it could not lawfully transport a pay load on its return movements, 
and. therefore, could not be required to pay the mileage tax on such 
movements. 
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HELD: 

1. A contract carrier in fixing the terms of his contract must 
necessarily take into consideration the probability of empty return 
movements and the expense of such empty trips must be included as 
a part of the basis upon which his compensation is determined. 

2, Although the Railroad Commission is not authorized to fix the 
rates of contract carriers it may require such carriers to submit their 
contract rates to the Commission for approval and may take same into 
consideration in considering the effect upon other transport tati on facili- 
ties within the territory of the contract carrier. 



Merry man vs. Southern Tours, 120 Fla. 440; 162 So. 897. 

This is an injunction proceeding by a carrier certificated to con- 
duct sightseeing trips against an unauthorized carrier engaged in the 
same business. Temporary injunction was granted under Section 25 
of Seption 14,764 and the defendant appealed. 

HELD: 

1. Reversed because temporary injunction granted without the 
bond which is necessary where private litigants seek relief under Section 
25 of Chapter 14,764. 

2. The Court seems to hold that the Railroad Commissioners 
seeking injunctive relief under Section 25 do not have to post indemnity 
bond where they bring suit as public officials. 

3. Section 25 upheld as constitutional and a bill of complaint 
brought under such section is approved. 



Tamiami Trail Tours, Inc. et al. vs, Lee, Comptroller. 142 Fla. 68; 194 
So. 305. Decided February 27, 1940. 

Suit against the State Comptroller to enjoin the collection of ,07c 
per gallon tax on distillate or fuel oil used in diese] motored vehicles 
on the highways as provided in Chapter 19.446. Acts of 1939 on the ground 
that complainants were certificated carriers and therefore exempted 
from such tax by Section 16 of Chapter 14.764, Acts of 1941. 

HELD: 

1. Certificated carriers are not exempted from fuel oil tax be- 
cause such tax was intended to be a substitute for gasoline tax. 

2. Fuel oil tax law impliedly repeals that part of Section 16, 
Chapter 14.764. exempting certificated carriers from all other taxes, to 
the extent necessary to subject such carriers to fuel oil tax. 
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REPORT OF TELEPHONE ENGINEER 

The activities of the Telephone Department as given in the following 
have been a continuation of those during the year 1940 as reported in 
the 44th Annual Report. These activities are classified under the fol- 
lowing headings : 

1. Service surveys. 

2. Routine inspections. 

3. Informal complaints filed by complaining parties with fche 
Railroad Commission. 

4. Special investigations directed by the Commissioners. 

A service survey consists of a series of service tests of the speed 
of service of the operator or machine switching mechanism handling 
the call; the time taken to handle such call being timed by a stop watch. 

A routine inspection consists of a thorough inspection of the tele- 
phone property. Tests and measurements are made of the switchboard 
apparatus, the line equipment and subscriber's apparatus. 

These tests are made in accordance with the latest and most ap- 
proved methods and where defects are found the management is fully 
informed of such defects and the methods of remedy prescribed by the 
Commission Engineer. A follow-up is made by the Engineer where 
defects are found so as to insure that corrections have been applied 
by the telephone company.
